THE  hofpital  of  Herbaldown,  that  is,  “ the  pafture-down, 
or  the  down  of  herbage  or  tillage y,”  (commonly  called  Harble- 
.down),  about  a mile  from  the  Weft  gate  of  Canterbury,  is  dedicated 
to  St.  Nicholas,  and  was  anciently  fttuated  in  the  Blean-wood,  of 
which  king  Henry  L in  one  of  their  moil  ancient  charters  t,  ab 
lowed  the  hofpitallers  to  u grub  and  clear  away  ten  perches  of  wood 
on  all  fides.”  It  was  fo  ftyled,  as  Mr,  Somner  with  reafon  flip- 
pofes,  u to  diftinguifh  it  from  the  neighbouring  hills,  or  downs, 
u as  yet  continuing  wild  or  woody.”  It  was  built,  as  was 
St.  John’s,  by  archbifhop  Lan franc,  about  the  year  1084,  and 
was  originally  intended  for  a lazar-houfe,  of  which  there 
were  two  others  near  Canterbury,  St.  James’s  1,  and  St.  Lau- 
rence’s ||,  both,  like  this,  without  the  city,  from  which  all  le- 
prous perfons  were  excluded.  Inftead  of  lands,  he  endowed  each 
hofpital  with  70/.  per  annum,  payable  out  of  his  manors  of  Re- 
culver  and  Boughton  under  Blean,  to  which  archbifhop  Richard* 
Becket’s  immediate  fucceftor,  about  1180,  added  20/.  more, 
payable  out  of  the  redtory  of  Reculver  § : which  160  /.or  240 
marks  (80 J.  to  each)  remained  unaltered  till  the  time  of

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archbifllop  Kilwardby,  who  withdrew  their  ftipend,  and  inftead 
of  it  appropriated  to  them  his  parfonage  of  Reculver,  with  the 
chapels  annexed  -.  But  a tithery,  and  that  fo  remote,  being  very 
inconvenient  to  fuch  infirm  and  di leafed  people,  his  immediate 
fucceffor,  archbilhop  Peckham,  revoked  this  grant,  and  reftored 
the  hofpitals  to  their  former  ftatet.  And  this  was  confirmed  by 
Edward  I.  in  1291J;.  Archbifllop  Winchelfey,  in  1298,  gave 
them  a body  of  ftatutes  ||,  the  firft  they  had,  But,  having  no 
written  endowment,  they  were  obliged,  at  the  acceftion  of  every 
archbifllop,  to  petition  for  the  continuance  or  this  cuftomary 
allowance.  At  length,  the  parfonage  of  Reculver  being  held  in- 
capite  of  the  king,  Ed  ward  III.  by  his  charter  §,  at  the  defire  of 
archbifhop  Stratford,  appropriated  it  to  the.  archbifhopys  table, 
charged  with  the  ancient  ftipend  above-mentioned,  which  was 
afterwards  fecured  to  them  by  his  fucceffor  archbifllop  Iflip  in 
a written  charter**,.  1355?  confirmed  by  the  prior  and  convent 
of  Chrift- church,, by  which,  with  very  little  interruption,  it  has 
been  ever,  fince  peaceably  enjoyed  tt.  This  was  equally  divided 
between  the  two  hofpitals,  and  was  at  that  time  a moft  liberal 
provifion,  but,  from  the  gradual  decreafe  of  the  value  of  money, 
it  is  now'  reduced  to  a.  very  Render  ftipend.  It,  however,  was 
very  fortunate  for  them  that  Lanfranc  did  not  endow  them  with 
lands,  as  he  did.  his  other  foundation  of  St.  Gregory;  for  their 
efcape  at  the  general  fuppreftion  feems  owing  to  their  having 
no  lands  of  value  fufficient  to  tempt  the  rapacity  of  Henry 
Vilfs  courtiers.  At  different  times  their  revenue  has  been

augmented^ 
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augmented  by  feveral  other  donations,  fome  of  which  have  been 
made  to  both  hofpitals  conjointly,  fome  to  one  alone.  There 
do  not  appear  to  have  been  any  other  ffatutes  previous  to  the 
time  of  archbifhop  Parker,  who  gave  them,  Sept.  15,  1560, 
the  book  of  ifatiates  by  which  both  hofpitals  are  at  prefent  go- 
verned, to  which  -he  made  additions  Aug.  so,  1565,  and  May 
20,  1574*.  Some  additions  have  alfo  been  occafionally  made  by 
his  fucceffors,  particularly  archbifhops  Whitgift,  Laud,  and  San- 
croft t,  as  it  feems  to  be  in  the  power  of  any  archbifhop  to  make 
what  alterations  he  may  think  proper  in  their  number,  govern- 
ment, or  maintenance. 

Among  the  ancient  fecular  benefadtors  to  Herbaldown,  Somner 
mentions  Eilgar  of  Bourne,  and  John  of  Tonford,  two  neigh- 
bouring gentlemen ; but  the  principal  was  king  Henry  II.  (not  IIL 
as  he  fuppofes)  who  gave  it  20  marks  a year  out  of  his  fee -farm 
rents  in  the  city  of  Canterbury];,  a large  fum  too  at  that  time, 
which  continues  to  be  paid  to  this  day  by  the  chamberlain  in  half- 
yearly  payments  ©f  61.  13  s.  4^.  each.  Total  13/.  6 s.  8 d. 

Nothing  remarkable  is  recorded  of  this  hofpital  till  it  is 
thus  introduced  by  Erafmus  in  his  Peregrinatio  Religionis  ergo-y 
1510.  “ og.  In  the  road  to  London,  not  far  from  Canterbury, 

a way  extremely  hollow,  as  well  as  narrow,  and  alfo  fteep, 
“ the  bank  being  on  each  fide  fo  craggy  that  there  is  no  efcaping  ; 
“ nor  can  it  by  any  means  be  avoided.  On  the  left  fide  of  that 
u road  is  an  alms-houfe  (mendkabulum)  of  fome  old  men;  one  of 
<£  whom  runs  out  as  foon  as  they  perceive  a horfeman  approach- 
■“  ing,  and  after  fprinkling  him  with  holy-water,  offers  him  the 
u upper-leather  of  a flioe  bound  with  brafs,  in  which  a piece 
“ of  glafs  is  fet  like  a gem.  This  is  kiffed,  and  money  given 
“ him.  me.  I had  rather  have  an  alms-houfe  of  old  men 
u on  fuch  a road  than  a troop  of  flurdy  robbers,  og.  As  Gra~ 
“ tian:§  rode  on  my  left  hand,  nearer  to  the  alms-houfe,  he  was

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fprinkled  with  water;  to  this,  he  fubmitted ;.  but  when  the 
“ ffoe  was  held  out,,  he  afked  what  it  meant.  And  beine  tokfc

“ it  was  the  ffoe  of  St.  Thomas*  he  was  fo  provoked,  that  turn-- 
ing  to  me,  ‘ What ! (fays  he)  would  this  herd  have  us  kifs  the. 
“ ffoes  of  all  good  men  ? they  may  juft  as  well  offer  their  fpittle 
Ci  to  be  kiffed,  and  other  bodily  excrements.’  I took  companion- 
on  the  old  man,,  and  gave  him  lorae  money  by  way  of  con-- 
<(  folation.’*  ^ ^ 

There  feem  at  prefent  to  be  no  remains  of  Lanfrane’s.  building,, 
except  the  church  or  chapel.  The  houfes  which  the  bro- 
thers and  filters  inhabit,  were  rebuilt  in;  the  latter  end  of  the 
lalt  century,  as.  will  be  mentioned  hereafter.  The  church,  which 
adjoins  to  the  hofpital,  a large  ancient  ftrudture,  confilts  of  a 
nave  and  two  ailes,  with  a font,  and  a turret  containing  four 
bells  -,  having  of  old  been  the  parifh-church  of  St.  Nicholas, 
Herbaldown,  and  as  fuch  pays  procurations  to  this  day  tv  Some 
curious  painted  glafs  remains  in  the.  windows.  In  1292  it 
was  valued,  as  a parfonage,  at  nine  marks  per  annum  (more 
than  moft  of  the  neighbouring  livings),  and  accordingly  the  tenths 
were  fet  at  12  s.  The.  ancient  incumbent  was  a redlor.  To. 
this  church,  and  its  prelbyter,  of  St.  Nicholas,  archbiff  op  Theo- - 
bald  granted,  by  charter,  the  tithes  of  his  manor  of  Weft-gate  : 
and  thus  improved,  archbiffop  Stratford,  in  1342,  when  he  new- 
founded  Eaft- bridge  hofpital  in  Canterbury,  by  his  charter  appro- 
priated to  it  this.redtoFy  J,  and  in  confeqnence  Me.  Bridges,  the. 
leffee  of  that  hofpital  now  holds  it,  and  repairs  the  chancel.  But 
this  having  been  alfo  the  church  of  the  poor,  or,  as  archbiffop 
Parker days,  “ built  for  them -by  theft  founder  Lanfranc,”  Stratford 
in  his  charter  obliged  Eaft-bridge  hofpital  to  provide  them  a chap- 
lain., In ftead  of  which,  archbiffop  Wittlefey,.  in  137-1,  eredted  a

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perpetual  chantry  the  pried  of  which,  re  tided  at  Clavering  near 
the  hofpital.  And  this  continued  till  the  Reformation,  when 
both  chantry  and  chantry-pried  were  abolidied  ; and  the  church 
continuing  to  the  hofpital  f,  prayers  are  read  there  once  a week,, 
and  the  lick  occadonally  attended,  by  a reader,  fo  called,  who  at 
prefent  is  the  rev.  John  Godding,  M.  A.  elded  fon  of  the  late 
worthy  “ Walker.’"'  The  dipend  is  8/.  a year,  and  a houfe. 
The  mader,  -through  whom-  petitions,  for  corrodies  are  prefented 
to  the  archbidiop,  and  who  has  the  care  of  both  hofpital s,  under 
his  grace,  their  patron  and  vidtor,  has  no  ddary.  The  number 
of  in-brothers  and  dders  in  this  hofpital  is  1 5 of  each  ; beddes 
which  there  is  the  fame  number  of  out-brothers  and  out- 
fiders,  wffio  have  only  a penlion  of  6s.  a quarter.  The  num- 
ber maintained  in  each,  hofpital  feems  to  have  been  variable. 
Ip  1398  there  were  in  Herbaldown  about  80,  in  St.  John’s 
in  1375  there  were  100,  in  1464  there  were  80,  now  there 
are  60  (in  and  out)  of  each,  in  all  120.  By  archbilhop 
Winchelfey’s  datutes,  no  corrodies  were  allowed  to  any  who 
did  not  refide  in  the  hofpital  ; nor  is  there  any  mention  of  out- 
brothers  and  dders  before  archbilhop  Parker’s  datutes.  Thefe 
receive  only  their  fhaie  of  the  archbidrop’s  penfion,.  and  the 
other  revenues  of  the  hofpital  are  divided  among  the  relidenc 
members.  The  allowance  of  out-brothers  and  dders  was  pro- 
bably occalioned  by  the  want  of.  lodgings  as  well: as  the  fmallnefs 
of  income.  In  Herbaldown  there  are  only  26  houfes  ; in  St. . 
John’s  31.  They  at  drft  lived  in  the  ancient  conventual  manner, . 
and  had  their  common  halls  for  dining,  and  their  dormitories  for 
deeping;  but  as  the  buildings  fell  to  decay,  and  no  providon  was 
made  for  repairing  them,  the  in-dwellers  were  necedarily  obliged 
to  be  ledened.  Of  thefe  one  is  annually  chofen  prior,  whofe 
principal  office  is  to  collect  the  rents,  and. f one  of  the  dders

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priorefs,  with  fome  particular  perquifites  to  each.  The  hofpital 
hands  (as  defcribed  by  Erafmus)  on  the  South  fide  of  the 
London  road,  in  the  village,  and  adjoining  to  the  parilh,  of  St. 
Michael,  Herbaldown,  and  is  pleafantly  fituated  on  the  fide  of  a 
hill,  with  a fpring  of  fine  water,  called  from  ancient  times 
“ The  Black  Prince’s  Well.”  A Weif  view  of  the  hofpital,  chapel. 
Sec.  is  annexed  (fee  plate  I.) 

Its  pofieflions  were  valued,  26  Hen.  VIII.  at  112/.  15s.  yd . 
in  the  whole,  or  at  109/.  ys.  id.  per  annum  clear,  including  the 
archbilhop’s  ftipend  of  80/. 

Among  the  benefactions  previous  to^hofeof  this  century,  Mr. 
Somner  devifed  by  will  an  eftate  in  Romney  Marfh  to  this  hof- 
pital, after  the  death  of  his  fon,  in  cafe  he  had  noifiue  ; but  the 
foil  pafied  a fine,  barred  the  entail,  and  defeated  the  benefaction. 

October  24,  1674,  the  following  account  of  this  hofpital  was 
given  to  archbifhop Sheldon:  “ The  hofpital  of  St.  Nicholas,  Her- 
baldown, confilfs  of  1 5 in-brothers,  and  as  many  in-fiflers,  who 
have  4/.  apiece  yearly,  befides  two  loads  of  wood.  Out-brothers 
and  out-filfers  in  like  number  have  yearly  1 /.  14 s.  a piece. 
The  whole  revenue  is  160/.  i;.  8 d.” 

In  the  fame  year  (1674)  the  lodgings  of  the  brothers  and 
fillers  of  this  hofpital  being  ruinous,  archbifhop  Sheldon  gave 
200  l.  and  Mr.  John  Somner  50/.  and  in  1685  archbifhop  San- 
croft  gave  67/.  and  Dr.  Thorp,  prebendary  of  Canterbury, 
milter  of  the  hofpital,  .20  /.  by  which  benefactions  chiefly  thofe 
lodgings,  together  with  the  common-hall  of  the  houfe,  and  the 
Brotherhood  farm-houfe,  were  rebuilt,  and  the  barns,  ftables, 
apd  out-houfes  .repaired. 

This  is  commemorated  in  a tablet  hung  in  the  hall,  where 
the  brethren  and  fillers  have  an  annual  feaft  (for  which,  in  moll 
of  their  leafes,fome  payments,  now  inadequate,  arereferved)  on  the 
name-day  of  their  patron- faint  (St.  Nicholas)  Dec.  6.  In  the  hall 
alio  the  members  are  admitted  and  fworh  to  the  obfervance  of 
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tlie  ftatutes,  and  the.  ancient  charters  and  other  deeds  are  deposited  . 
in  a ftrong  cheft.  All  thefe  (as  is  more  particularly  mentioned 
p.  20 1 .)  were  carefully  examined,  forted,  and  labelled  in  both 
hofpitals,  and  an  account  of  them  tmnfmitted  to  archbilhop 
Seeker,  in  1764,  by  the  rev.  Dr.  Beauvoir,  in  a book  which  he 
entitled  Liber  Hofpitalium  Archiepifcopi , now  preferved  in  Lam- 
beth library,  to  which  the  compiler  of  this  article  has  great 
obligations.  The  number  (as  may  be  feen  in  the  appendix)  is 
large,  and  the  royal  and  archiepifcopal  charters  (in  particular) 
very  curious. 

For  the  repairs  of  the  buildings  there  is  no  allowance,  but 
what  is  provided  by  the  reparation-purle,  which  fund  arifes  thus : 
From  eachperfon  at  admiffion  a reparation  noble,  or  6s.  $d.;  the 
itipend  that  accrues  during  each  vacancy  ; 6 d.  a month  fiom 
every  non-refident,  and  51.  feal  money  on  healing  every  leafe. 
Several  places  alfo  are  kept  vacant  at  Lambeth,  and  the  flipend 
fent  annually  to  the  mailer,  as  , a,  farther  fupply.  By  the  ffatutes 
they  are  enjoined  to  repair  their  own  .houfes,,  but  ffom  this  they 
are  now  difabled  by  their  poverty..  Some  late  benefactions 
fhall  be  recapitulated.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lovejoy,  of  Canterbury, 
relief  of  the.  Rev.  George  Lovejoy,  mailer  of  the  king’s  fchool, 
by  her  wilL.dated  in  1694,  among  many  other  donations,  gave 
to  the  mayor  and  commonalty  of  that  city,  her  leafe  of'Callis 
Grange,  in  the  parifli  of  St.  Peter,  in  Thanet*  held  under 
the  dean  and  chapter,  in  trail,  to  pay  this  hofpital  5/.  per  annum, 
which  is  divided  among  the  refident  members.  Ralph  Snowe, 
gent,  of  Lambeth,  Reward  to  the  archbilhop,  by  his  will  dated 
in  1707*,  bequeathed  each  hofpitai  200I.  in  trull,  with  which, 
archbilliop  Tenifon  purchafed  ' for  this  of  Herbaldown  part  of  an 
ellate  at  Mitcham  in  Surrey,  which  now  lets  for  1 2/.  per  annum 
clear.  And  archbilliop  Seeker,  by  his  will  dated  in  1769,  left

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them  500/.  each  in  reverfion,  in  3 per  cent,  annuities,  after  the 
deaths  of  Mrs.  Talbot  and  her  daughter,  both  of  whom  being  now 
deceafed,  the  former  dying  Jan.  9,  1 770,  and  the  latter  Jan.  19, 
1784,  aged  97,  that  devife,  of  which  the  prefent  bifhop  of 
Ohefter  is  the  furviving  truftee,  is  expedted  foon  to  take  place. 


Among  the  original  deeds  belonging  to  this  hofpital  is  an  old 
leathern  cafe  for  holding  fome  of  them,  of  which  a fketch  is 
given  in  plate  IV.  fig.  9.  inferibed  u Cn  Dicttett  tout.” 

And  in  the  cheft  is  a curious  maple  bowl,  ufed  on  their  feaft 
days,  of  great  antiquity,  the  rims  of  which  are  filver  gilt ; and 
in  the  bottom  is  fattened  the  medallion  engraved  in  plate  V.  The 
ttory  is  evidently  one  of  Guy  earl  of  Warwick;  the  motto, 

GY  DE  WARWYC  : ADANOVN  : F£EI  OCCIS  l LE  DRAGOVN  *. 

John  Shurley,  in  his  “ Renowned  Hittory  of  Guy  earl  of  War- 
wick t,”  4to,  tells  a ttory  of  his  feeing  a dragon  and  lion  fighting 
together  in  a foreft  bordering  on  the  fea,  as  he  was  returning  to 
Europe  from  the  relief  of  Byzantium.  He  determined  to  take 
up  the  conqueror;  and  after  the  lion  was  fairly  fpent,  Guy  at- 
tacked the  dragon,  and  after  many  hard  blows  on  his  adamantine 
feales,  fpying  a bare  place  under  his  wing,  he  thruft  his  fword  in 
to  the  depth  of  two  feet,  and  with  a dreadful  yell  the  dragon  ex- 
pired. No  feene  of  adtion  is  affigned;  but  we  fufpedt  fome  real 
or  fictitious  place  is  concealed  under  the  name  of  Danoun>  perhaps 
for  a rhyme  fake,  and  then  the  infeription  will  fignify  that  “ Guy 
of  Warwick  at  Danoun  flew  the  dragon.” 

The  hofpital-feal  is  engraved  in  plate  III.  fig.  1.

Was  the  fon  of  a tobacconift  in  Biffiopfgate  ftreer,  where  he  was  born  in  1716. 
fie  was  fent  early  to  Eton,  was  admitted  on  the  foundation  in  1729;  and 
eledted  to  King’s  College,  Cambridge,  in  173 5,  where  of  courfe  he  became  a 
fellow  in  1738,  and  took  the  degrees  in  arts.  Being  recommended  by  Dr.  Chap- 
man * to  Archbifibop  Potter,  his  Grace  appointed  him  his  librarian  at  Lambeth 
in  1744,  on  the  relignation  of  Mr.  Jones.  In  that  ftation  he  continued  till  the 
death  of  his  patron  in  1747;  when  Archbilhop  Herring,  who  fucceeded  to 
the  primacy,  being  fenfible  of  his  merits*  not  only  continued  him  in  that 
office,  but,  on  his  taking  orden,  appointed  him  ane  of  his  chaplains,  and  in  April 
1750  collated  him  to  the  re&ory  of  Harbledown  (vacant  by  the  promotion  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Herring  J to  the  rettory  of  Chevening);  in  November  1752,  the 
Archbilhop  collated  him  alfo  to  the  vicarage  of  Herne,  which  he  held  by  difpen- 
fation  ; to  which  his  Grace  afterwards  added  the  finecure  rectory  of  Orpington 
in  the  deanry  of  Shoreham,  one  of  his  peculiars.  In  1756  Mr.  Hall  va- 
cated Herne,  on  being  prefented  to  the  vicarage  of  Eafl  Peckham  by  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canterbury,  by  whom  he  was  much  efteemed,  having 
greatly  affifted  their  auditor  in  digefting  many  of  the  records,  charters,  Src.  pre- 
ferved  in  their  regiftry  ||.  In  return,  the  late  Dr.  Walwyn  (one  of  the  prebenda- 
ries, who  vacated  that  vicarage)  was  collated  by  the  Archbilhop  to  the  redlory 
of  Great  Mongeham,  void  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Byrch.  On  the  death  of  Abp. 
Herring  in  1757,  he  refigned  the  librarianffiip  of  Lambeth,  and  from  that  time 
refided  chiefly  at  Harbledown,  in  a large  houfe§,  which  he  hired,  now  the  feat  of 
Robert  Mead  Wilmot,  Efq.  only  fon  of  Sir  Edward.  Soon  after  the  death  of 
Archbilhop  Herring,  Mr.  Hall  was  prefented  by  his  executors  to  the  treafurer- 
fhip  of  the  cathedral  of  Wells,  one  of  his  Grace’s  options.  He  was  alfo  at  firft 
a competitor  for  the  precentorlhip  of  Lincoln,  an  option  of  Archbilhop  Potter

His  learning  and 
abilities  were  great,  but  not  fuperior  to  his  modefty;  and  by  his  Angular 
affability  he  obtained  the  love  and  efleem  of  all  who  knew  him.  His  chari- 
table attention  to  his  poor  parifhioners,  efpecially  when  they  were  ill,  was 
conflant  and  exemplary.  At  Archbifhop  Seeker’s  primary  vifitation  at  Can- 
terbury in  1758,  Mr.  Hall  was  “pitched  upon”  (his  Grace’s  official  expref- 
fion)  to  preach  before  him  at  St.  Margaret’s  Church,  which  he  did  from  A£ls 
xvii.  at.  “ For  all  the  Athenians  and  ftrangers  which  were  there,  fpent  their 
“ time  in  nothing  elfe,  but  either  to  tell  or  hear  fome  new  thing.”  He  died  a 
bachelor,  at  Harbledown,  Nov.  1,  1763,  in  the  47th  year  of  his  age,  after  a Ihort 
illnefs,  occafioned  by  a violent  fwelling  in  the  neck,  which  could  not  be  ac- 
counted for  by  the  eminent  phyficians  who  attended  him.  He  was  buried  under 
the  communion-table  of  Harbledown  church,  without  any  epitaph  to  preferve 
the  memory  of  that  mod  worthy  and  valuable  man,  who  lived  univerfally  beloved, 
and  died  much  regretted.

Harbledown , Dec.  6,  1760. 

“ I have  at  prefent  in  my  poffeffion  fome  very  ancient  and  curious  writings, 
which  I will  detain,  if  poffible,  till  I have  the  pleafure  of  feeing  you  here.  I 
received  them  in  a confuted  heap,  but  you  will  find  them  in  fome  order,  and  per- 
haps an  abftraff  of  them.  What  I mean,  are  the  old  deeds,  &c.  belonging  to  the 
hofpital  here,  which  the  Archdeacon  * has  defired  me  to  look  over  ; and,  that  I 
might  do  fo  to  the  better  purpofe,  I had  them  brought  hither.  It  is  very  necelfary 
for  the  mailer  of  the  hofpital  to  have  a particular  account  of  them,  and  I intend  to 
give  the  Archdeacon  the  bell. I can.  There  is  among!!  them  a grant  by  Archbifhop 
Richard,  immediate  fucceffor  to  Thomas  a Becket,  of  xx  1.  per  ann.  to  the  hofpital, 
oat  of  the  parfonage  of  Reculvre,  which  is  mentioned  to  have  been  refigned  on  this

In  the  inftrument,  Archbilhop  Lanfranc  is  faid  to 
have  founded  the  two  hofpitals;  the  one  at  Herebaldown,  the  other  at  Canterbury  extra 
Northgate.  The  writing  is  very  fair  and  frefh,  and  two  thirds  of  the  feal  (viz.  the  upper 
and  lower  parts  of  the  reverie,  and  the  upper  half  of  the  other  part)  are  ftili  re- 
maining.

There  are  likewife  the  imprefiions  of  the 
deals  of  Archbilhop  Iflip  1,  William  of  Wickham  Jj,  and  of  feme  broad  feals,  very 
well  prefer  ved,” 


Harbledown,  Feb.  9,  5 76  f , 
f ‘ Mt.  Somner  found  “virgultum”  in  a bull  of  Pope  John  § (which  he  quotes 
In  his  Antiquities  of  Canterbury  [p.  44..J,  under  the  article  of  Harbledown  hofpital) ; 
but,  as  he  has  not  tranflated  that  word,  I fuppofe  he  was  doubtful  of  it’s  mean- 
ing. The  Pope  intended  to  exempt  the  poor  people  from  the  payment  of  certain 
tithes;  viz.  “ de  orris  & virgultis  & animalium  nutrimentis the  firft  article  is  ve- 
ry plain  ; the  laft  relates  to  the  pafture  for  12  kine  and  a bull  ** ; which  were  kept 
in  the  hofpital,  as  appears  by  their  writings.  It  likewife  appears,  that  they  had 
an  orchard,  containing  about  three  or  four  acres.  The  land  hill  preferves  that 
name,  though  all  the  trees  are  grubbed  up,  and  it  is  planted  entirely  with  hops ; 
and  by  its  name  of  “ an  orchard,”  it  is  privileged  and  exempted  from  the  payment  of 
tithe.  The  reft  of  the  tithes,  by  a grant  from  Archbilhop  Stratford,  belong  to 
Ea'ftbridge  hofpital,  and  are  let  for  21  years  by  leafe  from  the  mailer  thereof  -j'-f-,  itf 
the  following  words ; “ all  the  tithes  of  corn,  grain,  pulfe,  pafture,  hay,  and  all 
“ other  tithes  whatfoever,  growing  on  the  lands  belonging  to  the  hofpital  of  St, 
44  Nicholas  Harbledown  ; except  the  tithes  of  the  common  garden  or  orchard  be- 
4‘  longing  to  the  brothers  and  fillers  of  the  faid  hofpital.”  An  exception  in  fa- 
vour of  the  fodder  is  omitted,  having  been  unneceflary  ever  lince  they  kept  no 
cattle.  But  the  other  exceptions,  and  the  pradlice  accordingly,  I take  to  be  the 
beft  comment  upon  the  Pope’s  bull;  and  from  thence  I conclude,  that  “ virgultum” 
fignifies  “ an  orchard.”  ' I have  further  to  obferve,  that  underwood  being  a fpecies 
of  great  tithe,  it  is  not  likely  that  it  lhould  be  placed  between  two  articles  of  fmal! 
tithes.”

“ The  ancient  church  of  St.  Nicholas  in  this  village  has  generally  been  con-- 
fidered  to  be  no  more  than  a ehapel  to  the  hofpital ; but  it  appears  to  me 
to  have  been  as  much  a pari Ih  church,  as  the  other  of  St.  Michael  in  the  fame 
place.;  and  if  it  be  not  one  at  prefent,  for  want  of  its  minifter  and  parifh-officers, 
it  feems  capable  of  being  put  upon  its.  ancient  footing.  If  this  fhould  be  done,  a 
parilh  will  be  added,  or  at  lead  reftored,  to  your  jurifdi&ion.  In  Battely’s  Ap- 
pendix to  Somner,  p.  57.  m.  29.  you  will  find  “ Ecclefia  S.  Nicolai  de  Herbal-- 
“ doune,  in  decanatu  Canterbury/’  among  thofe  which  are  exempt  from  the  Archdea- 
con, and  of  confeqnence,  as  L prefume,  fubjedl  to  the  Commiflary.  You  may  have 
taken  notice  of  a place  called  “ the  Mint  */’  fituated  between  the  two  churches  here. 

It  belonged  to  the  chauntry  of  St.  Nicholas,  founded  f by  Archbifhop  Wittlefey  ; 
and  fince  the  diffolution  of  the  chauntry,  by  which  it  was  fevered  from  the  hofpital, 
it  has  been  deemed  extraparochial.  It  feems  to  me  to  be  otherwife,  and  that  the 
matter  of  Eaftbridge  hofpital  is  liable  to  be  charged  with  the  ftipend  of  a curate,  , 
to  be  nominated  by  him  for  the  benefit  of  fuch  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parilh  as 
are  not  included  in  the  hofpital.  Mr.  J.  Goftling  + is  in  hopes  of  being  curate,  if  . 
the  Archbifhop  ftiould  think  proper  to  appoint  one.” 

* In  Eafter-week  1773,  on  an  application  from  Gen.  Belford  and  fome  other  inhabitants  of  the  ' 
adjoining  parifli,  St.  Michael's,  fuggefting  the  inconveniences  refultirig  to  them  from  this  ex- 
traparochial place,  two  neighbouring  jufttces.  in  purfuanceof  an  a6!  13  and  14  Charles  II.  appointed 
two  inhabitants  of  the  Mint  overfeers  of  St.  Nicholas.  But  Mr  Duncombe,  the  mailer,  apprehenfive 
of  the  burden  that  would  be  brought  oh  the  poor  of  the  hofpital  by  being  fubjedled  to  parochial  taxes, 
laicf  the  cafe  before  the  late  Abp.  Cornwallis,  and  with  his  Grace’s  approbation  (as  exprefled  in  the 
letter  annexed)  dire&ed  the  Prior  to  appeal  at  the  next  Quarter  Seffions  again!!  the  appointment, 
where,  upon  hearing  the  arguments  of  counfel,  it  was  qualhed.  In  the  Mint  are  now  eight  houfes, 
or  tenements,  and  a wind  mill.  If  that  alone  had  been  made  a vill,  or  parifli,  there  could  have 
been  no  objection.

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This  hofpital,  dedicated  to  St.  John  the  Baptift,  is  juftly  ftyled 
by  Somner  the  “ other  twin”  of  Herbaldown*,  being  founded  and 
endowed  by  arch  bifhop  Lanfranc,  at  the  fame  time,  and  in  the  fame 
manner,  about  the  year  1084.  In  the  words  of  Edmer  t,  “ W ith- 
u out  the  North  gate  of  this  city  (Canterbury)  archbifhop  Lanfranc 
“ built  a fair  and  large  houfe  of  done,  and  added  to  it  for  the  va~ 
<(  rious  wants  and  conveniencies  of  its  inhabitants  feveral  apart- 
a ments,  with  a fpacious  court.  This  palace  [fo  it  is  called]  he  di- 
41  vided  into  two  parts,  one  dehgned  for  men  labouring  Under  va- 
46  rious  didempers,  the  other  for  infirm  women.  He  provided  them 
4t  with  cloaths  and  daily  food  at  his  own  expence.  He  appointed 
x(  alfo  officers  and  fervants,  who  ffiould  by  all  means  take  care  that 
u they  wanted  nothing,  and  that  the  men  and  women  fhould 
u have  no  communication  with  each  other.”  Its  original  en- 
dowment (70/.  per  annum),  and  fubfequent  datutes,  being  the 
fame  as  thofe  of  St.  Nicholas,  little  more  need  be  faid  of  them 
here.  This  hofpital  dands  on  the  Wed  fide  of  the  ftreet,  or 
road,  leading  to  Herne,  Reculver,  and  the  ifle  of  Thanet,  and 
has  a garden  and  orchard  behind  It  extending  to  the  river.  It 
differed  by  fire  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  as  appears  by  a kind 
of  brief  under  their  leal,  diredfed  to  all  prelates  in  general,  de- 
ploring “ a lamentable  fire,  which  had  waded  their  houfe  and 
c<  adjacent  buildings,  in  which  more  than  a hundred  poor 
5*  people  were  fudained,  intreating  their  charitable  affidance,

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“ and  informing,  them  of  the  feveral  indulgences  that  had  been 
“ granted  to  their  benefactors  by  former  archbifhops  and; 
“ bifhops*.”  Archbifhop  Stratford,  in  the  fame  reign,,  when- 
he  erected  and  endowed  the-  adjoining  vicarage  of  St.  Mary,. 
Northgate,  exprefsly  referved  and  excepted  from  it  “ the  ob- 
“ lations  and  obventions  of  the  hofpital  of  Northgate.”  Its  re- 
venues-were  valued*  26  Henry  VIII.  at  94/.  1 6s.  %d>.ob.  clear; 
af  which  80/.  was  the  ltipend  paid  by  the  archbifhop.  Oppofite 
to  this  hofpital  was  the.  priory  of  St.  Gregory,  founded  alfo  by 
archbifhop  Lanfranc  for  fecular  prieftst,  but  made  a priory  of 
black  canons  by  archbifhop  William  X,  and  diffolved  at  the  Re- 
formation., 

St.  John’s  Hofpital  has  an  ancient  church,  or  chapel,  which 
was  larger  formerly  than  atprefent ; but  fince  Somner  and  even 
Battely  wrote,,  all  the  bells  but  one,,  as  being,  indeed  ufelefs,, 
have  been  fold;  and  the.  fteeple.  and  North  ail e,  to  diminish 
the  expence  of  repairs,,  were  taken  down  in  1744  by  a fa- 
culty from  archbifhop  Potter.  Mr.  Goftling,  who  gives  this 
account,  , ironically  adds  u fo,  by  way  of  improvement,  were 
“ many  of  the  old  houfes,  and  fmaller  and  lefs  convenient  ones 

erected  in  their  rpom  ; a -Hone  wall,  was  alfo  taken  aw'ay,  which 
“ fheltered  the  whole  from  the  cold.  North- Welt  wind  blowing 
ct  over  the  river  and  the  meadow  land,  , and  being,  pentifed  over- 
u head,  was  called  by  the  poor  people  their  cloifters,  under  which 
“ they  ufed  to  walk,  or  fit,., and  eonverfe  with  each  other,  on -the 
“ benches  [[  ” 

To  return  to  the  chapel.  The- Eafl  window,  in  SomnerV 
time,  was  “ a very  brave”  one,  “ having,”  he  fays,  “ in  fo  many

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6<  panes  every  of  the  twelve  apoltles  pourtrayed,;  with  the  feveral 
u articles  of  the  creed  that  they  are  faid  to  make.”  At  prefent  it 
is  much  broken  and  mutilated,  butfomeold  heads  that  remain  are 
remarkably  well  exprefled.  Somner  alfo  mentions  the.  monu- 
ment of  Alice  Afhburnham  (now  no  more),  with  this  inferip- 
tion  : Orate  pro  animd.  Alicia  Afhburneham , filia  et  haredis  Willi- 
elmi  Tooke-y  armigeri , et  Alicia  Woodland,  uxor  is  ejus,  etanteafu.it 
uxor  fhoma  Roper,  gent,  qua  obiit  xvn.  die  ApriL  anno  R.  R. 
Hen.  VIII.  XV-  et  anno  Domini  1524.  Cujus  anima,.  &c.  And 
in  the  Ealt  window  of  the  fame  fide- chancel  (now  taken  down,  as 

above-mentioned), -Orate  pro  Rooper,  et  pro  bono Tbo- 

mafina  uxoris  ejus Domini  1529.  In  the  South  window, 

Orate  pro  animabus  Domini  Wtllielmi  Septvans,  et confortis 

ejus , &c.  And  in  the  choir  window,  Orate  pro  bom  Jlatu 

Hyllys,  fratris  ijiius  Hofpitalis , et  prior,  qui  ab  hoc  feculo  migravit , qui 
fenejlram  ijlam  fieri  fecit , anno  Domini  1474.  As  atHerbaldown, 
this  is  the  principal,  if  not  the  only  part  of  Lanfranc’s  building  that 
now  remains;  as  all  the  lodging-houfes  (of  which  there  are  31)  are 
modern  edifices.  A-Weft  view  of  the  hofpitalis  annexed,  plate  II. 
There  is  a hall  here  (as  at  Herbaldown)  now  only  ufed  for  the  an- 
nual feaft  on  St.  John  theRaptift’s  day,  the  admittance  of  members, 
and  the  reading  and  fealing  of  leafes.  And  there,  in  a ftrong  cheft, 
the  ancient  charters,  8cc.  are  depofited.  The  hofpital  feal  is  en- 
graved, pi.  III.  fig.  2.  On  the  North  fide  of  the  chapel  is  a 
burying  ground  for  the  members  of  the  hofpital ; and  prayers  are 
read  twice  a week  by  a chaplain-  or  reader,  who  has  a ftipend 
of  8/.  per  annum . The  prefent  is  the  Rev.  George  Hearne, 
rector  of  St.  Alphage,  and  vicar  of  St.  Mary  Northgate,  and  one 
of  the  fix  preachers  in  the  cathedral.  The  mafter  is  the  fame 
as  of  St.  Nicholas  ; and  as  the  mailers  from  the  beginning  of 
the  prefent  century  have  been  the  lame,  their  fucceflion  may  be 

feen. 
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feen  there,  p.  182.  ToNr.  William  Somner,  the  eminent  an* 
tiquary,  both  hofpitals  were  indebted  for  the  continuance  of  their 
penlion  in  the  laft  century  (as  is  mentioned  p.  202)  ; and  being 
appointed  mafter  of  this  hofpital  by  archbifliop  Juxon,  in  1660, 
by  his  intereft  and  courage  he  recovered  fome  part  of  the  en- 
dowment of  which  it  had  been  fleeced  by  the  ftatute  37  Henry 
VIII*,- 

At  a vifitation  made  by  archdeacon  Harpsfield,  in  1557,  it  was 
prefented  that  the  ornaments  of  the  chapel  had  been  taken  away 
by  the  mayor.  “ Memorandum,  Delivered  again  one  chalice,  with 
“ the  paten  of  filver,  four  table-cloths,  four  furplices,  two 
“ towels,  three  bells  in  the  fteeple.  Memorandum,  They  fay 
w they  are  of  no  parilh,  but  a parifli  of  themfelves.” 

In  the  account  of  this  hofpital  given  to  archbifliop  Sheldon,  0£t. 
24,  1674,  its  flats  was  as  follows  : u The  hofpital  of  St.  John 
“ the  Baptift  contains  a prior,  a reader,  18  in-brothers,  20  in- 
“ lifters,  and  the  like  number  of  out-brothers  and  out-lifters. 
“ The  revenues  in  the  whole  are  195/.  8 s.  ydf”  At  prefent  it 
confifts  of  the  like  number  of  in-brothers  and  lifters  ; but  there 
are  only  22  out-brothers  and  lifters,  who  have  only  a penlion  of 
1 /,  4 s.  per  annum  each,  paid  quarterly,  of  whom  20,  refident  in 
and  near  Lambeth,  are  nominated  by  the  archbifliop,  and  the 
other  two  are  recommended  by  the  mafter. 

After  the  Reformation,  archbifliop  Parker,  in  the  firft  year  of 

his  confecration,  vifited  this  and  Herbaldown  hofpital,  and  framed 

•very  wholfomeftatutes  % for  their  better  government.  Thefe  were

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delivered  to  the  prior  and  priorefs  of  St.  John’s  (no  doubt,  in  the 
chapel  above-mentioned)  by  Dr.  Yate,  his  grace’s  commifiary  in, 
this  visitation,  and  his  vicar-general.  The  fame  were  alfo  given 
about  the  fame  time  to  the  hofpital  of  St.  Nicholas.  Aug.  20, 
1565,  the  archbifhop  took  fome  farther  cognizance  of  his  bofpi- 
tals,  upon  fame  disagreement  for  precedence  between  the  prior 
and  the  reader,  and  fome  other  matters,  and  added  five  articles 
to  the  Said  Statutes  ; and  again  May  20,  1574,  he  added  two  more  ; 
all  which  may  be  Seen  in  the  Appendix-  . And  by  thefe  good 
Statutes  the  hofpitals  are  governed  at  this  day. 

In  modern  times  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lovejoy  of  Canterbury,  by 
her  will,  dated  in  1694,  bequeathed  to  this  hofpital  10/.  annu- 
ally, from  her  eftate  in  Thanet  (paid  half-yearly),  to  be  divided 
among  the  refident  members.  Ralph  Snowevgent.  of  Lambeth, 
by  his  will,  dated  in  17 07, -left  to  this  hofpital  (as  he  did  alfo  to 
St.  Nicholas)  200/.  of  which  160/.  was  laid  out  by  archbiShop 
Tenifon,  Aug.  10,  1714,  in  the  purchafe  of  14  acres  of  marfh- 
land  in  the  parifh  of  Wickham-breux,  which  now  let  for  8 4 
per  annum  L . .?  ■ , • '

f The  archbifhop  affigned  this  eftate  in  ’truft  to  Dr.  Thomas  Greene,  arch- 
deacon, Dr.  George  Thorp,  and  the  Rev.  Elias  Sydall,  prebendaries  (the  latter 
mafter  of  the  hofpitals),  Dr.  Thomas  Wife,  re&or  of  St.  Alphage,  William  Tur- 
ner, efq.  William  Deedes,  M.D.  and  Paul  Lukyn,  gent,  all  of  Canterbury,  for 
the  benefit  of  this  hofpital,  with  directions  to  the  four  furviving  truftees  always 
to  chufe  three  more.  On  Feb.  2,  1730,  Dr.  Greene  (then  bifhop  of  Ely),  Dr.  Sy- 
dall  (then  dean  of  Canterbury),  and  Dr.  Deedes,  made  a new  feoffment,  and  put  in 
four  feoffees.  Dr.  John  Lynch  (afterwards  dean  of  Canterbury),  Mr.  Julius  Deedes 
(afterwards  prebendary  of  Canterbury),  William  Crayford,  efq.  recorder  of  Canter- 
bury, and'  Samuel  Norris ; gent,  auditor  to  the  dean  and  chapter.  And  all  the 
above-named  truftees  having  died-  without  having  made  a conveyance^  the  premifes 
to  any  new  truftees,  by  which  means  they  became  veiled  in  William  Lynch,  efq. 
(now  Sir  William,  K.  B.)  as  eldeft:  fort  and  heir  at  law  to  the  faid  Dr.  John  Lynch, 
the  laft  furvivor  of  the  deceafed  truftees,  in  order  to  perpetuate  the  faid  charity, 
&c.  Mr.  Lynch,  by  indenture  bearing  date  July  16,  1767,  fold,  delivered,  and 
releafed  the  faid  parcels  of  land  to  Dr/John  Head  (archdeacon  and  mafter),  the  Rev. 
Ofmund  Beauvoir,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hey,  William  Deedes,  efq.  and  Thomas 
Benfon,  gent,  in  the  furvivors  of  whom.  Dr.  Beauyoir,  Mr.  Hey,  and  Mr.  Deedes,  - 
with  Sir  William  Lynch,  the  eftate  is  now  veiled. 
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Mrs.  Mary  Matters,  of  Canterbury,  by  her  will,  dated  Jan. 
ii,  17 1 1,  left  5/.  per  annum  each  to  this  hofpital  and  five 
others  in  that  city,  charged  upon  hereftate  ; but  having  appointed 
Sir  Harcourt  Matters,  one  of  the  South  Sea  diredlcrs,  her  foie 
executor,  and  his  eftate  being  fubjecfted  by  an  actt  7 George  L 
to  raife  money  on  a public  account,  was  found  infufficient  to  di- 
vide more  than  6 s.  6 d.  in  the  pound  on  the  claims  of  thefe 
hofpitals,  which  being  fixed  at  660/.  by  Mr.  Borrett,  one  of  the 
matters  in  chancery,  at  that  rate  came  to  214/.  10  s.  with  which 
fum  (law  charges  deducted)  amounting  to  183/.  9 s.  4 d.  was 
purchafed  in  Jan.  1736,  in  the  names  of  Dr.  Lynch,  dean  of 
Canterbury,  and  John  Knowler,  efq.  recorder,  163  /.  i6j.  3 d. 
capital  flock  in  old  South  Sea  annuities  ; which  fum  (that  part 
which  was  paid  off  by  a6t  of  parliament  at  Michaelmas  1737 
having  been  replaced)  -is  now  ftanding  in  the  faid  flock  in  truft 
for  the  hofpitals  of  St.  John,  Eaft-bridge,  Maynard,  Boys,  Cogan, 
and  Smith,  from  which  this  hofpital  has  of  late  received  annually 
no  more  than  7 s.6d. 

Archbifhop  Seeker,  in  1769,  left  by  will  to  this  and  St,  Ni- 
cholas hofpitals  500/.  each,  in  three  per  cent.  Bank  annuities, 
in  reverfion  after  the  deaths  of  Mrs.  Talbot  and  her  excellent 
daughter,  both  of  whom  being  now  dead  (as  has  been  mentioned 
p.  180),  that  bequeft  is  e^pe£ted  foon  to  take  place. 

And  Thomas  Hanfon,  ejq.  of  Crofby'fquare,  London  (who  died 
in  1770),  left  by  will  in  truft  to  this  hofpital,  Eaft-bridge,  and 
Maynard’s,  500/.  each,  which  being  in  vetted  in  3 percent,  re* 
duced  Bank  annuities  (583/.  6 s.  8 d.)  divides  to  the  relident 
members  of  this  hofpital  17/.  ioj.  per  annum,  paid  half-yearly. 
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The  prefent  revenue  * of  this  Hofpital  (1785)  is  as  follows;

having  been  communicated  to  the  editor  of  the  Gentleman’s  Magazine  for  April  1784,  p.  257, 
produced  the  following  remarks  from  an  anonymous  correfpondent : “I  take  fhame  and  forrow  to 
inyfelf,  to  think  that  I paffed  a week  clofe  to  the  hofpital  at  Herbaldown  without  knowing  a tittle* 
of  the  very  curious  article  in  your  laft.  I read  neci  occis,  Ncce  occidit.  Dragons  and  lions  do* 
not  grow  naturally  in  England  now,  elfe  I Ihould  be  tempted  to  guefs  that  by  AdDanum  “ at  Don- 
“ cafter”  was  meant;  at  leaft  the  feene  of  adion  is  moft  likely  to  be  commemorated,  and  Nor- 
thumberland grew  dragons  *.  May  one  beg  the  favour  of  any  one  of  the  many  intelligent  and 
curious  refidents  at  Canterbury  (and  I know  no  town  or-  neighbourhood  that  has  more),  to  tell 
us  the  width,  depth,  and  capacity  of  the  bowl ; of  what  materials  (whether  metal  or  wood) 
the  medallion  is  made  ; for  as  fuch  things  were  rare,  I fliould  guefs  it  was  a feal  cut  in  metal  or 
wood  a-top  of  the  foot,  and  fo  ferewed  in  ; yet  if  it  was  a feal,  the  figures  and  letters  would  ail' 
ftand  wrong  f.  I am  fo  pleafed  with  the  bowl,  that  I think  of  fending  to  Canterbury,  and  get- 
ting one  turned  of  the  fize  and  fhape.”

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V.  1B7.  Inflead  of  the  firft  note,  read,  John  Chapman,  D.D.  reftor  of  Merfliam,  and  alfo  of 
Aldington,  with  the  chapel  of  Smeeth,  all  in  the  county  of  Kent,  ever  fiucc  the  years  1739  and 
<744,  being  then  domeftic  chaplain  to  Abp.  Potter.  He  was  alfo  archdeacon  of  Sudbury,  and. 
treasurer  of  Chichefter,  two  options.  Being  educated  at  Eton,  and  elected  to  King’s,  1723,  he 
was  a candidate  for  the  provoftfhip  of  that  college,  with  the  late  Dr.  George,  and  loll  it  but 
by  a fmall  majority.  Among  his  pupils  he  had  the  honour  to  clafs  the  prefent  Lord  Camden, 
Jacob  Bryant,  Elq.  Dr.  Cooke  (now  provoft),  the  late  Dr.  Afliton,  Dr.  Barford,  James  Hayes,  Efq. 
(-now  a VVelfh  judge),  and,  for  a fhort  time,  the  Hon.  Horace  Walpole.  His  remarks  on  Dr. 
Middleton’s  celebrated  letter  to  Dr.  Waterland  were  publifhed  in  1731,  and  pafied  through 
three  editions.  In  his  Eufebius,"  2 vols.  8vo,  he  defended  Chriltianity  againft  the  objections 
of  Morgan,  and  againit  thofe  of  Tindaj,  in  his  “ Primitive  Antiquity  explained  and  vindicated, 
being  remarks  on  a book  intituled  “ Chriftianity  as  old  as  the  Creation.”  The  firft  volume  of 
Eufebius,  publiflied  in  1739,  was  dedicated  to  Archbifhop  Potter;  and  when  the  lecond  ap- 
peared, in  1741,  Mr.  Chapman  ftyled  himfelf  “ Chaplain”  to  his  Grace.  In  the  fame  year, 
he  was  made  archdeacon  of  Sudbury  ; was  honoured  with  the  diploma  of  D.D.  by  the  univerfity 
of  Oxford;  and  publifhed  “ The  Ancient  Hiftory  of  the  Hebrews  vindicated  ; or,  Remarks  on. 
“ the  third  Volume  of  the  Moral  Philofopher ; wherein  a particular  account  is  given  of  the  Shep- 
“ herds  in  Egypt,  and  the  origin  of  Circumcifion  in  that  Country,  by  Theophanes  Cantabrigien- 

fis,”  8vo.  He  publiflied  alfo  two  trails  relating  to  Phlegon,  in  anfwer  to  Dr.  Sykes,  who  had 
maintained,  that  the  ecl.ipfe  mentioned  by  that  writer  , had  no  relation  to  the  wonderful  darknefs 
that  happened  at  our  Saviour’s  crucifixion.  In  1738  Dr.  Chapman  publiflied  a fermon  preached 
at  the  confecration  of  Bifliop  Mawfon.  He  printed  four  other  fingle  fermons,  1739*. 
1743,  1748,  and  1752.  In  a differ  tation  written  in  elegant  Latin,  and  addrefled  to  Mr. 
(afterwards  Dr.)  Tunftall,  then  public  orator  of  the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge,  and  publifhed 
with  his  Latin  epiftle  to  Dr.  Middleton  concerning  the  genuirienefs  of  fome  of  Cicero’s  Epiftles, 
1741,  Dr.  Chapman  proved  that  Cicero  publifhed  two  editions  of  his  Academics;  an.  original 
thought,  that  had  efcaped  all  former  commentators,  and  which  has  been  applauded  by  the 
(prefent)  Bifliop  of  Exeter  in  his  valuable  edition  of  Cicero’s  “ Epiftolse  ad  Familiarea,  1749.” 
In  1744,  Mr.  Tunftall  publiflied  “ Obfervations  on  the  prefent  cohesion  of  Epiftles  between 
“ Cicero  and  M.  Brutus,  reprefenting  feveral  evident  marks  of  Forgery  in  thofe  Epiftles,  &c." 
To  which  was  added  a letter  from  Dr.  Chapman,  on  the  ancient  numeral  charadters  of  the 
Roman  Legions.  Dr.  Middleton  had  afferted,  that  the  Roman  Generals,  when  they  had  occafion. 
to  raife  new  legions  in  diftant  parts  of  the  empire,  ufed  to  name  them  according  to  the  order  in 
which  they  themfelves  had  raifed  them,  without  regard  to  any  other  legions  whatever.  This 
notion  Dr.  Chapman  controverts  and  confutes.  According  to  Dr.  Middleton,  there  might  have 
-been  two  thirtieth  legions  in  the  empire.  This  Dr.  Chapman  denies  to  have  been  cuftomary  from 
the  foundation  of  the  city  to  the  time  when  Brutus  was  adtiug  againn  Antony.  Dr.  Chapman 
affirms  nothing  of  the  practice  after  the  death  of  Brutus.  To  this  Dr.  Middleton  made  no  reply. 
In  1745,  Dr.  Chapman’s  affiftance  to  Dr.  (afterwards  Bifhop)  Pearce  in  his  edition  of  “ Cicero 
“ de  Gfficiis  was  thus  acknowledged  in  the  Preface.  “ Ne  quid  vero  huic  editioni  deefTec 
**  quod  a me  parari  poflet  a dodtiflimis  quibufdam  viris,  amicis  meis,  impetravi,  ut  hos  libros  de 
“ officiis  relegerent,  & mecum  fua  quifque  annotata  communicarent.  Gratis  igitur  tibi,  Ledtor, 

“ illis  referendae  funt;  iu  primis  eruditiffimo  Joh.  Chapmanno,  cujus  non  paucas  notas  & utiles 
“ & dodtas  meis  adjunxi,  ejus  nomine  ad  finem  unius  cujufque  appofito,  Multum  debet  illi  viro 
“ Refpublica  literaria  qui  nonnulla  alia  ledtu  dignilfima  jam  in  lucem  protulit,  plura  (ut  fpero) 

«c  prolaturus,  cum  omni  fere  dodtrinse  generi  fe  tradit,  incredibili  pene  &eadem  felici  diligentia.” 
Dr.  Chapman  introduced  Mr.  Tunftall  and  Mr.  Hall  about  this  time  to  Archbifhop  Potter,  the 
one  as  his  librarian,  the  other  as  his  chaplain,  and  therefore  had  fome  reafons  to  relent  their 
taking  an  a (Stive  part  againft  him  in  the  option  caufe — though  they  both  afterwards  dropped  it. 
Dr.  Chapman’s  above  mentioned  attack  on  Dr.  Middleton,  which  he  could  not  parry,  and  his

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interpolation  In  defence  of  his  much  efleemed  friend  Dr.  Waterland,  provoked  Dr.  Middleton 
to  retaliate,  in  1746,  by  availing  him  in  a much  more  vulnerable  part,  in  his  charge  delivered 
to  the  archdeaconry  of  Sudbury.  In  1747,  to  Mr.  Mounteney’s  * edition  of  fome  Seled  Orations 
of  Demoilhenes  Dr.  Chapman  prefixed  in  Latin  (without  his  name)  “ Obfervations  on  the 
“ Commentaries  commonly  afcribed  to  Ulpian,  and  a map  of  ancient  Greece,  adapted  to 
u Demolthenes.”  If  Archbilhop  Potter  had  lived  to  another  election,  he  was  intended  for 
Prolocutor.  As  executor  and  furviving  truftee  to  that  prelate,  his  conduit  in  that  truft,  par- 
ticularly his  prefenting  himfelf  to  the  precentorlhip  of  Lincoln,  void  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Trim- 
nell  (one  of  his  Grace’s  options),  was  brought  into  chancery  by  the  late  Dr.  Richardfon, 
when  Lord  Keeper  Henley,  in  1760,  made  a decree  in  Mr.  Chapman’s  favour;  but,  on  an 
Appeal  to  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  the  decree  was  reverfed,  and  Dr.  Richardfon  ordered  to  be  pre- 
fented.  When  Mr.  Yorke  had  finiflied  his  argument,  in  which  he  was  very  fevere  on  Dr.  Chap- 
man, Mr.  Pratt  (now  Lord  Camden),  who  had  been  his  pupil,  and  was  then  his  counfel, 
defired  him,  by  a friend,  not  to  be  uneafy,  for  that  “ the  next  day  he  would  wafli  him  as 
“ white  as  fnow.”  Thofe  were  his  words.  Thinking  his  cafe  partially  Hated  by  Dr.  Burm 
in  his  “ Ecclefiaftical  Law,”  vol.  I.  (Article  bishops)  as  it  was  taken  from  the  briefs  of  his 
adverfaries,  he  expoftulated  with  him  on  the  fubjeft  by  letter,  to  which  the  Doftor  candidly  re- 
plied, that  “ he  by  no  means  thought  him  criminal,  and  in  the  next  edition  of  his  work  would 
“ certainly  add  his  own  reprefentation.”

My  Lord,  Canterbury , 17 59. 

At  length  1 humbly  offer  to  your  Grace  the  beft  information  I am  able  to  pro- 
cure, concerning  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  two  hofpitals  committed  to  my  care. 

The  original  number  of  brothers  and  lifters  maintained  in  each  hofpital  was  60  ; 
and  that  they  were  all  obliged  to  refide  there,  may,  I think,  be  concluded  from  the

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firft  of  Archbilhop  Parker's  ftatutes;  [feep.  2* * * §4.]  not  more  than  20  (that  is,  as  I ap- 
prehend, of  the  whole  original  number  of  60)  being  permitted  to  live  out  of  the 
houfe  at  once.  In  time,  upon  the  diminution,  as  I conceive,  of  their  revenues, 
the  number  of  in-brothers  and  lifters  at  St.  John’s  was  reduced  to  38,  and  at  Har- 
bledown  to  30  ; but  at  what  particular  time  this  was  done,  I cannot  fay.  The  out- 
brothers  and  fitters  of  each  receive  only  a ftipend  of  6 s.  8 d*.  per  quarter  from  the 
Archbifhop,  and  are  not,  as  far  as  I know,  obliged  to  the  obferrance  of  any 
ftatutes,  or  required  to  be  poirdfed  of  any  fpecial  qualifications  with  refpe<ft  to 
agef,  celibacy,  &c.  Thefe  are  admitted  at  Lambeth,  without  the  leaft  account 
taken  of  them  here ; fave  only,  that  two  out-brothers  only  are  admitted  at  St. 
John’s,  and  two  out- brothers  and  three  out- fitters  at  Harbledown.  But  the  reafon 
of  this  appointment,  and  at  what  time  it  was  introduced  and  took  place,  1 am  yet 
to  learn.  The  emoluments  of  the  38  in-brothers  and  litters  at  St.  John’s,  and  of 
the  30  in-brothers  and  fitters  at  Harbledown,  arife  partly  from  the  yearly  penflon 
of  it.  6 s.  8 d.  paid  to  each  of  them  by  your  Grace,  and  the  remainder  from  the 
rents  of  their  lands  and  houfes,  and  fines  upon  the  renewal  of  leafes  •,  to  which 
may  be  added  a fmall  yearly  penfion  from  the  Crown  J,  and  two  private  bene- 
fa&ions  given,  not  many  years  ago,  to  each  hofpital  by  Mr.  Snowe  and  Mrs. 
Lovejoy  §.  Thefe  ftipends,  and  rents,  amount  yearly  to  the  following  fums  in 
each.  '•

There  are  at  prefent  but  32  ||  dwellings  at  St.  John’s  and  24  at  Harbledown, 
for  the  in-brothers  and  fitters ; fo  that  the  refidue  mutt  neceffarily  be  admitted  to 
"live  elfewhere.  To  whom  this  leave  of  abfence  (hould  be  indulged,  Archbilhop 
Potter  was  pleafed  to  intruft  to  iuy  diferetion.  I generally  difpenfe  it  according 
to  feniority,  unlefs  I find  fome  fpecial  reafon  to  the  contrary.  In  purfuance  of 
the  general  truft  repofed  in  me,  I have  conftantly  made  it  a part  of  my  care  to  pre- 
ferve  the  peace,  and  good  order,  and  to  advance  (as  far  as  in  me  lies)  the  prof- 
perity  of  both  thele  fraternities.  1 keep  a watchful  eye  not  only  to  the  main- 
tenance of  their  eftates  and  buildings,  but  hkewife  over  the  manners  of  the  peo- 
ple, obliging  them  to  conform,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  obfervation  of  their 
ftatutes.  Several  of  thefe  ftatutes,  it  mutt  be  confefted,  were  better  accommo- 
dated to  the  former,  than  to  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  hofpitals.  Some  of  them  are 
become  obfolete,  and  others  hardly  pra&icable,  as  things  are  now  circumftaneed. 
And  yet  the  in-brothers  and  fitters  are  fworn,  at  their  admiflion,  to  the  obfervance 
of  them.  Upon  the  whole,  I humbly  conceive,  that  they  are  capable  of  being

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altered  tr.uclvfor  the  better  in  many  particulars,  and  I (ball  readily  (whenever  a 
opportunity  offers  of  delivering  my  thoughts  to  your  Grace  ere  tenus  on  thi>  fubr* 
point  out  fome  inftances  wherein  I apprehend  certain  alterations  to  be  moft 
needful,  together  with  fome  orders  which,  I think,  would  prove  conducive  to  the 
benefit  of  the  hofpitals.  This  being  an  end  laudable  in  itfelf,  I (hall  the  mere 
chearfully  take  fome  pains  in  it,  efpecially  if  I find  your  Grace  difpofed  to  en- 
courage it. 

I humbly  thank  your  Grace  for  the  calculations  you  have  taken  the  trouble  of 
making  with  refpeft  to  the  hofpital  fines  in  general.  They  will  be  a good  rule 
of  direction  to  me  in  particular  inftances.  The  fees  for  leafes  in  both  hofpitals  ar-e 
the  fame,  and  in  both  (as  they  ought  to  be)  very  moderate  §.  Five  (hillings,  out  of 
every ’fuch  leafe,  are.put  into  the  reparation  purfe,  there  being  no  ftated  provifion 
for  the  reparation  of  the  public  buildings  but  what  arifes  from  admiflion  fees  and 
vacancies;  and  therefore  I have  found  it  fomerimes  neceffary  (with  the  confent  of 
the  Archbifhop)  to  apply  fome  part  of  the  fines,  efpecially  when  large,  to  thefe 
purpofes  And  Mr.  Parry  -f-  will  inform  your  Grace  that  ordinarily  1 2 t.  and  up- 
wards hath  been  yearly  remitted  from  Lambeth  for  the  fame  purpofes;  arifing 
from  reparation-nobles,  and  vacancies  of  out-brothers  and  fifters  places. 
t Herewith  I tranfmit  to  your  Grace  another  certificate.  I .have  often  tvifhed 
that  poor  perfons  from  the  country  might,  for  the  moft  part,  be  appointed 
to  fupply  the  vacancies  at  Harbledown  ; thofe  who  -have  lived  in  the  city  being 
generally  defirous  (under  various  pretences)  after  admiflion  there,  to  fpend  their 
time  here,  whereby  their  houfes.,  by  not  being  conftantly  inhabited,  run  fafter 
into  decay.

-Five  {hillings  are  alio  paid  for  regiftering,  a pra&ice,  which,  though  highly  ufeful  and  expedient, 
was  till  1772  negle&ed,  and  of  courfe  feveral  leafes,  having  been  loft  or  deftroyed,  have, 
for  want  of  renewal,  expired,  fo  that  not  only  the  fines,  but  the  lands  themfelves,  have 
been  loft  ; a feiall  unimproveable  annual  payment,  originally  a referred  rent,  only  remaining. 
Such  doubtlefs  was  tire  origin  of  the  10  s.  “ for  land”  at  Herne  paid  annually  by  Mr.  Charles  Palfrey, 
the  2 s.  paid  by  Mr.  Lade  at  Grayney  (tee  Herbaldown  Rental,  p.  181),  &c.  and  fuch  would 
probably  have  been  the  fate  of  2 acres,  3 roods,  held  of  St.  John  s at  Hoath  by  John  Sennock, 
at  1 1.  15  s.  referved  rent,  had  not  a leafe  to  his  great-grandfather,  dated  in  1686,  been  lately 
difeovered,  in  confequence  of  which  he  has  been  obliged  to  renew  and  take  a 21  years  leafe  of  the 
premifes.  Such  Ioffes  are  now  prevented  by  regiftering.  D.

My  Lord,  Canterbury,  1 760. 

In  obedience  to  your  Grace’s  commands,  I now  humbly  offer  the  mofl  fatisfaftory 
account  in  my  power,  concerning  thofe  enquiries  made  by  your  Grace  in  relation 
to  the  hofpitals  of  St.  John  and  St.  Nicholas. 

It  does  not  apnear  to  me  that  the  in-brothers  and  lifters  of  thefe  hofpitals  are* 
by  any  eftablifhed  rule  ©r  cuftom,  required  to  be  natives  or  inhabitants  of  this  or 
any  other  county.  Indeed,  as  this  city  and  the  parts  adjacent  can  furnifh  an 
abundant  fupply  of  fit  objects  for  all  vacancies,  the  choice  has  not  ufually  extended 
farther.  But  yet  probably  there  have  been  inftances,  at  moft  times,  of  fome  who 
were  fele&ed  from  places  more  remote.  I remember  one  fuch  who  was  appointed 
by  Archbifhop  Wake,  two  by  Archbifhop  Potter,  and  four  by  Archbifhop  Her- 
ring, two  of  them  even  his  own- menial  fervants*.  Whenever  fuch  perfons  have 
been  admitted  at  Lambeth,  Mr.  Parry  ufually  makes  an  entry  upon  the  corrody 
(tranfmitted  to  me),  that  they  have  been  fworn  to  the  obfervation  of  the  ftatutes ; 
upon  which  their  names  are  enrolled  in  the  hofpital-book.  But  whether  the 
ftatutes  fhould  be  recited  to  them,  and  the  oath  to  obferve  them  adminiftered, 
previoufiy  to  their  admiffion,  or  may  be  deferred  till  they  come  to  refide  in  the 
hofpital,  your  Grace  will  moft  furely  col-left  from  the  third  and  fourth  of  Arch- 
bilhop  Parker’s  ftatutes  J-. 

2.  It  is  a cafe  which  rarely  or  never  happens,  that  any  of  thofe  who  defire  to 
refide-  m the  hofpitals,  are  forced,  for  want  of  room,  to  live  out  J.  Their  living 
abroad  is  generally  looked  upon  as  a matter  of  privilege  and  indulgence;  and 
the  method  taken  of  difpenfing  this  indulgence  according  to  feniority  (unlefs 
where  peculiar  circumftances  require  it  to  be  othervvife)  will,  I truft,  be  approved 
cf  by  your  Grace,  as  an  equitable  rule  of  proceeding. 

3.  I fhall  look  upon  your  Grace’s  next  query  as  a dire&ion  for  the  future  to 
fpecify,  in  the  notice  of  a vacancy,  w'hether  the  brother  or  fifter  departed,  made 
his  or  her  abode  in  the  hofpital,  and  alfo  to  fignify  to  your  Grace,  from  time  to 
time,  to  whom  leave  of  abfcence  may  be  moft  properly  granted. 

4.  The  order  againft-the  admiffion  of  married  perfons  into  the<  hofpitals  hath 
been  in  my  time  conftantly  obferved  ; but  was  not  always  (though  for  the  moft 
part)  attended  to- by -one  off  my  predeceffors  §.

I (hall,  with  your  Grace’s  permiflion,  note  all  fuch  particulars  in  relation  to  the 
ttatutes  and  cuftoms,  as  appear  to  me  capable  of  being  improved  to  the  benefit  of 
the  hofpitals ; and  at  a proper  time  fubmit  them  to  your  Grace’s  confederation.  -

The  attention  bettowed  on  thefe  hofpitals,  by  this  truly  benevolent  prelate,  ap- 
pears not  only  by  the  above,  but  by  the  reverfionary  bequeft  of  500 1.  (mentioned 
pp.  180  and  196)  which  he  left,  by  a codicil  to  his  will,  to  each,  contingent  on  the 
deaths  of  Mrs.  Talbot  and  her  daughtet.  But  though  both  thefe  events  have  now 
taken  place,  the  legacies  have  not  yet  been  paid,  for  which  it  may  be  proper  here 
to  account. 

The  biihop  of  Chefter,  his  Grace’s  furviving  truftee,  having  been  advifed  by 
bis  counfel,  that  he  could  not  with  lafety  transfer  the  ftock  appropriated  to  the 
feveral  charitable  purpofes  mentioned,  without  the  direction  of  the  court  of  chan- 
cery, unlefs  Thomas  Froftf,  Efq.  the.refiduary  legatee  of  the  teftator,  would  give 
his  confent  and  authority  to  the  faid  transfer,  and  Mr.  Frcft  not  agreeing  to  give 
this  confent,  and  exprefling  a defire  that  the  opinion  of  the  court  might  be  taken  upon 
all  the  legacies ; tlie  bilhop  has  been  under  the  ncceflity  of  applying  to  the  court 
of  chancery,  for  a decree  to  eftiblifh  the  will,  codicils,  and  legacies,  and  to  dirett 
his  future  condudh  An  amicable  bill  therefore  has  been  filed  by  his  lordfifip’s  folici- 
tor,  Air.  Burn,  in  which  the  charities  interetted  (16  in  all)  have  concurred.  Mr. 
Froft’s  principal  objettion  feems  to  lie  to  the  fum  left  to  repair.  Sic.  the  houfes  of 
poor  vicarages  in  the  diocele  of  Canterbury,  which  is  fnppofed  to  be  by  void  by 
the  mor.tmain  aft;  but  of  this  the  archbilhop  was  aware,  and  noticed  it  in  another 
codicil,  leaving  the  fum  given  for  that  purpofe  to  be  difpofed  of  as  his  truftees 
fhould  approve. 

Archbilhop  Cornwallis  was  defirous,  and  had  an  intention,  of  making  fome  altera- 
tions in  the  ttatutes  of  thefe  hofpitals  (as  he  informed  Air  Duncombe  in  a letter, 
dated  Sept.  20,  1770) ; but  finding  it  would  take  more  time  than  he  was  aware  of, 
that  defign  be  ame  abortive.

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CHARTERS  and  PRIVATE  DEEDS 

relating  to  the  Hofpitals  of  Herbaldown  and  Northgate. 

From  the  Originals  ; and  Two  MSS.  in  the  Lambeth  Library,  viz.

Chartulary  of  Herbaldown  Hofpital ; and, 

1132.  quarto,  intituled,  “ Liber  Hofpitalium  Archiepifcopi,  hoc  eft,  Sanfti 
i(  Nicholai  de  Herbaldown,  & San&i  Johannis  Baptiftae  de  Northgate  juxta  Can- 
tc  tuariara,  mdcclxiv,”  drawn  up  by  the  R.ev.  Dr.  Beauvoir,  (then)  of  Can* 
terbury  : The  Preface  to  which  is  here  printed  at  large,  as  the  propereft  intro* 
duftion  to  the  following  inftruments. 

MR.  Henry  Hall,  late  re&orof  St.  Michael,  Herbaldown,  having  undertaken 
to  put  in  order  the  charters  and  other  deeds  belonging  to  the  hofpital  of  St. 
Nicholas,  in  Herbaldown,  which  were  in  the  greateft  confufion  in  the  hofpital-cheft, 
propofed  to  tranfcribe  them  all,  but  died  before  he  had  perfected  his  intention.  He 
had  tranfcribed  all  the  charters,  and  a great  part  of  the  private  grants,  which  tran- 
fcripts  are  in  a book  by  themfelves.  It  was  thought  proper  to  finifh  the  account 
which  he  had  begun,  but  not  in  fo  laborious  a manner.  A knowledge  of  what  is 
the  purport  of  each  deed,  it  was  apprehended,  would  be  fufiicient,  if  the  deeds 
themfelves  were  fo  difpofed,  that  recourfe  might  readily  be  had  to  them  if  there 
fliould  be  oecafion.  This  has  been  attempted ; and  further,  an  account  has  been 
taken  of  every  thing  that  was  contained  in  the  cheft  of  the  other  hofpital  of  St. 
John  the  Baptift  in  Northgate,  where  alfo  every  thing  was  in  the  greateft  diforder  5 
h a compleat  knowledge  of  either  is  not  to  be  obtained  but  from  both,  on  account 
of  their  common  foundation,  ftatutes,  and  eftates  j forae  things  refpe&ing  which 
are  depofited  in  one  hofpital,  and  fome  in  the  other. 

The  method,  which  has  been  followed,  is  this.  Each  deed  is  wrapped  up  in  a piece 
of  paper  by  itfelf,  which  is  indorfed  with  a number  correfponding  with  the  numbers 
in  this  book,  and  hath  written  upon  it  the  fame  account  of  its  contents  as  is  contained 
in  this  book.  This  account  was  copied  from  the  titles  prefixed  by  Mr.  Hall  to  each 
in  his  tranfeript,  as  far  as  that  went.  The  deeds  are  difpofed  under  the  names  of 
the  refpe&ive  parifhesin  which  the  eftates  lie,  and  all  the  deeds  refpefting  the  fame 
eftate  are  put  together,  and  feparated  from  the  next  donation  by  a black  line.  It 
was  not  found  poffible  to  do  this,  but  by  making  tables  of  the  bounds  deferibed  in 
each  deed.  And,  to  render  this  colleftion  more  ufeful,  as  good  an  account  as  could 
be  procured  is  added  <?f  the  prefect  revenues  of  each  hofpital. 
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The  number  of  tliefe  deeds  is  much  increafed  by  the  prattice,  which  obtained,  of 
collecting  and  preferving  title-deeds,  as  far  backwards  as  they  could  go  ; and  yet 
the  greated  care  oi  this  fort  has  not  been  able  to  preferve  all  their  eflates  to  them, 
as  may  appear  from  the  lot's  which  St.  John’s  Hofpital  has  fudained  of  the  eftate  of 
Wyke  * * * §,  confiding  of  32  acres,  and  other  things,  out  of  which  they  retain  only  the 
quit-rent  of  13s.  4d.  which  had  been  at  fil'd  referved  to  the  monaflery  of  St.  Au- 
gudine,  the  lords  of  the  manor  ; although  there  are  dill  in  the  hofpital-ched  the  ori- 
ginal donation,  the  king’s  licence  of  mortmain,  and  the  confirmation  of  the  abbey 
of  Sr.  Augudine,  befides  an  ancient  map  of  the  land  and  other  evidences ; and  this 
was  lod  after  a trial  at  lawf. 

Many  deeds  that  are  here  do  not  appear  to  have  any  reference  to  the  hofpitals, 
and  very  pofiibly  either  did  belong  to  1'ome  of  the  members,  or  were  depofited  there 
for  fecurity  by  other  perfons.  It  feems  to  have  been  the  cudom  to  make  the  do- 
nation to  fome  one  or  more  of  the  brethren  of  the  hofpitals,  who  transferred  the 
rrud  to  other  perfons,  or  to  the  hofpital.  Thomas  de  Wolton  j;,  of  whom  there  is 
frequent  mention,  was  mader  of  Eaft-bridge  Hofpital  from  1351  to  1381. 

The  charters  of  Herbaldown  Hofpital  are  put  into  an  old  ftrong  oakeu  box,  guarded 
with  iron  plates ; and  the  private  deeds  into  a box,  which  is  divided  into  four 
partitions:  and  both  are  put  into  the  hofpital-cheft.  There  are  drawers  within 
the  ched  belonging  to  St.  John’s  Hofpital  for  this  purpofe  ; and  all  the  'writings 
belonging  to  this  hofpital  are  depofited  in  them,  each  drawer  being  properly  la* 
belled  wfith  its  contents. 

It  is  not  neceflfary  to  give  any  hidory  of  thefe  hofpitals,  becaufe  little  can  be 
added  to  the  account  which  Mr.  Somner  has  published  in  his  Antiquities  of  Can- 
terbury. It  will,  however,  be  but  judice  to  him  to  take  notice  of  one  thing  not 
mentioned  either  by  him  or  his  editor;  That  the  continuance  of  their  penfion  to 
the  hofpitals  after  the  lands  of  the  fee  of  Canterbury  were  feized  by  the  par- 
liament was  owing  to  a petition  which  he  drew  up  for  them,  which  is  alfo  inferted 
at  the  end  of  the  book  ||  intituled,  “ The  Prior’s  accounts  from  1605  to  Sept.  14, 
“ 1647.”  Nor  may  it  be  improper  to  obferve  two  midakes  which  he  has 
made.  The  charter  of  Archbifhop  Richard  § is  not  in  Sr.  John’s  Hofpital,  as 
he  fays,  p.  43.  but  in  Herbaldown,  He  fays  too,  p.  44.  “ this  hofpital’s  (Her- 
“ baldown)  ancient  governor,  now  called  a mader,  was  a dean,”  and  quotes  the  fub- 
feription  of  Benedift  with  this  addition,  “ tunc  temporis  decani  de  San&o  Nico- 
“ lao whereas  Algar  was  at  that  time  prelbyter  of  St.  Nicholas,  and  Benedict 
writes  himfelf  only  dean,  as  may  be  feen  in  the  fubferiptions  to  the  deed,  wdrich 
is  here  copied  at  large :

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“ filiis  meis  Barthol’  & Robe.”  BenediR  was  moft  probably  the  rural  dean  of 
Canterbury  at  that  time.  This  deed,  which  is  without  date,  feems  to  be  the  molt 
ancient  in  the  hofpital. 

He  quotes,  p.  50,  a letter  under  the  feal  of  the  hofpital,  requeuing  alms,  to 
prove  that  St.  John’s  Hofpital  was  fired  in  King  Edward  the  Third’s  time.  There 
is  no  fuch  letter  now  in  the  cheft  of  the  hofpital.  There  is  one  beginning  with  the 
fame  addrefs:  “ Omnibus  fanRa?  matris  ecclefice  prselatis,  ad  quos  literae  iftm  per- 
“ venerint,  fratres  & forores  hofpitalis  de  Northgate  de  Cantuar’  falutem  & apof- 
“ tolicam  benediRionem  : domus  fiquidem  noftra  in  tanta  confifiit  paupertate  & 
“ neceffitate  quod  cum  maxima  miferia  vitam  indubitanter  fuftinemus.”  In  this  no 
mention  is  made  of  fire,  but  the  recital  of  their  indulgences  immediately  follows. 
Yet  this  feems  to  be  the  fame  that  Mr.  Somner  quotes,  p.  51. ; for  it  fays,  “ Et  funt  in 
“ hofpitali  noftro  centum  [the  number  which  he  gives]  fratres  & forores  caeci,  clau- 
“ di,  furdi,  & aliis  diverfis  infirmitatibus  languidi.”  It  was  cuftomary  for  fome  of  the 
brethren  to  be  lent  about  the  kingdom  to  colleR  alms  twice  a year,  for  one  month 
before  the  Nativity  and  before  the  Feaft  of  St.John  the  Baptift,  and  for  three  weeks 
after  each  ; and  this  continued  to  be  done  in  Queen  Elizabeth’s  time,  ch.  Ill,  Nos  12, 
and  13  *.  At  thefe  times  they  carried  letters  under  the  feal  of  the  hofpital,  reciting 
the  indulgences  granted  them  by  popes,  archbilhops,  and  biihops  (which  they  were 
very  diligent  to  obtain)  and  bellowing  a fhare  of  them  upon  their  benefaRors.  In  this  let- 
ter, which  feems  to  be  the  only  one  of  this  fort,  they  fay,  “ Si  quis  diRo  hofpitali  noftro 
“ anulum,firmaculum,  aurum,  vel  argentum, vaccas,  juvenculam,bidentem,agnum,  vel 
“ vitalum  dare  vel  tranfirittere  voluerit,  tradat  & liberet  procuratori  noftro  prjefenti,& 
“ eum  recipiemus  in  fraternitatem  hofpitalis  noftri  praediRi,  concedentes  eidem  par- 
4‘  ticipationem  omnium  bonorum  operum  quae  in  prrediRo  hofpitali  fient  in  per- 
“ petuum.”  And  afterward  it  is  faid  that  thefe  100  brothers  and  fillers  fay  daily 
30,000  Paterpofters  and  Ave  Marias,  the  benefit  of  which,  and  all  other  religious 
exercifes,  they  freely  impart  to  their  benefaRors.  But  the  brethren  of  Herbaldown 
fet  theirs  at  a cheaper  rate,  N°  9.  They  were  in  number  about  eighty,  faid  daily 
4000  Pater  nofters,  Ave  Marias,  and  Credos ; and  any  one  might  have  the  benefit 
of  them  for  giving  them  any  thing  of  the  value  of  one  penny,  or  even  one  half-penny. 
They  had  indulgences  from  53  cardinals  and  biihops  j and  this  bears  date  1398, 
about  300  years  after  their  foundation  ; and  in  this  manner  they  every  where  hawked 
about  thefe  indulgences.  Such  was  the  miferable  ftate  of  religion  that  then  prevailed! 

In  an  archiepifcopal  charter  in  Herbaldown  Hofpital  -f-,  direRions  are 
given  for  fettling  the  payment  of  the  penfion  to  the  hofpitals,  which  at  that 
time  was  charged  upon  the  parfonage  of  Reculver,  fo  as  to  prevent  difputes  be- 
tween the  executors  of  any  archbilhop  and  his  fucceffor : and  in  this  mention  is 
made  of  a cuftom  of  the  fee  of  Canterbury,  That  if  any  archbilhop  Ihould  die  be- 
tween Eafter  and  Michaelmas,  “ in  hoc  cafu,  de  confuetudine  ecclefie  Cantuarien- 
•*  fis  notorie  fruRus  major es  & autumpnales  ejufdem  anni  ad  ipfum  pertinere  de- 
“ bebunt.”  Osmund  Beauvoir.

MAT  T H E W,  by  the  fufferance  of  God,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  Primate 
and  Metropolitan  of  England  ; to  all  Chriftian  people  fendeth  greeting  in 
our  Lord  : Whereas  amongft  other  things  that  do  concern  our  paftoral  office,  wee 
have  before  our  eyes  the  charitable  affection  and  godly  zeal  that  Was  in  divers  our 
.predeceffors,  archbilhops  of  Canterbuiy,  who  founded  and  erected  two  l'everal 
hofpitals;  th’one  of  St.  John’s  in  Northgate,  in  the  fuburbs  of  Canterbury,  and 
the  other  of  St.  Nicholas  of  Harbaldown,  nigh  unto  our  fee,  the  city  of  Canter- 
bury ; for  poor,  fick,  impotent,  and  needy  people  to  be  relieved  and  fuccoured 
in  the  fame;  wee,  knowing  the  provifioii  for  the  poor  to  be  a thing  very  acceptable 
to  God  in  this  world,  have,  for  the  difeharge  of  our  confcience,  thought  it  our  duty 
unto  God  to  fee,  as  nigh  as  wee  can,  and  the  law  of  God  doth  fuffer,  that  the 
faid  hofpitals  be  ufed  and  ordered  according  to  the  minds  of  the  founders,  our 
predeceffors. 

1,  Wherefore  wee  ordain  and  appoint,  That  according  to  the  ffrft  foundation, 
there  be  in  our  hofpital  of  St.  John’s  in  Northgate  xxxf  men,  whom  (after  the  an- 
cient cuftome)  we  will  to  be  called  Bretheren  ; that  by  this  name  they  may  be  the 
rather  put  in  mind  of  their  duty  to  live  together  like  bretheren  in  unity,  concord, 
godly  agreement,  and  brotherly  love  : and  xxx  f women,  whom  after  the  like  man- 
ner wee  will  to  be  called  Sifters,  which  all  fhall  be  bound  to  make  their  abode, 
and  to  dwell,  within  our  faid  hofpital,  except  they  have  for  their  abfence  a fpecial 
grant  and  difpenfation  by  writing,  from  us  or  our  fuccelfors,  archbifhops  of  Can- 
terbury, for  the  time  being.  Providing,  and  alwayes  forefeeing,  that  there  dwell 
not  out  of  the  houfe  above  the  number  of  x bretheren  and  x fifters  at  any  time 
2.  Alfo  we  urdain,  That  upon  every  vacation  or  avoydance  of  any  of  the  rooms 
of  the  brethe.cn  or  fifters,  whether  it  be  by  death,  deprivation,  ceffion,  voluntary 
departing,  expulfion,  or  by  any  other  lawful  means ; the  elder,  or  the  prior,  fo 
commonly  called,  for  the  time  being,  with  three  of  his  bretheren,  within  x dayes 
next  after  fuch  avoidance,  if  the  brother  dwelt  in  the  houfe,  or  in  the  city  of 
Canterbury,  and  of  others  that  are  further  off,  fo  foone  as  he  or  they  have  cer- 
tain knowledge  thereof,  fhall  intimate  and  give  in  writing  unto  us  and  our  fuccef- 
fors,  archbifhops  of  Canterbury,  or  elfe  to  the  dean  and  chapter,  fede  vacante , as 
well  the  perfon’s  name  and  manner  of  departing,  as  alfo  the  day,  month,  and 
year  of  fuch  departing,  that  wee  may  eftfoones  appoint  fome  other  to  the  faid 
•roome.

Alfo  we  ordain,  That  henceforth  none  be  admitted  brother  or  After,  but  fuch 
as  lhall  be  named  by  fome  certificate  from  or  to  our  fucceffors  under  our  flgnet, 
elfe  fhall  perfonally  exhibit  to  the  prior  for  the  time  being,  and  to  his  bretheren, 
or  unto  four  of  them  at  the  leaft,  a grant  of  a corrody,  under  feal  from  us-  or  our 
fuccefiors,  or  under  the  feal  of  the  dean  and  chapter,  fede  vacante : and  the  elder 
or  prior,  upon  fight  of  every  fuch  grant,  fhall  within  two  dayes  next  following,, 

in  the  prefence  of  four  of  his  bretheren  at  the  leaft,  admit  any  fueh  brother  and 

filler  without  further  delay,  til  there  be  the  full  number  of  xxx  bretheren  and 
xxx  fillers.  And  every  brother  and  lifter,  at  his  or  her  admilfion,  fhall  pay  to- 
wards the  maintaining  and  repairing  of  the  church  and  other  houfes  6 s.  8 d.  and? 
have  their  names  written  in  the  table  appointed  for  the  fame  purpofe.  And  the  prior 
fliall  caufe  thefe  ftatutes  to  be  read  to  every  brother  and  filler,  at  his  or  her  ad- 
miffion  to  dwell  within  the  hofpital : And  alfo  to  be  read  yearly  on  Midfummer-day 
before  all  the  bretheren  and  fillers. 

4.  Alfo  wee  ordain,  That  every  brother  and  filler,  at  his  or  her  admiflion  to 

dwell  in  the  houfe,  fhall  take  a corporal  oath  upon  a book  in  manner  and  form 

following : “I  A.  B.  brother  or  filler  of  St.  John’s  in  Northgate,  fhall  bear  true 

“ faith  and  due  allegeanee  unto  the  Queen’s  highnefs,  her  heirs  and  fucceffors;, 
“ and  fliall  obferve  and  keep  all  fuch  ftatutes  and  orders  and  rules-  which  now  be, 
“ or  hereafter  may  be  made  and  given  by  Lord  Matthew,  Archbilhop  of  Canter- 
*c  bury,  or  by  his  fucceffors,  concerning  the  flate  of  the  hofpital,.  not  repugnant 
“ to  the  laws  of  God,  nor  to  the  laws  of  this  realm.  And  I fhall  obey  the  el* 

“ der  or  prior  for  the  time  being,  in  all  things  lawfull  and  honeft ; and  I fliall 

“ not  confent  nor  agree  to  fell,  to  give,  to  change,  to  pledge,  or  by  any  kind 
f(  of  wayes  to  alienate  any  lands,  tenements,  buildings,  paftures,  woods,  cattle, 
“ utenfils,  flock  of  money,  deeds,  charters,  or  other  writings,  or  any  other  thing 
i(  appertaining  or  belonging  to  the  faid  hofpital,  without  the  confent  and  affent 
“ of  the  faid  Lord  Matthew  or  his  fucceffors,  archbifhops  of  Canterbury,  firfl  had 
“ and  obteined ; fo  God  me  help,  and  by  the  contents  of  this  book.” 

5.  Alfo  wee  ordain,  That  none,  having  the  ufe  of  reafon  and  fpeech,  be  ad- 
mitted brother  or  After,  but  fuch  as  can  fay  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  the  Articles  of  the 

Faith,  and  the  X Commandments  of  God,  in  the  Englifh  tongue  : and  that  after 
admiflion,  within  a convenient  time,  they  endeavour  themfelves  to  learn  by  heart  the* 
brief  Catechifme  inferted  in  the  book  of  Common  Prayer. 

6.  Alfo  wee  ordain.  That  all  the  bretheren  and  fifters,  dwelling  within  the  faid-> 
hofpital,  fhall  diligently  come  to  the  church  twife  in  the  day,  morning  and  evening,, 
except  there  be  lawfull  caufe  to  be  abfenr,  and  allowed  by  the  prior,  there  to 
offer  up  their  common  prayers  unto  Almighty  God,  and  attentively  to  hear  God’s- 
Holy  Scripture  read ; and  if  any  be  abfen-t,  not  having  futficient  caufe,  or  be  flack, 
and  negligent  in  coming  to  the  church;  or  being  there,  do  ufe  to  jangle,  to  talk 
or  to  fleep  in  the  time  of  Common  Prayer,  the  Adminiftration  of  the  Sacraments,, 
reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  or  the  Homilyes;  if  after  two  admonitions  giverv 
by  the  prior  to  amend  that  fault,  the  party  eftfoones  commit  the  like  offenfe,.  that 

brother 
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brother  or  After,  whither  it  be,  fhall  be  punifhed  in  the  flocks  * one  half  day  or  more, 
at  the  difcretion  of  the  prior,  for  his  or  her  correction.  And  if  that  brother  or 
fitter,  after  fuch  punithment,  will  not  amend,  but  continue  tlill  that  lewd  beha- 
viour and  example,  wee  will,  that  the  prior,  with  the  affent  of  four  of  his  bretheren, 
do  give  knowledge  unto  us,  our  lucceffors,  or  lawfull  deputyes,  of  the  ev-ii  quali- 
tyes  of  that  brother  or  filler,  that  wee,  following  the  example  of  a good  furgeon, 
may  eftfoones  cut  off  that  member,  which  is  not  only  unprofitable,  but  alfo  hurt- 
full  to  the  whole  body. 

7.  Alfo  wee  ordain,  That  no  brother  dwelling  within  the  faid  hofpital,  goe 
abroad  without  the  precin&s  and  limits  of  the  fame,  except  he  firfl  fltew  to  the  pri- 
or a juft  caufe  of  his  going,  and  the  prior  do  allow  the  fame  ; the  fillers  in  like  fort 
fhall  not  goe  forth  without  a juft  cauie  firfl  (hewed  to  the  prioreffe,  and  by  her  al- 
lowed. Whofoever  fhall  do  contemptuoufly  to  this  order,  fhall  (after  three  mo- 
nitions given  him  by  the  prior,  if  it  be  a brother,  and  by  the  priorefs,  if  it  be  a 
After)  be  punifhed  in  the  flocks  * ait  the  difcretion  of  the  prior.  Provided,  That  no 
brother  or  After  being  in  the  houfe,  dwelling,  be  abfent  more  than  two  months  in  the 
year,  jointly  or  feverally,  except  in  common  caufes  of  the  houfe,  &c.  and  that  the 
prior  do  make  a note  of  their  going  and  returning  again,  for  the  more  certainty. 

8.  Alfo  wee  will  and. ordain,  That  there  be  a prior,  chofen  yearly  within  one 
month  next  before  the  feaft  of  All  Saints,  or  within  one  month  next,  and  immedi- 
ately following  the  faid  feaft,  in  fuch  form  and  order,  as  of  an  old  cuftome  hath 
been  ufed  : and  as  the  bretheren  do  choofe  their  prior,  fo  wee  will  and  ordain,  that 
the  Afters  fhall  choofe  a priorefs.  At  which  day  the  prior  is  chofen,  fhall  be  allfo 
chofen  four  of  the  fkillfull,  foher,  and  difereet  bretheren,  to  be  affiftants  and  coun- 
fells to  the  prior  that  year,  as  well  in  things  appertaining  to  the  Hate  of  the  houfe, 
concerning  the  lands,. tenements,  and  reparations,  as  alfo  in  the  due  execution  of  the 
ftatutes. 

<9.  Alfo  we  will,  that  the  prior  fhall  underftand,  that  Ins  office  is  to  Tee  that  his 
bretheren  keep  and  obferve  the  ftatutes  and  ordinances  of  the  houle  ; as  of  the  pri- 
-orefle,  to  call  upon  her  Afters  in  like  manner  to  do  the  fame.  The  prior,  and  one  of 
the  bretheren  with  him,  or  elfe  two  of  the  four  bretheren,  (hall  every  year  twife 
at  the  leafl,  that  is  to  fay,  at  Eafter  and  Michaelmas,  fee  and  view  their  church, 
their  houfes  both  at  home  and  abroad  otherwayes,  that,  where  need  is,  reparations 
may  be  done  in  time  ; and  to  take  diligent  heed,  that  neyther  any  of  their  lands  be 
changed,  nor  ftript,  ne  waft  upon  their  grounds,  nor  in  their  houfes,  be  made 
by  any  of  their  tenants.  The  prior  himfelfe,  or  fome  one  of  his  bretheren,  mu  ft 
have  from  time  to  time  a diligent  eye  to  the  woods  which  ferve  for  provision  of 
the  houfe,  that  no  fpoil,  ne  waft,  be  made  of  them ; and  that  the  fprings  be  Effi- 
ciently fenced,  and  kept  from  cattle. 

10.  Alfo  we  will  and  ordain,  That  the  prior,  and  one  of  the  bretheren,  as  hath 
been  aforetime  accuftomed,  fhall  faithfully  collect  and  gather  up  the  rents  and  Aims 

* Qj_  Whether  this  can  be  juftified  by  law.,  thefe  ftatutes  not  having  been  confirmed  by  a<ft  of 
parliament  ? Certain  it  is  that  this  puniftiment  is  never  infli&ed.  D. 
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of  money  due  to  the  houfe:  and  every  year  once,  in  the  prefence  of  all  the  bre- 
theren,  or  of  ten  at  the  leaft,  make  a true,  and  perfecft,  and  plain  accompt  of  the 
fame,  in  fuch  form  and  order  as  fhall  be  prefcribed  by  us;  and  in  the  end  of  the 
accompt  fhall  deliver  up  there  that  money  which  fhall  be  found  to  be  in  his  or 
their  hands,  which  money  (hall  be  layd  up  in  a treafury-houfe,  in  a coffer  with 
three  feveral  keys  and  locks : in  which  coffer  we  will  the  foundation  of  the  houfe, 
the  charters  and  grants,  and  confirmations  of  charters,  the  ftatutes,  all  leafes, 
and  the  common  feal,  be  warily  kept : and  the  prior  to  keep  one  of  the  three 
keyes,  and  two  of  the  brethren  the  other  two,  and  no  one  man  to  have  two  of 
thofe  keyes  in  his  cuffody  at  one  time  ; but  if  any  of  the  keepers  go  from  home, 
he  fhall  leave  his  key  with  a brother  that  hath  no  key ; and  the  priorefle  fhail  keep 
the  key  of  the  treafure-houfe  door. 

11.  Alfo  we  will  and  ordain,  That  if  any  brother  fhall,  by  the  teffimony  of 
fix  of  the  bretheren,  or  any  fifter,  by  the  teffimony  of  fix  of  the  fiffers,  be  convidt 
before  the  prior,  to  be  a common  drunkard,  a quarreller,  a brawler,  a fcold,  or 
a blafphemous  fwearer  ; every  fuch  offender,  fo  convicb,  fhall  for  the  firft  time  fit 
in  the  ftocks  * one  day  and  a night  with  bread  and  water;  and  offending  in  that 
fault  again,  fhall  the  fecond  time  be  punifhed  in  the  ftocks  * two  days  and  two 
nights;  and  for  the  third  offence  in  the  fame  crime,  three  days  and  three  nights 
with  bread  and  water  only  * ; but  if,  after  the  third  punifhment,  he  or  fhe  do  eft- 
foones  offend  in  the  like  offence,  then  to  be  expulfed  and  driven  out  of  the  houfe 
for  ever. 

12.  Alfo  we  ordain,  That  if  a brother  or  fifter  be  accufed  before  the  prior,  of 
fornication  or  adultery,  or  that  he  or  fhe  receiveth  or  maintaineth  fornicators, 
adulterers,  or  any  fuch  leud  perfons,  he  or  fhe,  whether  it  be,  fhall  within  one 
month  next  after  any  fuch  accufations,  make  his  or  her  purgation,  before  the 
prior  and  his  four  bretheren,  after  this  manner:  The  brother  acculed  fhall  bring 
fix  of  his  brethren,  who  fhall  depofe  upon  a book  before  the  prior,  that  in  their 
confciences  they  think  that  man  not  faulty  in  that  crime  that  he  is  accufed  of.  The 
fifter  fhall  bring  fix  of  her  fifters,  which,  by  virtue  of  an  oath,  fhall  teftifie,  that 
in  their  conferences  they  think  fhe  is  not  faulty  in  the  crime  obje&ed  againft  her  ; 
which  if  they  do,  the  prior  fhall  pronounce  the  party  accufed  to  be  clear  and  free  from 
that  fault.  But  if  either  brother  or  fifter  faileth  in  his  or  her  purgation,  then 
the  prior  fhall  pronounce  that  perfon  to  be  faulty  and  convidt  of  the  crime,  and 
immediately  for  the  fame  expulfe  that  perfon  ouc  of  the  houfe. 

13.  Alfo  we  will  and  ordain.  That  no  leafe  of  any  lands,  houfes,  tenements, 
or  ftocks  of  cattle,  fhall  pafs  under  the  common  feal  for  term  of  years,  without 
the  affent  of  us,  and  our  fucceffors,  firft  had  and  obtained  to  the  fame  : and  no 
reverfion  to  be  given  before  the  leafe  be  fully  expired,  or  within  one  year  of  ex- 
piring f.

-j-  A concurrent  leafe,  by  the  law  of  the  land,  may  be  granted  three  years  before  the  former  leafe 

expires.  D. 
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14.  Alio  we  will  and  ordain,  That  every  of  the  lx  brethren  and  fillers  quar- 
terly, out  of  the  vis.  vm cf.  paid  unto  every  of  them  by  us  and  our  fucceffors, 
{hall  allow  and  leave  in  the  prior’s  hand  viiicf.  amounting  in  the  whole  to  the 
fum  of  vm  1.  which  {hall  be  imployed  to  the  ftipend  of  an  able  prieft  *,  to  be 
nominated,  appointed,  and  admitted  by  us  and  our  fucceffors,  to  be  their  curate, 
to  inftrucl  them  how  to  live  in  the  love  and  fear  of  God,  and  to  minifter  unto 
them  Ch rift’s  Huly  Sacraments. 

15.  Alfo,  if  any  brother  or  lifter  {hall  willingly  or  wittingly  do  contrary  to  the 
oath  taken  at  his  or  her  admiflion,  for  the  due  obfervation  of  thefe  ftatutes  ; we 
will  and  ordain,  that  every  fuch  perfon,  upon  a fufficient  proof  thereof  made,  {hall 
be  accepted,  reputed,  and  taken  as  perjured  ; and  for  his  offence  {hall  be  expulfed 
out  of  the  houfe,  never  after  to  enjoy  any  alms  thereof. 

16.  Furthermore  we-  will  and  ordain,  I hat  it  {hail  not  be  lawful  for  the  bre- 
thren and  filters  of  the  faid  hofpital,  at  any  time,  to  abrogate  or  change,  or  by  any 
means  hereafter  to  alter,  thefe  ftatutes,  rules,  and  ordinances,  or  any  of  them,  or 
any  part  of  them,  without  our  affent  in  writing  under  our  fignet  firft  obtained  and 
had. 

17.  And  if  any  fcruple  or  doubt  fhall  hereafter  arife  about  the  fame,  or  any  of 
them,  we  referve  the  interpretation  of  them  to  us  and  our  fucceffors  ; and  that 
we  during  our  life,  may,  if  we  fee  juft  caufe,  put  to,  change,  abrogate,  and  dif- 
annul  them,  and  every  of  them,  at  our  will  and  pleafure. 

Q.  18.  And  for  the  more  authority,  and  better  confirmation,  of  thefe  ftatutes,  we 

the  faid  Matthew  have  put  to  our  feal ; and  the  brethren  and  fillers,  for  a fure 
band  for  the  due  obfervation  of  the  fame  on  their  partie,  have  put  to  their  common 
.feal. 

Given  in  our  manner  at  Lambeth,  the  15th  day  of  September,  in  the  2d  year 
of  our  fovereign  Lady  Elizabeth,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen  of  England 

■ Fi  ance,  and  Ireland,  defender  of  the  faith,  &c.  and  of  our  confecration  the  firft 

* The  following  note  is  entered  in  the  margin  : “ This  ftatute  had  bene  fraudulently  razed, 
and  vi  pence  quarterly  by  the  brothers  detained  from  their  prieft’s  llipend ; but  the  fraud  being 
difcovertd  by  a collation  of  thes  ftatutes  [viz.  of  Herbaldown]  with  the  ftatutes  of  St.  John’s ; it 
was  ordered  by  my  Lord’s  Grace,  March  zo,  anno  161 J,  that  this  ftatute  ftiould  be  reftored, 
and  the  ancient  ftipend  unto  the  pried:  revived.

[19.  ITEM,  We  will  that  the  minifler,  to  whom  we  have  committed  the  charge 
of  your  foule,  lhall  be  no  underling  to  the  prior,  or  at  his  commandment,  but,  for 
his  office  fake,  equal  with  the  prior;  and  the  minifter  to  affift  the  prior  with 
counfel,  and  the  prior  to  affirt  the  minifter  in  executing  our  llatutes ; that  as  in 
name  ye  be  called,  fo  in  the  whole  converiation  of  your  lives,  ye  may  live  together 
like  bretheren  and  lifters  before  God  and  the  world.] 

20.  Item,  We  will  that  none,  having  our  difpenfation  to  be  an  out-brother  or 
filter,  be  fuffered  to  be  an  in-brother  or  filter,  until  he  or  Ihe  hath  furrendered 
to  us  or  our  fucceffors  his  or  her  difpenfation  : and  then  to  have  a new  warrant  from 
us  or  our  fucceffiors,  to  be  received  an  in-brother  or  filter. 

[21.  Item,  We  do  ordain,  that  all  and  every  of  the  bretheren  or  filters,  being 
at  home  and  in  health,  do  go  cv'ery  Sunday  together  in  feemly  order,  to  hear  the  fer- 
mon  at  Chrilt’s  Church.] 

22.  Item,  We  will  that  every  brother  or  filter  do  keep  clean  and  Iweet  their 
dorter-chambers  f,  and  do  lie  in  the  fame  two  weeks  in  the  year  at  lealt,  between 
the  fealt  of  the  Annunciation  of  our  Lady,  and  the  fealt  of  St.  John  the  Baptill. 

23.  Item,  We  will  the  prior  to  fee,  from  time  to  time,  that  the  faid  dorters  * be 
fufficiently  repaired;  or  elfe,  after  two  admonitions  given  by  the  prior  before  the 
bretheren  and  fillers  in  the  common  hall,  and  yet  not  amended,  to  Hop  fo  much 
of  his  or  her  wages,  as  he  by  the  advice  of  two  or  three  of  the  bretheren  lhall  think 
reafonable  for  the  fufficicnt  repairing  of  the  fame.

24.  ITEM,  We  will  and  ordain  moreover,  that  whatfoever  brother  or  fillet 
lhall  hereafter  offer  his  or  her  corrody  to  fell,  or  lhall  lay  the  fame  to  mortgage, 
the  fame  perfon  lhall  immediately  for  the  fame  fault  or  offence,  upon  a fufficient 
proof  thereof  by  two  witneffes,  ceafe  to  be  taken  any  longer  for  a brother  or  filler, 
and  lhall  lofe  his  or  her  living  in  this  our  hofpital,  by  .expulfion  out  of  the  lame 
houfe,  and  be  deprived  from  all  the  commodities  of  the  fame.  And  alfo,  that  he

25.  Item,  We  will  and  ordain,  that  every  in-brother  and  in-litter,  and  fo  ma- 
ny of  the  out-brothers  and  out-fitters  as  be  dwelling  within  the  city  of  Cant’,  or 
near  thereunto,  aad  having  the  ufe  of  fpeech  and  reafon,  {hall  once  every  year  in 
'the  time  of  Lent,  before  Eafter,  being  called  thereunto,  come  and  fay  over  the 
catechifme,  either  before  the  minitter  of  your  houfe,  or  before  him  whom  we  or 
our  fuccettors  {hall  appoint  for  the  fa,me  matter;  and  that  brother  or  fitter  which 
fhall  refufe  to  be  obedient  to  this  order,  and  doth  not  learn  the  catechifm  againft 
the  fame  time,  or  elfe  doth  negligently  forget  the  fame,  after  he  or  fhe  hath  once 
learned  it,  that  brother  or  that  fitter  fo  offending  fhall  want  or  lofe  his  or  her 
quarter’s  ftipend  at  the  next  quarter-day  following,  for  the  fame  offence,  and  be 
further  punifhed,  as  we  or  our  fuccettors  {hall  appoint,  if  they  do  not  conform 
themfelves  to  this  order  afterwards.  And  the  faid  quarters  ttipeud,  or  ttipends,  in 
fuch  fort  abridged,  and  taken  from  fuch  unorderly  perfons,  fhall  go  to  the  repara- 
tion of  the  houfe  to  be  immediately  imployed  upon  the  fame.

Order  of  Archbifhop  Whitgift,  1591. 

TTJ’HEREAS  I have  received  very  certeine  information,  that  divers  inconve- 
W niences  have  already  growen,  and  are  likly  to  grows  dayly,  to  the  two 
hofpitalls  of  Harbaldowne  and  St.  Johns,  by  the  children  of  fuch  brothers  and 
lifters  as  have  lived  in  them,  for  that  after  the  death  of  their  parents  they  are  left 
as  orphanes  in  the  fayde  hofpitalls,  to  the  greate  difquiet  and  charge  of  the  poore 
bretheren  and  fitters  there : I have  thought  good  to  fet  downe  this  order  and  de- 
cree, for  the  redreffe  of  this  diforder  and  inconvenience,  that  hereafter  there  be 
noe  children  admitted  into  the  fayde  hofpitalls.  But  in  cafe  the  parents  be  admitted 
as  brethren  or  fitters  into  them,  they  fhall  otherwife  provide  for  the  brmginge  upp 
of  their  faid  children,  and  not  charge  or  trouble  the  faid  hofpitalls  'with  them ; 
which  order  and  decree  I doe  will  to  be  inviolably  kept,  and  to  be  regittred  in  ey- 
ther  of  the  faid  hofpitalls,  for  the  better  obfervacon  thereof.  Yeoven  under  my 
hand  and  feale  at  Lambehith  the  xxth  of  May,  mcccccxci,  anno  regine  Eliza- 
bethe  xxxm.

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Regulations  of  Abp.  Abbott,  1618. 

2*.  WHERE  AS  the  pryors  of  Harbaldowne,  together  with  theyr  afiiftants,  and 
others  of  the  brotherhood,  have,  by  an  unfufferable  boldneffe,  worthye  of  punifh- 
raent,  prefuraed  to  make  leafles  of  theire  lands  without  my  confent,  where- 
nnto  the  letter  of  the  flatute  dothe  neceflarilye  binde  them,  which  confent  of  myne 
in  thefe  cafes  I doe  not  otherwife  paffe  then  under  my  owne  hand,  whatfoever 
fome  have  otherwife  conceyved,  becaufe  fuch  grantes,  beinge  allredye  paffed  under 
theire  common  feale,  cannot  well  be  recalled  or  anulled  : For  preventing  the  like 
inconveniences  for  the  tyme  to  come,  my  order  is,  that- none  prefume  to  ex- 
change or  demife  theyre  lands,  in  $ther  of  the  hofpitalles,  without  my  fpeciall  affent 
and  confent  therunto  required.  And  forafmuch  as  there  hath  bin  a ftocke  of  xii 
kine  and  a bull,  which  now  is  no  longer  in  beinge,  but  is  alienated  from  the  hof- 
pytall  at  Harbaldowne,  and  the  lands  and  houfes  which  wear  made  over  to  the 
hofpitall  to  fecure  the  fayd  ftocke  have  of  late  bin  releafed  ; my  order  is,  that  the 
matter  be  througlie  examined,  and  that  wee  may  be  certified.  And  feeinge  ther 
is  a new  farmer  of  late  admitted,  which  hathe  taken  upon  him  to  make  good 
ther  flock  at  the  end  of  xxi  years;  I hold  it  neceffarye  that  he  give  in  good  cau- 
tion to  the  hofpitall,  and  that  fubfidie  men  be  bound  with  him  and  for  him. 

3. 1 think  it  fitt  and  convenient  that  the  mailer  of  the  hofpitalles  have  a coppie  of 
theis  fiatutes ; and  therfore  doe  foe  ordayn,  that  for  the  prefearving  of  the  letter 
of  the  flatute  from  defacinge  or  razinge,  and  for  which  the  brothers  of  Harbal- 
downe have  bin  heretofore  challenged  by  my  predeceffor,  that  the  raafter  by  offer- 
incr  the  coppies  of  bothe  bookes,  the  fiatutes  beinge  the  fame  in  bothe  hofpittales, 
tranferibe  a perfeft  copie  of  all  fiatutes  and  injunflions  therin  contayned,  for  his 
direction. 

4.  I doe  furthermor  injovne  that  the  mineflre  in  either  of  the  hofpitalles,  acording  to 
my  Lord  Archbyfhoppe  Parker’s  injun&ions,  be  equall  with  the  prior  in  all  thinges. 
And  confequently  that  he  be  called  to  all  fraternities  and  meetings;  and  that  noe  bu- 
fynefs  of  the  hofpitalls  be  t ran  fa  fled  without  him. 

5.  That  in  regard  that  the  evidences  and  writinges  of  the  hofpitall  at  Harbaldown 
have  bine  lofelye  kept,  and  fom  embeayzeled  ; as  it  is  thoughte,  which  if  ther  be 
good  proofe,  I will  furely  punifh  ; I doe  likewife  appoint,  that  the  minefter  of 
Harbaldown,  in  regard  that  he  is  a fworne  in-brother,  and  is  otherwife  made  equall 
to  the  prior  in  all  refpefles,  have  one  of  the  three  keyes  of  the  muniment  chefte. 

6.  That  the  prior  and  his  affifiants  at  Harbaldowne  produce  theyre  ancient  original 
rentall  in  parchment,  which  is  ufualliekept  ineverie  hofpitall,  and  hathe  the  lyke  lat- 
lye  bin  fhewed  to  the  mailer  by  the  brothers  of  St.  John’s ; which  if  they  fhall  fay le 
to  exhibite,  I fhall  have  jufte  caul'e  to  fufpefl  that  thay  have  loll  or  embeazeled  it 
amonge  other  writinge,  or  els  that  thay  doe  on  purpofe  conceale  it  to  cover 
theire  mifdemeanours  in  defraudinge  of  the  bretheren  of  their  right,  for  which.’ 
thay  have  bin  fufpefled  and  challenged,  and  fhall  be  by  me  condignely  punilhed.

7.  Further- 
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7.  Furthermore,  becaufe  that  the  treafure  or  ftocke  of  mony  belono-inge  to  the 

hofpuall  at  Harbaldowne  is  now  in  the  hands  of  needy  perfons,  whofe  wants  and 
iieccllnics  m.ty  diive  them  to  unlawfull  practices;  I doe  enjoyne  them  to  pive  an 
account  quarterly  of  all  their  refytes,  and  particularlie  to  Ihew  what  hath  bin  ex 
pended  ; and  them  leveral  items  and  reckonninges  to  be  alowed  by  a competent  num- 
ber of  the  brothers.  r 

8.  Wheereas  their  hath  bin  a cuftome  amongft  the  brothers  of  St.  John’s,  that  the 
executor  of  a deceafed  brother  doth  claime  fomtimes  a quarters,  fomtimes  halfe  a 
yeares  profir,  arter  his  death,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  next  fucceffor  ; I doe  utterlye 
abolifh  that  order,  as  unjuft,  unlawful,  and  unconfcionable  ; and  doe  appoint  the 
biother  or  lifter  prefenlye  upon  his  admiftion  to  enter  upon  all  profitts  and  emo 
luments  that  maye  accrew  unto  him  by  the  houfe. 

9.  The  lyke  cuftome  at  Harbaldowne  of  exaftinge  xv  s.  vi  d.  of  a brother  to  be  ad- 
mitted *,  befydes  his  reparation  noble,  I doe  utterlye  abolilh  as  a meer  extortion  ; as 
a fo  that  St.  John  s of  exacting  x s.  at  admiftion;  and  whatfoever  payments  for 
drinking  at  burialles,  wherwith  the  poor  are  wrongfully  burthened. 

10.  I doe  precifelie  forbid  forrainers  and  ftrangers,  who  are  not  members  of  the 
houfe,  to  be  lodged  in  cither  of  the  hofpitalls ; and  if  any  fuche  have  hertofore 
out  of  indulgence  bin  admitted,  that  thay  prefentlye  voyd  the  houfe. 

1 1.  Wheras  yt  is  not  the  true  meaninge  of  the  ftatutes,  nor  the  pra&ife  of  anve  well- 

-ordered  hofpitall,  that  marryed  couples  fhould  cohabit  and  lodge  together'  within 
any  of  our  hofpitalles,  the  place  beinge  cheefly  intended  to  fingle  perfons,  and  fuch 
as  have  a purpofe  fo  to  continew  (to  which  form  I purpofe,  God  willinge,  heare- 
after  to  reduce  them);  yet,  becaufe  fuche  married  couples  are  now  harbored  within 
our  fa  yd  hofpitalles,  upon  good  advife  I doe  order,  that  the  hufbands  or  wives  of 
fuch  as  are  in-brothers  or  in-fifters,  fliall  give  bond  to  voyd  the  houfe  iminediatelye 
upon  the  death  of  the  faid  in- brothers  or  in-fifters.  ; 

12.  Furthermor,  wheareas  there  are  children  borne  in  our  hofpitalles,  and  others 
are  nurfed  and  brought  up  there,  to  the  annoyance  of  the  places,  and  with  which 
the  hoip italics  are  lyke  to  be  burthened  ; becaufe  I knowe  that  to  be  agaynft  "the 
intent  and  meaninge  of  the  ftatutes,  that  woemen  that  are  breeders,  and  within 
the  age  of  childbearinge  fhould  be  admitted  in-fifters;  I doe  therfore  comand  that 
my  Lord  Whiteguiftes  injunctions  in  this  behalfe  mad  and  fet  downe  in  both 
ther  ftatute-bookes,  concerninge  the  forbiddinge  of  children  to  be  brought  into 
the  hofpitalles  f,  be  forthwith  put  in  execution,  and  that  the  hofpitalles  be  ridde 
and  freed  from  thes  incombrances. 

13.  Laftlye,  touchinge  the  fucceflion  unto  the  voydhoufes  or  gardens  of  any  in-bro- 
thers or  filters  deceafed,  I am  contented  thay  paffeaccordingetofenioritie,  unles  by  be- 
mge  a dilordered  perfon,  the  next  fenior  be  thought  unwortliie  and  uncap’able  of 
this  favour.  Provided  ahvayes,  that  1 referve  unto  myfelfe  a power  freelye  to  give 
houfe  and  garden  when  I fhall  thinke  it  fitt,  this  my  confent  herein  delivered  not- 
♦dthftandmge.  Auguft  17,  1618.

BEING  given  to  underhand  that  the  in-brothers  and  fillers  of  my  two  hofpi- 
talls  of  Northgate  and  Harbledowne,  after  there  admiffion,  doe  fotnetimes 
marry,  and  that  to  Grangers,  perfons  not  members  of  the  houfe,  nor  fubje<ft  or 
fworne  to  the  orders  and  government  of  the  fame,  and  fuch  fometimes  as  bringe  cl 
traine  of  children  alonge  with  them,  to  the  great  incumbrance  of  the  houfe,  and 
the  defeatinge  the  founder’s  intention  : 

For  remedie,  therefore,  and  prevention  of  this  abufe  and  corruption  in  time  to 
come,  I doe  hereby  order  and  decree,,  that  if  any  in-brother  or  in  lifter  of  either  of 
my  faid  hofpitalls,  already  admitted  or  to  be  admitted,  Ihall  heereafter  marry  to 
©r  with  any  perfon  that  fir  all  not  then  be  a member  of  the  houfe,.  hee  or  finee  foe. 
marrying  Ihall  ipfo  fatfo  forfeite  and  forgoe  his  or  her  in-brothers  or  in-fillers  place  ; 
and  Ihall  forthwith  quitt  or  be  expelled  the  houfe.  And  that  this  my  order  and 
decree  may  have  its  full  effeft,  my  further  will  and  pleafure  is,  that  it  bee  forth- 
with entred  and  regidred  in  the  ftatute  boolce  of  each  hofpitall,  that  every  brother 
and  filler  may  take  notice  of  it,  and  conforme  unto  it  as  a ftatute,  which  by  there, 
oath  they  Ihall  hee  obliged  to  obferve  equally  with  the  reft.  Given  under  my 
hand  and  figne  mannall  att  Lambeth,  the  nyneteenth  day  of  February,  1663.

Archbilhop  Sancroft’s  Regulations,  1686^ 

’To  the  Mailers,  Priors,  Brothers,  and  Sifters  of  the  Hofpitalls  of  St.  Nickolas  in. 
Harbledowne,  and  St.  John’s  Norgthgate,  neere  Canterbury,  refpeftively, 

WILLIAM  Lord  Archbilhop  of  Canterbury  fends  greetinge  in  our  Lord  God. 

Wheareas  wee  have  bin  informed  that  fom  of  the  in-brothers  and  in-fillers 
of  our  hofpitalls  of  St.  Nicholas  in  Harbledowne,  and  St.  John’s  Northgate,  neare 
Canterbury,  doe  live  and  vend  in  other  places,  and  not  in  the  houfes  allotted  to 
them  in  the  laid  hofpitalls-,  without  any  leave  or  difpenfation  from  us  had,  con- 
trary to  the  ftatuts  of  the  faid  hofpitalls,  wheareby,  and  befides  many  other  incon- 
veniences, the  faid  houfes  goe  much  to  decay  and  ruine  : For  the  prevenfion  of 
thefe  mifchiefes,  wee  do  heareby  decree  and  ordaine,  that  all  fuch  perfons  before 
menlhoned,  who  at  prefent  live  out  of  the  faid  hofpitalls,  and  have  houfes  there, 
doe,  before  the  feaft  of  St.  John  Baptis  next  enfewing,  repair  to  and  dwell  in 
theire  faid  houfes,  except  thay  obtaine  our  difpenfacion  according  to  the  ftatuts 
of  the  fayd  hofpetalls  : And  that  the  priors  of  the  refpedlive  hofpitalls  Ihall,  upon, 
the  receipt  heareof,  forthwith  give  notis  to  the  perfons  confernd,  that  if  thay  doe 
not  obey  this  order,  the  prior  Ihall  detaine  theire  ftipend  for  the  publick  ufe  of  the 
hofpitall;  and  if  thay  doe  not  perform  this  order  within  fix  monts  after  the  feaft 
of  St.  John  Baptis,  there  places  Ihall  be  pronounced,  in  the  Frater-hali  by.  the  maf- 

ter 
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ter  anc!  prior  of  each  hofpitall  to  be  afluaUy  void,  of  wich  the  prior  lhail  pive 
notis  to  us  and  our  fuccellbrs,  under  his  hand  as  ufealy.  And  if  heareafter.  an)T in- 
brother  or  in-lifter  that  fhali  be  admitted  into  ether  of  the  faid  hofpitalls  {hall  not 
dwell  in  their  refpeftive  houfes  within  one  month  after  there  admittance,  then  there 
{Upends  fhali  be  detained  as  before  for  the  publick  ufe ; and  if  within  fix  monts  aft 
that  thay  {hall  not  com  and  actually  inhabit  there,  that  then  their  place  (hall  be 
aflually  void,  as  in  cafe  of  death.  And  cafe  wee  or  our  fucceflors  {hall  fee  refon 
to  grant  any  fuch  dilpenfafton  to  any  perfon,  yet  the  prior  of  each  hofpitall  {hall 
detaine  after  the  rate  of  fixpence  a month,  during  there  abfence,  out  of  the  penfion 
of  each  perfon  foe  difpenfed  with,  to  be  layd  out  one  the  repaires  of  their  fayd 
hofes  foe  uninhabited,  in  cafe  thay  want  any,  and  if  not,  for  the  publick  repairs 
of  the  hofpitall.  And  for  the  better  keeping  of  the  faid  houfes  in  repaire  for  the 
time  to  com,  we  doe  heareby  order  and  decree,  that  twice  in  the  yeare,  to  wit,  in 
the  month  of  March  and  September,  the  mafter,  or  fuch  perfons  as  he  {hall  apoint,' 
with  the  prior  of  each,  {hall  take  a perticuler  furvay  of  the  wants  of  repaires  of  all 
the  houfes  and  bildings  in  both  hofpitalls;  and  in  cafe  any  of  them  ncede  repairing, 
the  prior  {hall  forthwith  give  notis  to  the  refpeffive  perfons  concernd  therein, 
that  within  two  month  thay  make  good  fuch  repaires ; and  in  cafe  thay  neglect  to 
make  good  fuch  repaires  within  the  faid  time,  the  prior  of  each  hofpitall  iffiediate- 
]y,  with  the  approbaflion  of  the  mafter  of  the  hofpitall,  fet  men  one  worke  to  make 
good  fuch  repaires,  and  deduct  the  charges  of  doeing  thereof  out  of  the  ftipends 
of  the  fayd  partis;  and  the  prior  {hall  take  care  that  the  publique  bildings,  fuch  as 
the  chappell  and  hall,  and  ocher  bildings,  of  each  hofpitall,  be  repaird ; and  that 
the  mafter  of  the  faid  hofpitalls  give  us  and  our  lucceffors  notis  of  the  obfervation 
of  this  decree  every  year  in  the  month  of  October. 

And  whearras  fom  perfons,  by  reafon  of  age  and  imfermite,  cannot  be  fuffi- 
johently  provided  for  alone  by  the  ftipends  of  the  refpeftive  hofpitalls,  wee  doc 
heareby  further  decree  and  ordaine,  that,  before  the  admilhon  of  any  in-brother  or 
in-fifter,  ether  the  officer  of  the  parilh  from  whence  thay  com,  or  fom  other  fub- 
ftantiaLl  perfon,  fhali  give  fecurity  by  bond  to  the  refpeftive  priors  for  the  time  be- 
ing, in  cafe  the  mafter  of  the  refpeftive  hofpitalls  require  the  fame,  that,  by  refon 
of  ficknes,  age,  or  other  infirmices,  fuch  perfons  admited  cannot  live  and  be  main- 
tained by  the  ftipend  of  the  faid  hofpitalls  only,  that  then  fuch  further  refonable 
alowance  {hall  be  made  to  them,  out  of  the  refpeftive  parifnes  whence  fuch  pear- 
fons  com,  as  the  Deane  of  Chrift;  Church  Canterbury,  or  the  Mayor  of  Canterbury 
for  the  time  being,  or  any  one  of  the  juftices  of  peace,  not  being  of  the  faid  pa- 
rilh, fhali  think  fit  to  order  to  be  alowed  And  wee  doe  allfoe  heareby  injoyne 
the  llrift  performance  of  the  ftatuts  of  each  hofpitalls,  againft:  the  admiflxm  of

allfo  to  us  and  our  fucceifors  in  the  month  of  October  every  yeare,  as  before. 

And  wee  doe  heareby  further  order  and  decree,  that  all  payments  and  ftipends, 
payable  to  anyin-brother  or  in- filter, or  out-brother  or  out-fifter,  that  {hall  dy  or  depart 
this  life  at  any  time  heareafter  (hall  goe  and  be  payd  from  the  time  of  there  death 
into  the  reparation  purfe  of  the  refpedtive  hofpitalls  untill  the  day  of  admittance  of 
fum  other  perfon  or  perfons  into  there  refpe&ive  place  or  places ; and  once  in  a 
yeare,  in  the  month  of  October,  the  faid  reparation  purfe  lhall  be  caft  up,  and  acount 
made  by  the  prior  to  the  mafter  of  all  the  payments  and  difburfments  relating  to 
the  fame,  which  account  fiiall  be  made  apart  by  itfelfe. 

And  wee  doe  allfoe  heareby  injoyne  and  command,  that  the  readers  of  each 
cefpedtive  hofpirall  (hall  ftririly  obferve  the  ftatuts  of  the  fame  hofpitalls,  in  ca- 
techifing  the  in-brothers  and  in-fifters,  efpefhaly  in  the  time  of  Lent  ; and  in  cafe 
he  be  remis  therein,  the  mafter  of  the  faid  hofpitalls  (hall  informe  us  thereof ; and 
in  cafe  any  of  the  in-brothers  or  in-fifters  lhall  be  neglygent  in  their  duty  hearein, 
tha-y  lhall  be  feverly  putieftied  acording  to  the  ftatutes.  And  our  will  and 
command  is,  that  thefe  feverall  decrees  and  orders,  and  things  contained,  be  forth- 
wit  tranfcribed  into  the  boock  of  ftatuts  of  the  refpefiive  hofpitalls,  and  forever 
heareafter  be  performed  and  kept  as  the  reft  of  theire  ftatuts  are  and  ought  to 
bee.  Given  under  our  archiepifcopal  feal,  this  fourth  day  of  March,  in  the  third 
yeare  of  the  reain  of  our  foverin  Lord  James  the  Second,  by  the  grace  of  God, 
over  England,  Scotland,  France,  and  Ireland  king,  defender  of  the  faith,  and  of 
our  confecrafione  the  tenth,  anno  Domini  1686.

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be  granted,  then  is  there  no  dowbte  but  that  fielde  mud  neades  be 
Larones  Tenemente.  And  to  proove  that  that  fielde  is  not  Northbyg- 
berye  (as  your  worfhip  fuppofeth)  the  brothers  fay,  that  they  have 
inquired  of  the  awncinteft  inhabitantes  therabout,  who  do  affirme  that 
Northbygbery  lyeth  above  the  bowndes  of  that  fielde  weftwarde,  and 
Sovvthbygberye  lyeth  fowth  from  Larones  Tenement  and  Northbyg- 
berie,  and  that  the  two  Bygberies  are  devyded  by  a footepath  betwixte 
them.

That  fielde  bowndeth  upon  Goldhill 
northe,  upon  the  way  leadynge  from  Canterbury  to  Chilham  eafte, 
upon  Dunlande  fowth  and  weft,  whiche  bowndes,  if  they  be  men- 
tioned in  any  of  youre  worlhip’s  deedes,  the  matter  wil  be  cleare. 
But  this  they  complayne  of  in  the  meane  while,  that  your  wor- 
. , ftiip  putteth  them  to  make  evydent  prooffe  by  theire  deedes,  and  for 

pCtC/erS  “\  ther°f  do  ta^e  lande  from  them,  and  yet  yourefelfe  do  lhew 
^iotte.  no  deedes  to  proove  it  your  owne  by  any  bowndes  mentioned  therin. 

Youre  worlhip’s  note  fayth  that  Lokeres  Crofte  is  the  fame  that  is 
called  Lader  Crofte,  whiche  you  proove  by  a rentale,  thus  noted  in 
the  margyne,  “ Loker’s  Crofte  p rentale  modo  vocat’  Lader  Crofte.’* 
But  that  this  conjedture  feemeth  not  to  be  true,  it  thus  appeared] : 
There  are  two  feverall  deedes  of  the  two  croftes,  and  Loker’s  Crofte 
in  the  deede  therof  is  bownded  only  upon  the  higheway  leadynge 
from  Canterbury  to  Chilham  ; but  Lader  Crofte,  in  the  deed  therof, 
is  bownded  not  only  upon  the  fayd  highewaye  fowth,  but  alfo  to  the 
eightyne  akers  eaft,  and  to  Parnels  Crofte  Lane  north  and  W'eft.  If 
they  were  all  one,  they  wolde  be  alyke  bownded  •,  but  fo  they  are  not, 
and  therfore  it  is  lyke  that  they  are  feverall  peces.  Wherfore  the  note 
Neemeth  to  be  but  an  erroneous  conjedture  of  him  that  made  it. 

Theire  fourth  and  hifte  gvyeffe  is  the  takynge  of  the  wheat  fovven  upon  the  over- 
plus of  grownde  in  Turnforde  fielde,  w;herin  notw’ythftandynge,  they  hope  to  fynde 
more  favor  at  your  worfhip’s  handes  than  is  pretended  by  your  farmer,  the  rather 

Theire 
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becaufe  the  lande  was  fowen  before  this  controverfy  was  mooved  ; for  if  the  farmer 
had  knowne  that  he  ftiowkle  have  byne  inhibited  to  take  the  croppe,  it  is  not  iyke 
that  he  woide  have  cared  it  and  fowen  his  feade  upon  it.  They  humbly  crave 
therfore  of  youre  worfnip,  that  it  myght  pleafe  you  to  take  fome  refonable  re- 
compence  for  the  lande  for  this  tyme,  and  herafter  they  wyll  abfteyne  from  inter- 
medlynge  upon  youre  lande  and  kepe  wythin  theire  owne  bowndes,  and  drew  them- 
felves  thankfull  for  your  wordiip’s  favor. 

Thus  have  I delivered  unto  your  worfliip  the  fumme  of  theire  grieffes,  and  wyth- 
all  rhe  growndes  and  reafons  whiche  they  alleadge  for  tbemfelves,  vvhiche  1 have, 
done  to  th’end  youre  worfhip  may  confider  of  them,  and  therupon  refolve  as  (hall 
feeme  good  unto  your  wyfdome.  And  whatfoeaver  it  ffiall  pleafe  your  worfhip  to 
returne  for  anfwere  to  thofe  four  poyntes,  either  for  the  overthrowynge  of  theire 
clayme  and  reafons,  or  for  the  eftablifhinge  of  youre  owne  ryghte,  I {hall  fayth- 
fully  delyver  unto  them,  to  fatisfie  them  as  muche  as  (hall  lye  in  me,  and  to  kepe 
them  quiett  and  contented.  And  thus,  wyfshing.e  and  prayinge  for  your  wordiip’s 
health,  I commend  the  fame  unto  the  Lorde.  Canterbury,  from  Chrift  Churche, 
the  18th  of  Augud,  1591*  Youre  worfiiip’s  to  his  power,  John  Hyll.

An  Account  of  Mrs.  Lovejoy’s,  Mrs.  Masters’s,  and  Mr. 

Brown’s  Legacies. 

Mrs.  Lovejoy. 

ELIZABETH  Lovejoy,  widow,  "by  her  will,  proved  about  April  1695,  gave 
to  the  mayor  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  Canterbury  the  leafe  of  the 
parfonage  of  Callis  Grange  in  St.  Peter’s  Thanet,  holden  from  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  the  Cathedral,  Canterbury,  charged  with  the  payment  (inter  alia)  of 
one  annuity  of  ten  pounds  to  St.  John’s  Plofpital. 

Mrs.  Masters. 

Mrs.  Mary  Matters,  formerly  of  the  city  of  Canterbury  (fpinfter),  by  her  laft  will, 
dated  11  Jan.  1711,  appointed  Sir  Harcourt  Mafters  her  executor;  and  by  a codicil 
gave  five  pounds  a year  to  each  of  the  poor  hofpitals  in  Canterbury. 

By  an  aft  of  parliament  7 Geo.  I.  Sir  Harcourt  Mafters’s  eftate  was  forfeited  to 
make  good  the  Ioffes  of  the  South  Sea  Company,  of  which  he  was  a director  5 and 
all  who  had  claims  on  his  eftate  were  directed  to  claim  before  Dec.  5,  1721. 

Sept.  14,  1721,  the  fix  hofpitals  in  Canterbury  and  its  fuburbs,  by  a letter  of 
attorney,  empowered  Richard  May,  Gent,  to  claim  for  them,  which  he  did  Sept. 
21,  1721,  which  claim  was  allowed ; and  the  faid  yearly  fum  of  five  pounds  to 
each  hofpital  were  valued  by  Mr.  Borrett,  a mafter  in  Chancery,  at  dclx  f.  But  Sir 
Harcourt  Mafters’s  eftate  being  not  fufficient  to  anfwer  all  the  claims  thereon,  was 
found  able  to  pay  but  vi  s.  vi  d.  in  the  pound. 

May  13,  1735,  The  hofpitals  petitioned  to  have  their  dividend  of  the  dclxL 
which  was  granted. 

July  4,  1735,  They  impowered  the  faid  Richard  May  to  receive  it. 

July  22,  1735,  He  accordingly  received  for  the  faid  hofpitals  ccxiv  J.  xs.  out 
of  which  was  deduced  a bill  due  to  him  for  charges  and  trouble,  xxxi  1.  vmd. 
and  there  remained  in  his  hands  clxxxiiiI.  ixs.  ivd. 

Oftober  23,  1736,  The  hofpitals,  by  a letter  of  attorney,  empowered  Dr. 
Lynch,  Dean  of  Canterbury,  and  John  Knowler,  Efq.  recorder  of  Canterbury,  to 
receive  the  faid  clxxxiiiI.  ix  s.  iv  d.  and  to  place  it  in  the  public  funds,  which 
they  did  Jan.  , 1736,  and  with  it  purchafed  clxiiiI.  xvis.  hi  d.  capital  ftock 
in  old  South  Sea  annuities,  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  hofpitals. 

At  Michaelmas,  1737,  the  annihilation  on  vi  1.  xvis.  viii  d*  was  paid  to  the 
truftees,  and  at  Michaelmas  1 740  they  repurchafed  the  fame  fum.  So  that  the 
capital  is  ftill  clxxxiji  1.  ixs.  ivd.  old  South  Sea  annuities. 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Knowler,  the  furviving  truftee,  transferred  the  truft  to  the  mayor  and  al- 
dermen of  the  city  of  Canterbury;  and  the  chamberlain  regularly  pays  the  divi- 
dends to  the  hofpitals.  They  are  Eaftbridge,  St.  John  s,  Maynard  s,  Jefus,  Cogan  s, 
and  Smith’s. 

Mr.  Brown. 

Matthew  Brown,  by  his  will,  dated  12  Dec.  1717,  and  proved  26  Aug.  1721, 
gave  to  the  hofpitals  of  Eaftbridge,  Maynard,  St.  John,  and  St.  Nicholas  ; to  the 
charity  fchool  in  Canterbury,  and  to  the  parifh  of  Weftgate  for  two  poor  people, 
to  each  of  them  refpeftively  ten  (hillings,  to  be  paid  to  them  on  the  toth  of  March 
yearly  for  ever,  ilfuing  out  of  two  houfes  in  the  borough  of  Staplegate,  at  that 
time  in  the  occupations  of  Paul  Whitehurft  and  Matthew  Derby,  with  power  to 
enter  and  diftrain:  xvis.  is  to  be  paid  to  Weftgate  yearly. 

But  thefe  houfes  not  being  fufficient  for  the  payment  of  thefe  fums,  they  arc 
untenanted  *.

Canterbury,  concerning  their  Annual  Penfion  of  80 1.  apiece 

from  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  hated.

I.  ' I ' H AT  the  faid  hofpitalls  were  refpeftively  founded  more  then  500  yeares 
- X ago,  by  Archbilhop  Lanfrank,  in  the  Conqueror’s  dayes(i),  and  that 
their  faid  founder  endowed  [them]  with  maintenance  for  poore,  aged,  and  difeafed 
t 60  in  each  houfe,  people  of  both  fexes  f , is  clear  by  the  teftimony  of  Eadmerus,  a 
120  in  both.  monke  of  the  cathedral  at  Canterbury  of  the  very  fame  time  ( 1), 

in  the  hiftory  which  he  wrote  of  his  owne  times,  called  “ Hiftoria  Novorum,”  pag. 
9.  where,  relating  their  foundation,  he  fayes  of  the  one  (Northgate),  “ Ordina- 
“ vit  etiam  eis  de  luo  veftitum  & ,viftum  quotidianum that  is,  “ he  allotted  to 
“them,  out  of  what  was  properly  his  owne,  dayly  food  and  rayment:”  of  the

II.  But  within,  or  neer  upon,  joo  yeares  after,  to  wit,  in  Hen.  ll’s,  or  Rich. 
Fs  time,  a fucceffor  of  Lanfrank,  one  Richard  (i),  taking  into  confideration  and 
commiferation  the  great  indigence  of  the  faid  hofpitalls,  for  want  of  competent  en- 
dowment, for  remedy  thereof,  by  his  deed  or  charter,  yet  extant  (2),  under  his 
archiepifcopal  leale  (after  recitall  therein  made  of  the  faid  hofpitalls  endowment  with 
340!.  fterling  per  ann.  by  his  predeceffor  Lanfrank  their  founder,  payable  out  of 
his  manours  of  Reculver  and  Boughton  in  Kent),  grants  them  an  augmentation  of 
20 1.  per  ann.  payable  out  of  the  parlonage  of  Reculver. 

III.  From  and  after  which  time  of  augmentation  the  faid  hofpitalls,  for  aboutr 
100  yeares  together,  conftantly  received  the  faid  160L  accordingly,  namely,  untill 
the  time  of  Archbilhop  Kilwardby  (?)  in  Edward  I’sdayes,  who,  in  lieu  there- 
of, granted  unto  them  the  whole  parfonage  of  Reculver;  which  grant  his  next  fuc- 
ceflfor  Archbifhop  Peckham  (4)  (in  regard  of  lundry  inconveniences  by  experience 
founde  to  follow  thereupon),  taking  along  with  him  the  confent  of  the  Pope,  the 
Prior  and  Convent  of  Chrift  Church,  and  the  refpeflive  governors  of  each  hofpi- 
tall,  revoked,  charging  the  fee  with  the  payment  of  the  wonted  maintenance,  as 
by  his  charter,  alfo  extant  (5),  will  further  appeare. 

IV.  And  thus  it  continued  untill  Archbilhop  Stratford’s  time  (6),  who,  in  Edvv. 
Ill’s  dayes,  finding  the  hofpitalls  defective  of  fecurity  by  writing  for  their  laid: 
penfion  of  160  1.  per  ann.  and  being  minded  to  fuccour  them  with  better  fecurity 
for  time  to  come,  obteened  an  appropriation  of  the  faid  parfonage  of  Reculver  cq 
him  and  his  fuccefTors,  annexing  it  “ menfe  archiepifcopali,”  or  “ to  the  archbi- 
“ fhop’s  table  i”  from  and  out  of  the  fruits  of  which  parfonage  fo  appropriated 
the  faid  hofpitalls  penfion  fhould  afterwards  arile  ; but  the  faid  Archbilhop  dying 
ere  the  perfe&ing  the  fecurity  intended,  his  fucceflbr,  Simon  Iflep  (y),  by  his  char- 
ter (8),  charged  himlelfe  and  his  fuccefib'-s,  and  in  the  vacancy  the  collectors  of 
the  profits  of  Reculver  parfonage,  with  the  faid  penfion,  during  the  continuance  of 
the  faid  appropriation;  which  if  at  any  time  cealing,  the  penfion  to  be  afterwards 
raifed  out  of  the  Archbilhop’s  temporalities ; as  by  his  laid  charter  (8),  and  the 
charter  under  the  broad  feal  of  Edw.  III.  in  confirmation  of  the  forementioned 
appropriation,  yet  extant  (9),  will  further  appeare. 

V.  And  accordingly  (for  ought  appeares  by  any  recorde  in  either  of  the  faid 
hofpitalls,  or  eifewhere,  now  extant,  to  their  knowledge),  the  matter  Rood  with

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the  faid  hofpitalls  in  point  of  maintenance  untill  the  time  of  the  diffolution  of  reli- 
gious houfes  by  Hen.  VIII.  and  Edvv.  VI.  At  that  time  the  faid  hofpitalls  were 
both  kept  up  undilfolved,  and  their  faid  maintenance,  according  to  their  chari- 
table foundation,  continued,  as  by  the  furvey  taken  of  either,  and  recorded  in  the 
Court  of  Augmentations  (1),  whereof  they  have  copies  ready  to  produce,  appeares : 
wherein  (amongft  other  things)  expreffe  mention  is  made  of  a penfion  of  80  I.  per 
ann.  due  and  payable  unto  each  of  them  by  the  Archbifliop  of  Canterbury,  which 
indeed  they  have  ever  fince  confiantly  received  from  the  Arch  bilhop’s  receiver  generall, 
or  his  afligne  authorifed  from  time  to  time  to  pay  the  fame  out  of  the  rents  due  to 
the  Archbifhop  from  St.  Gregorie’s  neer  Canterbury,  the  demefnes  of  Chifllet  ma- 
nor, and  the  parfonage  of  Reculver,  quarterly,  as  the  faid  rents  come  in. 

VI.  Truth  is,  the  faid  furvey  intimateth  the  one  (that  of  Northgate)  to  be  paya- 
ble out  of  the  Archbilhop’s  coffers,  the  other,  from  the  manors  of  Reculver  and 
Boughton,  and  the  parfonage  of  Reculver.  But  this  difference  in  their  pay  at  that 
time  how  it  came  to  paffe,  or  by  what  meanes  afterwards  the  faid  rents  of  St. 
Gregorie’s,  Chifllet,  and  Reculver,  became  charged  with  it  in  fpeciall,  they  are 
altogether  ignorant.  For,  being  poore,  fimple  people,  they  alwayes  thankfully 
received  it,  without  regard  or  queftion  from  whence  it  rofe;  being  never  driven, 
for  lacke  of  payment,  either  to  conteft  for  it,  or  to  {hew  any  evidence  to  juftify 
their  claime  thereunto;  ever  peaceably  enjoying  it  without  any  interruption.  How- 
beit,  by  what  is  prealleaged,  they  conceive  their  claime  and  title  to  the  faid  per- 
son to  be  fo  fully  and  fufficiently  cleared  and  afferted,  and  the  archbifhopricke  fo 
apparently  liable  unto  it,  as  they  fliall  not  neede  to  doubt  of  a confirmation  and 
fettlement  thereof,  by  authority  of  parliament,  upon  them  and  their  fucceffors  to 
all  perpetuity,  according  to  the  laudable  intention  of  their  pious  founder,  and  for 
encouragement  of  others  in  like  affs  of  charity. 

The  feverall  particulars  in  this  cafe  are  truly  and  faithfully  alleaged.

This  cafe  was  drawne  and  prefented,  with  a copy  thereof,  to  the  furveyors  of  the 
Bifhops,  &c.  lands  in  the  yeare  1646  (2),  to  the  end  they  might  take  notice 
of  the  hofpitalls  right  and  claime  to  that  penfion  of  i6ot.  per  ann.  out  of  the 
Archbifhop’s  revenews,  and  might  certify  the  fame  to  the  truflees,  whereby  fome 
timely  provifion  might  be  made  for  the  conflant  payment  thereof  in  time  to  come, 
by  referving  fo  much  of  the  yearly  revenew  from  fale,  or  otherwife.

The  Moat  Lands,  or  Wyke  ; Suit  concerning  them. 

THE  ftate  of  the  controversy  relating  to  the  Moat  Lands,  or  Wyke  (briefly 
mentioned,  p.  260.)  will  appear  from  the  following  petition,  which  was  pre- 
fented  to  Archbilhop  Whitgift  foon  after  1583. 

“ To  the  mod  Reverend  Father  in  God  and  our  dreade  patron,  the  Lorde  Archbi- 
fhoppe  of  Canterbury  his  Grace,  Primat  and  Metropolitan  of  all  Englande,  and 
one  of  his  Majeftie’s  moft  honourable  Pryvie  Counfell. 

IN  moft  humble  and  lamentable  wife  fhewethe  and  enformeth  your  grace  your 
poore  bounden  orators  and  dalie  beadmen,  the  brothers  and  filters  of  your 
grace’s  hofpitall  of  St.  John  the  Baptift  nere  Canterburye  ; that  whereas  your  faide 
orators  and  there  predecelfors  ever  fince  the  foundation  of  the  faide  hofpitall  were 
feafed  in  there  demeafne,  as  of  fee,  as  in  the  righte  of  the  faide  hofpitall,  of  cer- 
ten  lands  called  the  Moat  Lands,  containing  xxxii  acres  lyinge  at  the  Moat  nere 
Canterburye,  worthe  per  ann.  xvi  1.  nowe  in  the  occupation  of  Sir  Moyle  Fynche, 
knighte  for  whiche  lande  your  faide  orators  have  bin  yerelie  anfwered  for  the 
farme  thereof  xins.  mi  cf.  by  Sir  Thomas  Fynche,  Sir  William  Fynche  deceafed, 
and  diverfe,  whofe  eftate  they  had,  without  deniall,  untill  about  xxi  yeres  paft  the 
gardaines  [guardians]  of  the  faide  Sir  Moyle  Fynche,  in  his  minoritie,  felled  the 
tymber  trees  growinge  uppon  the  faide  lande,  which  your  faide  poore  orators  per- 
eeyveinge,  caryed  awaye  parte  thereof  ; whereuppon  your  fuppliants  exhibited  a fup- 
plication  unto  the  Lorde  Archbiftioppe  Parker’s  grace,  who,  by  alfent  of  the  faide  Sir 
Moyle  Fynche,  referred  the  judgemente  of  the  righte  thereof  unto  Sir  Roger  Man- 
wood,  knighte,  now  L.  Chiefe  Baron,  who,  upon  the  lighte  of  our  evidence, 
willed  Sir  Moyle  Fynche  to  fatisfie  the  arrerages  of  the  rent,  but  made  no  linall 
end,  for  that  the  faide  L.  Archebilhoppe  died  *,  fince  whofe  deathe  the  faide  Sir

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Moyle  Fynche  hathe  denyed  and  yet  dothe  denie  to  paie  the  fame,  unles  your  faide 
orators  will  receave  the  fame  as  a drie  rent  out  of  the  faide  lande,  whereby  the 
fee  fymple  thereof  fhoulde  be  in  him  and  not  in  your  faide  orators,  who  have  ve- 
rie  ancient  evidence  to  prove  the  fame.  Since  which  your  fade  orators  exhibited 
one  other  fupplication  to  the  late  L.  Archbilshoppe  Grindall  his  grace  touchinge 
the  premiffes,  who,  by  affent  of  Sir  Moyle  Fynche,  appointed  Mr.  Redman  now 
archdeacon  of  Canterbury,  and  Mr.  John  Boys,  efquire,  to  here  and  determine  the 
caufe,  who,  perceyveinge  a manifefte  righte  in  your  faide  orators,  required  him  to 
paye  the  rent  and  the  rerage,  and  he  fhoulde  have  fuche  leafe  for  terme  of  yeares 
as  they  coulde  make,  but  he  refufed  to  paye  it  but  as  drie  rent,  and  ymediately 
the  faide  Archbifhoppe  died  f . Forafmuche,  therefore,  as  the  arrerage  of  the  faide 
rent  of  the  lande  dothe  amount  unto  ximt.  or  thereaboute,  and  yereiye  in- 
creafethe,  to  the  greate  impoverifhinge  of  your  faide  poore  orators,  beinge  parte 
of  theire  ftipend,  and  prejudice  of  there  inheritaunce,  if  it  fhoulde  thus  lor.ge  conti- 
newe  litigious ; and  forafmuche  as  your  faide  poore  orators  have  no  other  to 
appeale  unto,  but  only  to  your  grace’s  ayde  and  defence  in  there  juft  quarrel!,  be- 
inge of  themfelves  aged,  impotent,  and  poore,  unable  any  waie  to  releve  themfelves, 
'muche  leffe  to  mayntaine  futes  with  fuche  a perfon  ; moft  humblie  befeche  your 
grace  of  your  accuftomed  clemencye  to  have  fome  commilferacion  uppon  your  faide 
poore  orators,  to  take  there  caufe  into  your  grace’s  proteftion,  to  order  and  decide 
the  fame  accordinge  to  your  orators’  righte,  as  beft  fhall  feme  to  your  grace’s  moll; 
approved  wifdome.  Or  ells,  that,  with  your  grace’s  affent,  to  whome  we  humblie 
fubmitt  ourfelves,  your  faide  poore  orators  maye  take  fuche  courfe  by  lawe  for 
tryall  of  the  title  thereof  as  to  your  grace  fhall  feme  expedient.  And  your  faide 
poore  orators  fhall  accordinge  to  our  bounden  dutie  praye  unto  God  for  your 
grace  longe  to  contynewe  in  moft  happie  eftate.” 

By  the  petition  inferted  p.  290,  they  feem  in  1596  to  have  had  a verdidt  in 
their  favour.  It  came  to  a trial,  however,  again  in  1615,  of  which  the  pro- 
grefs  and  event  will  beft  appear  by  the  following  extracts  from  the  Prior’s 
books,  which  are  alfo  curious  as  they  give  the  particulars  of  law-charges  170 
years  ago. 

“ Here  begineth  the  charges  of  the  fewt  between  Sir  Moyll  Fynche,  Knight,  and 
his  hayres,  and  our  Houfpetall  of  St.  Johne’s;  fyrft  Markes  Hyfoll,  pryor,  in  the 
yeare  of  our  Lord  God  1614,  and  continuing  inRenell  Bourn’s  tyme,  being  pryor 
in  the  yeare  1615,  and  ending  in  Jefper  Wreeke’s  tyme,  being  pryor  in  the  fame  yeare 
1615,  being  the  xvmth  of  September,  withthefe  charges  that  foloweth,  all  for  our 
land  at  the  Mott  [Moate]  before  the  gatt.

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In  1627  alfo  fome  other  expences  occur,  of  “ going  to  Foorde  to  my  Lord's 
Grace,”  and  “ to  the  Lady  Fynche  aboute  our  bufinefle,”  &c. 

For  in  this  year  her  ladyfhip  having  offered  to  pay  them  xlL  for  arrears,  with- 
xx  f.  more  towards  their  cofts,  &c.  the  hofpital  prefented  the  following  petition  to 
Archbifhop  Abbot  : 

To  the  moft  Reverend  Father  in  God,  our  Right  Honourable  good  Patron,  the 
Lord  Archbifhop  of  Canterburie  his  Grace,  Primate  of  alL  England,  and  Metro- 
politan. 

The  humble  Petition  of  your  Grace’s  Almefinen  and  Almefwometr,  the  Brothers 
and  Sifters  of  your  Grace’s  Hofpitall  of  St.  John  neere  Canterburie.- 

SH  E W E T H,  That  whereas  in  a tryall  concerning  a fuite  for  certayne  lands, 
betweene  your  graces  petitioners  and  Sir  Moyle  Finch,  knight,  the  veredifl  of 
xn  fuffieient  jurors  palled  on  the  behalfe  of  your  petitioners  the  feaventeenth  day 
of  July,  in  the  38th.  yeare  of  the  raigne  of  Queene  Elizabeth  *.  And  where  your 
graces  petitioners  being  fruftrated,  by  finifter  meanes,  of  the  pofleflion  of  the  fayd" 
lands,  then  adjudged  them  by  the  faid  veredift,  were  conftrained  to  commence  a 
new  fuite,  which  received  a tryall  in  Canterburie  -f-  at  your  grace’s  being  there,  ar 
which  tyme  the  fayd  fuite  palfed  againft  your  petitioners : nevertheleffe,  fo  it  is, 
if  it  may  pleafe  your  grace,  that,  fince  the  fayd  tryall,  the  Lady  Finch  | hath  of- 
fered unto  your  petitioners,  in  lieu  of  their  arrerages  of  thirteene  fhillings  and  four 
pence  per  annum,  by  them  heretofore  received,  to  give  theq^  fourty  pounds,  and 
twenty  poundes  towards  their  cofte  and  charges  difburfed,  together  with  a graunt 
and  confirmation  of  the  faid  annuall  rent  of  thirteene  fhillings  and  four  pence  to 
the  faid  hofpitall  for  ever,  fo  as  your  grace’s  petitioners  will  releafe  the  land  for- 
merlie  queftioned,  to  the  faid  Lady  Finch,  and  to  her  heires  for  ever,  under  their 
common  feale ; which  to  doe  your  petitioners  utterlie  refufe,  unlefFe  it  may  ftand 
with  your  good  pleafure  and  liking  to  give  approbation  thereunto.  Your  grace’s 
petitioners  therefore  doe  mofl  humblie  befeech  your  grace  to  fignifie  your  pleafure, 
whether  you  will  vouchafe  to  ftand  their  gracious  patron,  in  cafe  they  fue  for  the" 
faid  lands  againe,  or  that  they  fhall  accept  of  the  faid  motions  and  offers  of  the 
faid  Lady  Finch,  and  doe  as  fhee  requireth,  as  above.  And  your  grace’s  petitio- 
ners fhall  (as  in  dutie  they  are  bounden),  continue  their  daylie  prayers  for  the  right 
honorable  profperitie  of  your  grace  in  this  life,  and  for  your  eternall  happines 
in  the  life  to  come.

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To  this  the  Archbifhop  returned  an  anfwer,  with  his  confent  and  decree,  as  is 
here  expreffed : 

THAT  the  brothers  of  St.  John’s  Hofpitall  doe  accept  of  ray  Lady  Finch  * hit 
offer,  in  fuch  manner  as  hath  bin  reprefented  unto  mee  by  theire  peticon, 
that  is  to  fay,  of  fortie  pounds,  in  Ieiu  of  theire  arrearages  of  thirteene  (hillings  and 
•foure  pence  per  annum,  by  them  heeretofore  receyved.  And  twenty  pounds  to. 
wards  their  cods  and  charges  difburfed  in  they  re  fuite.  Together  with  a grant 
and  confirmation  of  the  faide  annuall  rent  of  thirteene  (hillings  and  foure  pence  to 
the  faide  hofpitall  for  ever,  fo  that  the  brothers  and  filters  of  the  faide  hofpitall 
doe  releafe  the  lands  formerlie  queftioned  to  the  Lady  Finch  * and  to  hir  heyres  for 
ever,  under  theire  comon  feale.  And  I doc  further  decree,  that  thefe  fommes  of 
jnonny  thus  receyved  (hall  not  pafs  into  a divident  among  the  brothers  and  fitters 
now  in  beeing ; but  that,  for  the  good  of  them  and  theire  pofteritie,  it  be  imployed 
in  foree  purchafe.  By  meanes  whereof  they  (hall  not  only  have  their  former  rent 
of  xiii  s.  iv  d.  per  annum  ; but  an  addition  and  increafe  alfoe  of  three  pounds  by 
the  yeare  accordinge  to  twentie  yeares  purchafe. 

So  that  thefe  conditions  bee  performed  by  the  advife  of  learned  counfell,  that 
■there  may  be  no  further  queftion  heereafter,  I give  my  confent  that  all  thinges 
fhould.be  effe&ed  as  heere  is  fpecified.  October  3,  1627.

Yet  after  this,  it  feems,  there  was  another  trial  at  the  Guildhall  of  Canterbury, 
as  it  appears  to  have  been  after  the  Countefs  was  fo  created,  which  was  in  1628. 
And  then,  in  1631,  the  prior,  &c.  prefented  to  her  ladyfhip  the  following  petition:

In  the  lixteenth  century  are  feveral  entries  in  a book  for  that  purpofe  of  pur- 
gations before  the  prior  and  his  affiftants,  punilhments  by  the  Hocks,  and  expulfions . 
for  fornication  and  other  crimes,;  according  to  the  ilatutes ; but  fcarce  any  of  thefe. 
occur  fince-  The  Regifter-book  of  the  lall  century  has  feveral  baptifms  and  mar- 
riages, as  well, as  burials,. both  of  the  hofpital  and  the  liberty  of  St.  Gregory’s,  See, 
Among  the  burials  is  that  of  “ Mr.  Ralph  Groves,  towne-clarke  of  Canterbury, 
Dec.  23,  1635.!’

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The  following  letter  was  from  Henry  Grey,  feventh  Earl  of  Kent,  who  died 
without  iffue  in  1615. 

Qo  my  very  loving  frends  the  Prior  of  the  Hofpitall  of  St.  John’s  in  Canterbury, 

and  his  Colleagues  there.  Thees. 

AFTER,  my  very  hearty  comendacons.  Whereas  one  John  Kite*,  a poor  old 
man,  who  by  the  guyft  of  doftor  Mathew  Parker,  late  Archbifliop  of  Can- 
terbury, to  whom  he  was  fervant,  had  graunted  and  confirmed  unto  him  out  of 
your  howfe  for  tearme  of  his  lyfe  ah  annuity  or  penfion  of  foure  nobles  per  ann. 
which  for  a long  tyme  has  been  neglefted  and  not  received,  is  now  dead  : I have 
therefore  thought  good  in  his  behaulf,  having  lyved  in  my  fervice  for  more  then 
xxx  yeares  pall,  to  certify  that  he'departed  this  world  the  xximth  of  this  inftant 
month  of  September  at  my  howfe  in  Beddfordfhire,  to  the  ende  that  fuch  order 
may  be  taken  with  thofe  arrerages  of  his  fayd  annuity  or  penfion  which  upon  ac- 
•compt  fhall  appeare  due,  as  may  belt  ftand  with  charity  and  good  confcience,  and 
the  entent  of  the  fayd  guiver  and  guifte,  which  alfoe  I could  not  but  commend  to 
your  good  and  Chrifiian  confiderations.  And  foe,  not  doubting  of  that  good  care 
to  be  had  therein  which  is  meete  in  that  behaulfe,  I bid  you  hardly  farewell,  reft-? 
ing  your  very  loving  frend,

I doubt  not,  but  in  your  Regyfter  Booke  it  will  appeare  how  long  fince  John 
Kite  was  admitted  into  that  fociety,  and  that  from  the  tyme  of  his  admittance 
for  how  many  yeares  his  penfion  hath  been  anhvered,  and  to  whofe  hands,  and 
thereupon  what  was  remayninge  in  your  cuftodye  as  due  unto  him  unto  the  tyme 
of  his  deathe,  which  ys  to  be  fatysfyed  accordingly. 

* It  appears  by  the  appointment  of  his  fucceflor  that  this  John  Kyte  was  an  out-brotTier,.  In 
•the  prior’s  account-book  is  the  following  entry,  made  probably  as  foon  as  Kite’s  death  was  known  : 

“ i6to.  Delyvefed  unto  the  brotheres  and  lifleres  the  xm  daye  of  Defomber  of  John 
Kytte’s  mony  the  fom  of  xm  1.  xn  s.'’  which  to  34  perfons,  whofe  names  are  added,  was  8 s.  each. 
“ Remaynyng  to  the  Reperatyon  the  fom  of  vi  1.  xiis.  vid.”  But  annexed  is  the  following 
.order  of  the  then  matter  : 

“Whereas  there  hath  been  taken  out  of  the  coffer  13  1.  12  s.  and  divided  among!!  the  bro- 
thers and  lifters  above  named,  being  part  of  the  wages  of  one  John  Kyte,  which  had  bene  referved 
;ln  the  coffer  un till  it  arofe  unto  the  fumme  of  twenty  fower  pounds : forafmuch  as  the  brothers 
aforefcyd  had  noe  right  unto  the  fayd  mony  ; therefore  it  is  bymeordered,  Auguft^s,  1612,  that 
To  many  of  the  brothers  and  lifters  as  be  yet  living  fhall  pay  back  their  eight  Ihillings  a piece  which 
they  had  received,  by  two  Ihillinges  a quarter.  And  that  the  reft  of  the  mony  (which  they  have 
taken  out  upon  pretence  of  reparations  and  jorneys  to  London)  lhall  be  made  up,  untill  it  come 
to  twenty  fower  pounds,  out  of  the  yerely  rent  of  a howfe  m Ruttenton  lane,  now  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  William  Baker,  renting  yerely  3 1.  6 s 8 d.  And  that  this  mony  lhall  be  putt  into  a box 
with  three  locks,  wherof  one  key  lhall  remaine  with  myfelfe,  and  a note  truly  kept  what  mony 
is  quarterly  putt  into  the  box,  untill  the  whole. fumme  be  againe  fupplyed.  Martin  Fotherey.” 

This  probably  might  be  owing  to  the  powerful  interference  abovementioned.  At  rl.  4 s.  per 
ann.  the  arrears  mull  have  been  accruing  twenty  years,  viz.  from  1590.  Archbifliop  Barker  died  in 
j.^75.  And  Kyte  had  been  in  Lord  Kent’s  fervice  from  1580.

The  design  of  these  Collections. 


IN  the  hofpital  of  Eaftbridge,  there  was  a 3eiger-book,  con- 
taining an  account  of  the  whole  Rate  of  the  faid  hofpital,  in 
which  were  written  at  length  all  the  feveral  grants,  donations  of 
lands  and  benefadtions,  anciently  given  to  the  faid  hofpital,  Sec. 

This  book  Mr.  Somner  ufed,  and  frequently  mentions  it, 
in  his  Treatife  of  the  Antiquities  of  Canterbury,  by  the  name 
of  Liber  Hofpit.  de  Eaftbridge, 

But  this  book  is  now  loll,  and  thereby  many  things  belonging 
to  the  faid  hofpital  may  be  alfo  loft.

1703,  and  brother  to  the  Rev.  John  Battely,  D.  D.  Matter  of  this  Hofpital,  arch- 
deacon and  prebendary  of  Canterbury,  and  author  of  Antiquitate i Rutnpina.

Battely  died  in  1704. 
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The  lofs  of  this  book  makes  me  fufpedt,  that  feveral  records 
and  other  writings  belonging  to  the  hofpital  may  be  alfo  want- 
ing, efpecially  becaufe  the  matters  of  the  hofpital  have  from  time 
to  time  taken  the  liberty  to  keep  in  their  private  libraries  fuch 
writings  concerning  the  hofpital,  as  they  chofe;  and  it  is  a 
queftion  whether  their  executors  have  been  as  careful  to  reftore 
all  thofe  writings  to  the  fucceeding  matter,  as  they  were  to  pre- 
ferve  and  keep  them  fafe  : Alfo  fuch  writings  as  the  feveral 
matters  did  not  care  to  preferve  in  their  own  cuttody,  are  kept 
in  a publick  cheft  belonging  to  the  hofpital,  and  ftanding  in  the 
chapel  there.  The  key  of  this  cheft  hath  been  ufually  kept  by 
the  reader  or  fchool- matter ; and  of  his  care  or  faithfulnefs  there 
w as  not  fuch  fecurity  as  there  ought  to  have  been. 

By  this  means  it  is  more  than  probable,  that  feveral  records 
and  writings  are  at  this  day  miffing  : for  I cannot  now  find  fome 
leafes,  which  I faw  in  the  cheft  within  lefs  than  fix  years  laft  paft. 

Hereupon  I was  firft  inclined  to  make  thefe  colle&ions,  to 
preferve  fuch  writings  as  are  ftill  extant  from  being  loft  for  ever. 

The  situation,  name,  and  foundation,  of  the  Hospital. 

THE  river  Stour  runs  through  the  city  of  Canterbury  in  two 
branches  1 ; the  leffer  of  thefe  branches  runs  juft  by  Weftgate, 
and  the  bridge  over  it  is  called  Weftgate -bridge. 

The  larger  branch  runs  eaftward  of  the  former,  and  more  in 
the  middle  of  the  city,  and  the  bridge  over  it  is  called  Eaft-bridge; 
upon  which  bridge,  and  on  each  fide  of  it  % is  fituated  the 
ancient  hofpital,.  commonly  called  tfhe  Hofpital  of  Eaf  bridge ; 
which  was-  the  firft:  name  by.  which  this  hofpital  was  called  : for 
fo  1 find  it  named,  in  fome  of  the  moft  ancient  writings,  Hofpitale 
de  ponte  de  Eaf  bridge,  before  ever  it  was  honoured  with  the  ad- 
dition of  St,  Thomas  the  Martyr.

Gloucefter,  and  put  to  a great  fine  for  his  ranfom,  towards  his 
relief  in  that  neceffity,  borrowed  of  Hugh,  the  fecond  of  that 
name,  Abbot  of  St.  Auguftine,  one  hundred  marks,  and  in  con- 
fideratiori  thereof,  by  his  charter,  gave  to  the  monaftery  this  mill. 
Concerning  this,  fee  more  in  Mr.  Somner’s  Antiquities  of  Canter- 
bury, p.  43.  It  was  called  Molendinum  de  Eaftbridge , aliter 
King's -mill 3.  From  hence  the  hofpital  hath  been  commonly 
called  King's  bridge  Hofpital. 

It  was  alfo  called  the  Hofpital  of  St.  Thomas  the  Martyr ; the 
reafon  of  which  name  wall  fufficiently  appear  from  the  follow- 
ing collections. 

It  Hands  in  that  divifion  of  the  city,  which  is  called  The  Ward 
of  Weftgate . 

By  whom,  and  in  what  year  this  hofpital  was  founded,  is 
altogether  unknown. 

Archbifhop  Lanfranc  (who  founded  the  hofpitals  of  St.  John 
the  Baptift  without  Northgate  4,  and  St.  Nicholas  Herbaldown 
without  Weftgate s,  and  the  Priory  of  St.  Gregory,  in  Canterbury,

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and  endowed  the  Tune  bountifully  out  of  his  own  revenues)  is 
by  fome  fuppofed  to  have  been  the  founder  and  endower  of  this 
hofpital  alfo  \ This  archbifhop  Lanfranc  is  famous  for  his  great 
buildings  and  works  of  piety;  which  are  at  large  recorded  by  Ead- 
mer,  in  Hiftor.  Novor.  1.  I.  and  in  the  book  called,  Dies  obituales 
Arcbiepifcorum  Cant.  But  the  hofpitals  which  he  built,  are  faid  to 
be  extra  civitatem  2 ; of  which  thofe  two  above-named,  the  hof- 
pitals of  St.  John  the  Baptift  and  of  St.  Nicholas  Herbaldown, 
Continue  to  this  day  monuments  of  his  excellent  piety  and 
charity  ; but  that  he  built  the  hofpital  of  Eaft-bridge,  I never 
could  find  mentioned  by  any  writer.  Lanfranc  died  1089. 
The  foren^med  Dies  obituales  Archiepijc.  Cantuarenjium  fays  of 
him,  “ Memoratur , quod  multas  et  honejtijjimas  domos  prcepa- 
“ ravit 3 which  is  the  moft,  that  I can  find,  why  he  fhould 
be  fuppofed  the  founder  of  this  hofpital,  and  this  at  belt  is  but 
a weak  conjecture. 

The  next  four  archbifhops,  Anfelm,  Ralph,  William,  and 
Theobald,  have  not  left  us  any  grounds  to  fuppofe  that  any 
of  them  ereCted  this  building.  To  thefe  fucceeded  Thomas 
Becket,  by  whofe  name  this  hofpital  was  called ; but  whether 
becaufe  it  was  built  by  him,  or  whether  becaufe  it  was  dedicated 
to  him  after  his  martyrdom  (which  was  A.  D.  1170),  is  ftill  a 
great  queftion ; for  it  is  not  improbable,  that  this  hofpital  was 
built  before  his  time,  and  afterwards  dedicated  to  him  : if  it  was 
not  built  by  Lanfranc,  yet  it  was  certainly  built  before  or  at  leaffc 
about  the  time  of  Thomas  Becket ; for  fome  time  after  his  death, 
we  have  records,  fill  extant,  of  grants  made  to  tins  hofpital,  as 
will  appear  afterwards..

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Mr,  Somner  is  of  opinion,  that  it  was  6i  fir  ft  erected  and  endowed 
by  the  charity  and  piety  of  St.  Thomas  Becket,  in  the  time  of 
Henry  II.  and  that  from  thence  it  was  called  tfbe  Hof  pit  al  of  St. 
fbomasy  the  Martyr , of  Eaftbridge .” 

His  opinion  is  grounded  on  the  ordination  of  archbifhop 
Stratford  (dated  A.  D.  1342),  which  was  172  years  after  the 
martyrdom,  and  1 2 1 years  after  the  tranflation,  of  St.  Thomas, 
in  which  ordination  are  thefe  words  : 

Hofpit’  de  Eftbreg  per  beatum  et  gloriofum  martyrem  Thomam  olim  Cant' 
archiepifcopum,  predeceflorem  noflrum,  fundatum  antiquitus  et  dotatum,  &c.  — 
idem  hofpitale  per  beatum  martyrem  antedi&um,  pro  pauperum  peregrinorum  Can- 
tuar’  confluentium  receptione  nodlurna,  et  fuftentatione  aliquali  ab  olim,  et  pro 
jam  incumbentibus  eidem  oneribus  dotatum  exiliter,  &c. 

And  this  is  certainly  the  belt  evidence  we  can  find  for  the 
foundation  of  the  hofpital,  it  being  given  by  an  archbifhop  within 
172  years  after  Becket’s  death  : and  it  feems,  the  other  records, 
either  of  the  foundation  or  of  the  inftitution  thereof,  could  not 
be  found  in  his  days.  Hereupon, 

This  return  was  made  by  the  commifiioners  to  queen  Elizabeth, , 
of  her  writ  touching  this  hofpital 1 : 

c<  Imprimis.  Quod  reverendiffimus  pater  et  dominus  dominus  Thomas  Becket 
Hofpitale  de  Eflbrig  in  civitate  Cant’  inftituit  et  fundavit  pro  receptione  pauperum 
peregrinantium  et  Cantuariae  confluentium,  &c.  55  2 

But  when  he  founded,  or  how  he  endowed,  this  hofpital,  we 
know  not.  Neither  do  I find  any  writer  of  his  life  who  makes- 
mention  of  his  founding  this  or  any  hofpital.  His  troubles  and  i 
banifhment  feem  to-  give  him  no  time  to  eredt  fuch  a building. 

Archbifhop  Whitgift  doubted,  whether  Thomas  Becket  founded 
the  hofpital  3 ; for  when  the  lawyers  (whom  he  employed  to  that

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purpofe)  had  drawn  up  the  beginning  of  the  a 61  of  parliament  for 
the  better  foundation  of  this  hofpital  (in  the  time  of  queen  Eli- 
zabeth),  and  had  put  thefe  words  into  the  beginning  of  the  bill, 
The  Hofpital  of  Raf  bridge,  alias  the  Hofpital  of  St.  Thomas  the 
Martyr , founded as  yt  ys  reported  in  ancient  writings,  by  Thomas 
Bechet,  fometime  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  Sec.  he  altered  this 
paffage  with  his  own  hand,  and  inferred  thefe  words,  The  Hofpital 
of  Eaf  bridge,  founded  and  endowed,  as  it  is  alledged , by  certain 
Archbifhops  of  Canterbury , Sec. 

But  probably  this  alteration  was  not  fo  much  becaufe  he 
doubted  whether  Thomas  Becket  founded  the  hofpital,  or  no ; 
but  rather  to  erafe  the  name,  and  to  eclipfe  the  memory,  of  one 
who  at  that  time  was  held  in  too  much  honour  and  -veneration, 
and  even  adored  and  worfhiped  by  the  people. 

I have  feen  the  regifter  of  Arundel  cited,  That  the  hofpital 
of  Eaflbridge  was  founded  by  archbifhop  Becket  *,  &c. 

Of  the  Endowment  of  the  Hospital,  &c. 

Mr.  Somner,  Antiquities  of  Canterbury,  p.  120,  declares,  that 
“ he  will  not  fpeak  much  of  the  endowment  of  the  hofpital.” 

The  firft  endowment,  to  which  I can  fix  any  date  % was  be- 
llowed in  king  John’s  time,  by  archbifhop  Hubert,  who  died, 
A.  D.  1205.  He  gave  it  the  tithes  of  Weftgat  e-mill,  of  a mill 
and  two  falt-pits  at  Herewick  (which  Mr.  Somner  fuppofeth  to  be 
in  or  near  Whitflable),  of  a windmill  in  Reculver,  ,and  of 
another  windmill  in  Wefthalimot,  in  Thanet.

This  grant  was  confirmed  alfo  by  the  then  prior  and  chapter 
of  Chrift-Church, . in  thefe  words  i

I have  tranferibed  this  charter  of  Hubert,  and  the  confirmation  ®f  it  by  John,  prior,  and  the  chapter 
of  Chrifl-Church,  partly  to  corrett  the  mifHke  above-named  in  the  year  when  John  fucceeded  Gal- 
fridus,  and  partly  to  prove,. .that  this  grant  and  the  confirmation  of  it  was  made,  A.  D.  1205,  a little 
before  jhe  death  of  Hubert;  but  chiefly  to  take  notice,  that  all  the  benefactions  conveyed  to  the  hofpital 
by  this  firft  benefactor  are  at  this  day  alienated  ; and  hence  I will  further  fearch,  what  is  become  of 
thefe  gifts,  when  they  were  alienated,  and. whether  it  be  poffible  ta  recover  them  again.

COKYN’S  HOSPITAL  ANNEXED  TO  THE  HOSPITAL  OF  EaSTBRIDGSj 

IN  THE  TIME  OF  ARCHBISHOP  HUBERT. 

\ 

N EAR  to  the  hofpital  of  Eaftbridge  was  another  hofpital, 
built  and  founded  by  one  William  Cokyn,  a citizen  of  Canter- 
bury, and  from  him  called  Cokyn’s  Hofpital  b This  hofpital  was 
dedicated  to  St.  Nicholas  and  to  St.  Catherine  the  Virgin  and 
martyr  ; and  Rood  in  the  parifh  of  St.  Peter’s,  almoft  diredly  op- 
pofite  to  the  Black-Fryers  gate  ; having  had  a lane  by  it  aforetime 
called  Cokyn’s-lane,  but  now  fhut  up  and  built  upon.  This  lane 
is  often  mentioned  in  the  writings  of  the  hofpital  of  Eaftbridge. 

William  Cokyn,  for  18  marks  de  gerfuma , or  for  the  con- 
.fideration  of  18  marks,  purchafed  of  Stephen  the  prieft,  and 
Godefman,  the  fons  of  Richard  Mercer,  of  Canterbury,  with 
the  confent  of  their  widow-mother  Cicely,  a mefluage  next  ad- 
jacent to  his  own  ; thus  in  the  deed  or  charter  defcribed  : 

Totum  illud  meffuagium,  cum  oibs  pertinentiis  fuis,  quod  habet  in  latitudine 
verfus  cheminium  domini  regis  42  pedes,  et  in  longitudine  quantum  extendit  a 
cheminio  domini  regis  ufque  ad  aquam  que  dicicur  Sture.  Quod  vero  meffuagium 
. adjacet  proximo  meffuagio  lapideo  predicti  Willielmi  et  meffuagio  Walteri  mer- 
. catoris  in  parochia  Sanfti  Petri.” 

This  mefluage  was  either  converted  into  an  hofpital,  or  elfe  he 
ibuilt  an  hofpital  upon  the  ground  where  it  flood. 

This  done,  Godefman,  one  of  the  fons  of  Richard  the  mer- 
chant, claiming  an  intereft  in  the  foil  where  this  hofpital  flood,  was 
bought  out  of  it  for  the  confideration  of  7 s.  And  he  made  a 
charter  to  archbifhop  Hubert,  acknowledged  in  a full  burghmote 
= of  the  city,  of  releafe  of  all  his  right  to  it.  The  words  are  thefe  :

The  prior  of  St.  Gregory  alfo  had  fome  intereft  here  ; for 
Robert  the  prior  of  St.  Gregory,  and  his  convent,  did  by  their 
charter  confirm 

“ Donationem  quam  Willielmus  Cokyn  fecit  fratribus  hofpitalium  Sandi  Nicholai, 
et  Sand®  Katharin®,  et  Sandi  Thom®  Martyris  de  Eaftbridge,  de  illo  meffuagio 
quod  eft  in  parochia  Sandi  Petri  proxime  adjacen’  hofp’  Sandi  Nicholai  et  Sand® 
Katharine  verlus  Weft,  quod  eft  in  tenura  noftra,”  &c. 

on  confideration  of  paying  yearly  i8d.  to  the  faid  priory  of 
St.  Gregory  \ * 

This  hofpital  was  united  to  the  hofpital  of  Eaftbridge  in  the 
time  of  archbifhop  Hubert,  and  probably  by  his  confent : And 
this  union  was  confirmed  by  a bull  of  pope  Innocent  III.  which 
bears  date  u i6to  kalend’  Februar’,  pontificat’  anno  6to,”  which 
was  in  the  year  1203. 

The  words  of  the  bull  are  thefe  : 

“ Innocentius  3 Eps,  fervus  fervorum  Dei,  diledis  filiis  redori  et  fratribus  hof- 
pitalis  Sandi  Thom®  CantuarienP  falutem  et  apoftolicam  benedidionem.  Cum  a 
nobis  petitur  quod  juftum  eft  et  honeftum,  tam  vigor  sequitatisr  quam  ordo  exigit 
rationis,  ut  id  per  folicitudinem  officii  noftri  ad  debitum  perducatur  effedum  : Ea 
propter,  diledi  in  Domino  fftii,  veftris  juftis  poftulationibus  grato  concurrentes 
aftenfu,  hofpitale  ipfum  in  quo  divino  eftis  obfequio  mancipati,  cum  iis  quas  impr®- 
fentiarum  rationabiliter  poffidetis,  aut  in  futurum,  Deo  propitio,  juftis  modis  poteritis 
adipifci,  fub  bead  Petri  et  noftra  protedione  fufcipimus.  Specialiter  autem  hof- 
pitale Sandi  Nicolai  et  Sand®  Catharinar,  pofteftiones  et  terras  pertinentes  ad  ipfum, 
ficut  eas  jufte  et  pacifice  poftidetis,  vobis  et  per  vos  eidem  hcfpitali  automate  aplica 
confirmamus  et  prelentis  fcripti  patrocinio  communimus.

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Afterwards  William  Cokyn,  by  his  charter  (wherein  he  men- 
tions the  union  of  thefe  hofpitals)  entitles  the  faid  hofpitals  to 
all  his  lands,  poffeflions,  and  chattels,  and  makes  them  his  heirs. 

The  words  of  the  faid  charter  are  thefe  :

Eaftbridge  Hofpital  being  thus  united  to  Cokin’s  Hofpital,  not 
long  after  it  became  pofTeffor  and  owner  thereof:  And  (as  we 
may  fuppofe)  it  was  not  long  before  Cokin’s  hofpital  ceafed  to 
be  ufed  as  an  hofpital,  and  the  manfion-houfe  thereof  was  let 
and  rented  out ; for, 

A.  D.  1238,  Peter,  the  then  redtor,  or  keeper,  of  Eaftbridge 
Hofpital,  and  the  brothers  of  the  fame,  granted  and  demifed  to 
one  William  Samuel  a parcel  thereof,  viz. 

“ Totum  tenementum  cum  redificiis  fupra  pofitis,  tarn  ligneis  quam  lapideis,  et 
omnibus  pertinenciis  fuis,  quod  jacet  in  parochia  Sandti  Petri  Cant’  inter  domum 
Ofmundi  Poire  qure  eft  ex  parte  orientali,  et  venellam  qure  appellatur  Cockynes-lane, 
qure  eft  ex  parte  occidentali,  et  regiam  ftratam  qure  eft  ex  parte  Aquilonari,  ec 
Sturam  qure  eft  ex  parte  Auftrali.” 

The  lane  called  Cockin’s-lane  was  then  open,  and  not  built 
upon  ; and  in  the  fame  charter  it  was  covenanted,  that  the  fame 
lane  fhould  remain  free  and  open  ; for  thefe  words  follow  in  the 
fame  deed  : 


“ Prae- 
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“ Praterea  ita  convenit  inter  partes  predid’,  quod  nec  predid*  Petrus,  nec 
fratres,  nec  fuccefiores  eorum,  nec  predidus  Willielmus,  nec  hseredes  fui,  nec  fui 
affignati,  poterint  predidam  venellam  obftruere,  quin  utraque  pars  pofiit  uti  com- 
mode via  predidae  venelia;  eundo  et  redeundo.” 

There  is  an  ancient  deed  or  charter  ftill  in  being,  by  which, 

“ Vivianus  Mercer,  primus  filius  Ordnothi  tinduaiii,  dedit  24  placatas  terra  apud 
Hackington  Wiilielmo  Cockyn  fundatori  hofpitalis  Sands  Catharins  virginis  et 
, martyris,  et  fratribus  ejufdem  hofpitalis,”  &c. 

This  deed  or  charter  was  made  in  archbifhop  Hubert’s  time 
at  lead,  before  the  two  hofpitals  were  united;  and  the  writing 
ihew’s  itfelf  to  be  of  great  antiquity.  One  of  the  witneffes  to 
it  was,  u magifter  Radulphus  de  ponte  Eaftbregge,”  who  was  one 
of  the  firft  matters  of  the  hofpital. 

Robertus  de  Cockering  dedit  3 acras  terra  et  modicum  amplius  apud  Cocker* 
ing,  &c. 

This,  by  the  writing  and  witneffes,  was  about  the  fame  time 
with  the  former.

STEPHEN  LANGTON,  the  next  archbilhop  after  Hubert, 
by  his  and  his  convent’s  charter,  confirms  to  the  hofpital  the 
gift  of  Blean  church  or  parfonage,  made  to  it  by  the  patron 
Hamon  Crevequer  *,  after  the  refignation  of  it  by  the  till  then

incumbent 
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incumbent  and  parfon,  William  Crevequer:  whereupon  the  Matter 
or  Keeper  of  the  hofpital  became  afterwards  parfon  there  1 ; and 
continues  to  this  day  patron  of  the  vicarage. 

By  another  deed,  the  faid  Hamon  Crevequer  grants  the  par- 
fonage-houfe  to  the  matter  and  brothers  of  the  hofpital,  in  thefe 
words : 

“ Tot-urn  inefiiiaglum  cum  perrinentiis,  quod  fuit  Lefwini  facerdotis  perform 
ejufdem  eccta;,  et  quod  poftea  fuit  archidiaconi  de  Petters  perforin?  ejufdem  eccla;, 
et  quod  pofleafuit  Willielmi  de  Crevequer  perfbnas  ejufdem  ecclas.” 

Hamon  Crevequer,  in  his  charters,  is  commonly  called 
u Hamo  de  Elen,  filius  Etardide  Crevequer;”  and  on  his  feal,  which, 
is  a man  in  armour  on  horfeback,  engraved  in  plate  VI.  fig.  5, 
is  this  infcription,  “ Hamo  de  Crevequer.”  He  lived  in  arch- 
bittiop  Langton’s  time  ; for  to  one  of  his  charters,  Henricus  de 
Sandford,  archidiaconus  Cant’,  and  Willielmus  Curteys,  are  wit- 
nefles.  This  Henry  Sandford  was  confecrated  bifhopof  Rochefter, 
A.  D.  1227  ; and  William  Curteys,  called  “ Decanus  Cantuari- 
<c  enfis,”  w7as  official  of  Canterbury  at  the  time  of  the  death  of 
Langton,  which  happened  A.  D.  1228  ; for,  u vacante  fede  per 

mortem  predidti  archiepifcopi  2 capitulum  Cantuarienfe  omni- 
<£  modam  jurifdidlionem  exercebat  per  Willielmum  Curteys  offi- 
“ cilem  fuum  3.” 

Another  of  his  charters  runs  in  thefe  words : 

“ Sciant  prefentes  et  futuri,  quod  ego  Hamo  de  Bleu,  filius  Etardi  de  Crevequer, 
dedi  et  conceffi,  et  hac  prefenti  mea  charta  confirmavi,  Waltero4  Priori  ecdte  Chrifti 
Cant’  et  magiftro  Henrico  de  Sandford,  archidiaconi  Cant’  executoribus  teftamenti 
cfnae  Agnetis  de  ClifFordf’  &c.

The  moft  noted  witneffes  to  the  charters  and  deeds  of  Hamon 
Crevequer,  befides  thofe  already  named,  were, 

“ Willielmus  de  Clufe,  Lambinus  de  Blen,  Simon  de  Blen,  Robertas  Lupus, 
Henricus  Jay,  Radulphus  de  Porta,  John  Crevequer,  Thomas  Speciarius,  Eufta- 
•chius  de  Natindune,  Salomona  de  Fraxino.” 

Robertus,  filius  Hamonis  de  Blen,  had  thefe  witneffes  to  a 
deed 

iC  Willielmus  de  Clufe,  Robertus  Lupus,  Rad’  de  Porta  (ut  fupra),  Robertus 
de  Wrotham,  Hamo  et  Bartholomteus  filii  Simonis  de  Blen.” 

I take  notice  of  thefe  witneffes,  becaufe  they  were  witneffes 
to  divers  charters  and  deeds  which  are  not  dated,  as  well  as  to 
Lome  that  are  dated ; as  the  firft  1 charter  of  Hamo  de  Crevequer 
was  A.  D.  1225  ; and  about  that  time  divers  gifts  and  charters 
were  bellowed  upon  the  hofpital. 

Mr.  Somner,  in  his  Antiquities  of  Canterbury,  p.  309,  fays 
of  Henry  Sand  ford,  that,  “ being  archdeacon,  he  took  a refig- 
nation  of  Blean  Church,  by  the  title  of  vices  gerens  Domini 
Stepbani  Cantuarienfis , meaning  archbifhop  Langton  and  for 
this  he  quotes  the  Leiger-book  of  the  hofpital. 

There  are  feveral  other  charters  or  grants  of  lands  or  rents 
^i.ven  to  the  hofpital,  lying  in  Blean  : as,

The  faid  Cicily  and  Bartholomew  de  Hiwecham  confirmed  the 
fame  grant,  as  is  fet  down  among  Canterbury  endowments.

THE  priorefs  and  nuns  of  the  church  of  St.  Sepulchre 
made  an  agreement  with  the  mafter  and  brothers  of  the  hofpital 
of  Eaftbridge  *,  thereby  granting  them 

Quartam  partem  unius  acrm  terras  fuse  in  Parva  Foxmold  in  parte  occidental^  ad 
conftruend*  molendinum  fuum  ad  ventum  : 

Mr.  Somner  adds,  in  bundredo  de  Ridingafe ; which  he  took 
out  of  the  Leiger-book  of  the  hofpital : but:  thofe  words  are 
not  in  the  charter  or  original  agreement.  The  conditions  of 
the  agreement  were  thefe: 

“ That  the  laid  matter  and  his  brethren  of  the  hofpital  fhould  hold  the  faid  land 
jure  hiereditario  in  perpetuum , 

“ That  they  fhould  pay  to  the  faid  priorefle  and  her  nuns  every  year  fix-pence  on 
Midlent  Sunday. 

“ That  the  faid  priorefle  and  her  nuns  fhould  bear  a fourth  part  of  the  charge 
of  building,  repairing,  and  maintaining  the  faid  mill,  and  fhould  receive  the  fourth 
part  of  the  profits  thereof,  and  have  their  own  corn  ground  there  whenfoevcr  they 
pleafe.”  And, 

“ That  the  mafter  and  brethren  of  the  hofpital  fhould  find  a way  a viagno  che- 
minio  per  terram  Juam  ufque  ad  prefatum  moltndinum  ” Sec. 

It  is  not  “ a cheminio  magno  regali as  Mr.  Somner  hath  it. 

About  the  fame  time  Richard  de  Bramford,  Reward  of  Chrift- 
Church,  palled  over  all  his  right  in  a mill  in  Foxmold  to  the 
hofpital  * ; the  words  of  his  charter  are  thefe  : 

“ Sciant  prefentes  et  futuri,  quod  egoRichardus  de  Bramford,  fenefcallus  ecclefm? 
Chrifli  Cant’,  dedi  et  conceflget  hac  prefen ti  mea  charta  confirmavi,  magiftro  et  fra- 
tribus  hofpitalis  Sandli  Thomas  Cant’  quicquid  habui  in  molendino  ad  ventum  apud 
Foxmolde  in  liberam  et  perpetuam  elernoiinam,  ad  faciendum  anniverlarium  maim 
et  uxoris  mere  et  omnium  anteceflbrum  et  iuccefl'orum  noflrorum  in  preditta  don  o 
in  perpetuum.  Et  ut  hcec  donatio  et  conceflio  et  Cenfirmatio  mea  rebur  obtineat, 
prefentem  chartam  fig i U i mei  munimine  roboravi.  Hiis  teflibus,  magiflro  Willidrr.o 
paenittntiaiio,  Harnone  faccrdoce,  Willielmo  Crevcquer,  Ofm undo  Polite  3,”  See.

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Some  of  thefe  were  witneftes  alfo  to  the  agreement  between 
the  nunnery  and  the  hofpital. 

Not  long  after,  Lambin  the  Fleming  r,  the  fon  of  Adam  de 
Berghes,  gave  to  the  brethren  of  the  hofpital  of  Eaftbridge  unam 
Jummam  [one  Team]  frumenti , from  his  mill  called  Medmilne  % 
on  St.John  Baptift’s  day,  and  14  perticatas  terre , que  jacet  Bin - 
newytt , (which  is  the  ifland  With  in  Canterbury)  et  tres  denar ios  de 
redditu  de  Alwardetune , See. 

This  benefaction  being  afterwards  withheld  from  the  hof- 
pital, the  matter  and  brethren  fued  for  it  in  the  fpiritual  court, 
and  obtained  this  decree  againft  Thomas,  the  fon  of  Lambin  the 
Fleming  : 

“ That  whereas  Lambin,  the  father  of  Thomas,  had  given  (as  above)  unam  fummam 
frumenti  to  the  hofpital  in  puram  et  perpetuam  eleemofynam,  he  Ihould  pay  the  fame 
accordingly  every  year-,  and  that  he  Ihould  deliver  to  them  about  Eafter/m  fummas 
frumenti,  in  fatisfattion  of  arrears  due  to  them,  fub  pend  excommunicationis

This  was  before  the  year  1227,  when  archdeacon  Henry  de 
Stanford  was  confecrated  bifhop  of  Rochetter;  perhaps  it  was 

So  “ firnatned,”  fays  Somner,  “ from  either  his  birth-place  or  parentage.”  His 
houfe  was  afterwards  the  hofpital  of  the  poor  priefts,  who  alfo  fucceeded  him  in 
this  mill,  charged,  however,  by  a decree,  in  1325,  with  four  bufhels  of  wheat  to 
Eaftbridge  hofpital. 

Of  Medmilne,  “ quafi  Middlemilne , as  (landing  about  midway  between  St. 
Mildred  s mill  and  Eaftbridge,”  or  Medmilne,  <(  quafi  Meaamilne , becaufe  fttuate  by 
the  meadows.”  See  Somner’s  Antiquities  of  Canterbury,  p.  138.  1ft  edition. 
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in  the  time  of  his  predeceffor  Henry  de  Caftilion,  who  was  arch- 
deacon in  archbifhop  Hubert’s  and  king  John’s  time. 

By  the  following  Bull  of  Pope  Honorius  III.  the  hofpital  was 
privileged  of  and  from  paying  tithes  of  their  gardens:

brigge,  dated  Anno  r . R.  Hen  Jilii  Joannis  regis , 530,  &c.  (See 
the  charter  at  large  among  the  writings  of  the  hofpital).  For 
this  they  were  to  provide  him  a chamber  in  the  faid  hofpital,  with 
meat,  drink,  cloaths,  and  fhoes,  fo  long  as  he  fhould  live.

“ Thomas,  the  Ton  of  Humphrey,  all  that  land  inR.omney,  upon  which  Guildhall 
ftood,  which  lyes  over-againft  the  church  of  St.  Laurence  % towards  the  north-eaft  : 
upon  condition,  that  he  payes  yearly  to  the  hofpital  of  Eaflbridge,  in  Canterbury, 
the  fumme  of  two  markes,  that  is  to  fay,  one  mark  at  the  feaft  of  the  Nativity  of 
Chrift,  or  within  twelve  days  after,  and  one  mark  at  the  feaft  of  the  Nativity  of 
St.  John  the  Baptift  : And  in  cafe  he  or  his  heirs  do  make  default  in  payment  of 
the  faid  money  at  the  appointed  times,  that  then  he  (hall  pay  double  fo  much  as 
he  hath  not  paid  according  to  the  appointed  times  : And  if  he  failes  to  make  pay- 
ment for  one  whole  year,  then  the  mafter  and  brothers  of  the  hofpital  fhall  enter 
and  feize  upon  the  faid  land,  and  take  full  pofleffion  of  it,  without  any  further 
confideration.  And  for  this  grant  the  laid  Thomas  gave  to  the  faid  mafter  and 
brethren  40I.  fterling  in  gerjiimam,  by  way  of  fine/’&c.

between  the  tenement  of  Thomas  the  fon  of  Lambin  Fleming  5,  and  the  tenement  of 
the  heirs  of  Richard  Bigges,  and  the  highway  leading,  to  the  church  of  the  Holy

yearly,  to  the  mafler  and  brethren  of  the  hofpital  of  Eaflbridge:

THE  hofpital  was  formerly  endowed  with  feveral  parcels  af 

land  in  this  village,  which  at  this  day  are  alienated. 

William  de  Becco  fold  unto  William  de  Sando  Eadmundo,  rcdor  of  I.ivingf* 
born,  26  acres  of  land,  which  are  plainly  let  out  in  the  charter  by  iuch  abuttalla 
as  are  known  at  this  day,  viz.  14  of  them,  “ verfus  orientem  ad  regiam  viam  que 
ducit  de  Patricfburn  ad  Livingfburn,  verfus  occidentem  -ad  terram  Hugonis  le 
Noble;  in  breadth,  verfus  aquilonem,  ad  meflliagium  et  terram  predidi  Hugonis 
le  Noble;  verfus  auflrum,  ad  terram  Euftarhii  de  Burne,  militis.”  And  the  other 
14  acres  “ jacent  in  longitudine  verfus  orientem  ad  ftratam  regiam,  verius  occi- 
dentem ad  terram  que  vocatur  W7oppin,  in  latitudine  verius  aquilonem  ad  regiam 
ftratam  quae  ducit  de  Livingfburn  ad  Cantuariam  ; et  verius  auftrum  ad  terram  et 
meftuagium  Elugonis  le  Noble,”  &c.

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Richard  and  William,  the  fons  of  the  faid  William  de  Becco  ’ 
'confirmed  this  charter  of  fale  by  their  refpedtive  charters  to  the 
faid  William  de  Sandto  Edmundo,  rector  of  Livingfborn.  And 
to  thefe  charters  one  of  the  witnefles  was  Peter,  who  was  mafter 
of  the  hofpital  of  Saint  Thomas  the  martyr,  A.  D.  1236-1  2 4.2  . 

That  any  of  thefe  lands  were  afterwards  given  by  W iliam 
de  San£to  Edmundo  to  the  hofpital,  there  is  no  deed  or  charter 
now  extant  to  prove ; but  that  either  fome  part  of  thefe  or  forne 
other  pieces  of  land,  did  belong  to  the  hofpital  doth  appear ; 
becaufe,  in  another  charter  of  Richard  de  Becco,  Jilius  Willielmi 
de  Becco,  the  10  acres  of  Wopping  land  in  Beakfborn  are  men- 
tioned to  abutt  inter  terram  dicii  hofpitalis , que  ejl  v erf  us  Eaf. 
This  charter  is  dated  A.  D.  1250. 

A.  D.  1240.  An  agreement  was  made  between  William  del 
Bee  de  Livingiburn,  et  William  de  Sandto  Eadmundo,  cler’,  redtor 
de  Livingiburn,  that  William  del  Bee  did  let  by  leaie  to  Wil- 
lielmo  de  Sandto  Edmhndo  10  acres  of  land,  in  campo  qui  vo- 
catur  Wopping , for  the  term  of  25  years;  beginning  ad  Epipba- 
niam  Domini  anno  mccxl°,  fc.  anno  r.  R.  Hen'  fihi  Joannis 
regis  24 to,  to  the  full  term  of  25  years  compleat ; and  after  that 
term  of  years  compleat,  the  faid  10  acres  of  land  to  return 
again  to  William  del  Bee,  8cc.  Witnefs  to  this  leafe  was  Peter, 
fabovementioned)  tunc  rnagijier  hofpitalis  Sandli  Thome  Martyr  is, 
&c. 

This  leafe  William  de  Sancfto  Edmundo  afiigned  to  the  mafter 
and  brethren  of  the  hofpital  of  St.  Thomas  in  Canterbury  ; and 
becaufe  in  the  firft  year  they  fuftained  a great  lofs  in  their  crop 
of  oats,  William  del  Becco  added  one  year  to  the  faid  25  years, 
by  way  of  increafe. 

At  length  Richard,  the  fon  of  William  del  Becco,  gave  the  faid 
1 o acres  in  Wopping  to  the  faid  hofpita  for  ever.  The  words 
of  the  charter  are  thefe :

The  charter  of  this  was  entered  fol.  38.  of- the  book  be- 
longing to  the  hofpital.

But  thefe  and  the  book  are  now  all  loft. 

Page  43  and  44  of  this  book,  king  Edward,  confirms  by  his. 
letters  patent  the  26  acres  of  lands  which  William  de  Burnes; 
gave  to  the  hofpital,  and  the  10  acres  of  land  that  Richard  de. 
Bee’  gave,  which  lie  in  Wopping  field*

“ By  a rental  made  for  the  faid  manner  the  22d  of  June,  1545,  Mr.  Henry 
Crifpe  has  to  ferme  certain  lands  called  Eaftbridge  Lands,  and  this  land  pertains  to 
Eaftbridge  Spittle,  in  Canterbury,  that  is,  the  Spittle  that  is  on  Kingfbridge,  be- 
fides  Alihallon  Church.  Thefe  lands  bcund  to  the  lands  of  Mr.  Henry  Crifpe, 
befides  Quekis,  Eaft,  South,  and  Weft,  and  contein  three  acres  di  rowde  xii 
perches.  And  another  peice  lying  to  the  land  of  Mr.  Crifpe  South  and  Weft,  to 
the  king’s  highway  North,  and  to  Mr.  Dingle  Eaft,  and  it  contains  one  acre  three 
perches:  and  another  peece  lyinge  by  Adrian’s  Croft  to  the  lands  of  Mr.  Crifpe 
North  and  VVeft,.  and  to  Mr.  Crifpe,  late  Boucher's,  and  to  the  lands  of  Mr.  Dingle 
South,  and  contains  one  acre  and  5 perches.  Another  peece  lying  at  Farthinge, 
downe  to  the  lands  of  Mu  Cril|  e,  Weft,  Eaft,  and  North,  and  to  the  highway 
South,  and  containes  one  acre  di  and  5 perches,,.

predidis  de  terra  ilia  cum  omnibus  pertinentiis  quas  jacet  in  tenura  de  Blen  inter 
Nigrethe  et  Middleditch  : Et  infuper  remiflionem  et  quietam  clamantiam,  quas 
Ricardus  de  Becco,  filius  Willielmi  de  Becco,  militis,  fecit  per  cartam  fuam  magiftro 
et  fratribus  hofpit’  prsed’  de  fex  denar’  redditus,  quos  eidetn  Ricardo  de  26  acris 
terras  cum  pertinentiis,  quas  habuerunt  de  dono  Willielmi  de  Burnes,  annuatim 
reddere  confueverunt : Necnon  donationem,  et  conceflionem,  quas  praed’  Ri- 
cardus fecit  eifdem  fratribus  per  eandem  cartam  fuam  de  decern  acris  terrm  cum 
pertinentiis  in  campo  qui  vocatur  Wappings,  et  fimiliter  donationem,  conceflionem, 
et  confirmationem,  quas  Radulphus  filius  Arnold!  tindoris  fecit  per  cartam  fuam 
frauibus  et  fororibus  hofpit’  prced’  de  terra  quse  fuit  ipfius  Radulphi  in  parochia; 
Omnium  Sandorum  inter  terram  quce  fuit  Hamonis  fratris  ipfius  Radulphi  et  aquam 
Sturye,  ratas  habentes  et  gratas  eas  pro  nobis  et  heredibus  noftris,  quantum  in  nobis 
eft,  magiftro  et  fratribus  hofpit’  prted’  et  eorum  fuccefloribus,  concedimus  et  con- 
firmamus,  ficut  fcriptum  et  cana?  predidm  rationabiliter  teftantur.

Having  thus  collected  feveral  gifts  and  charters  given  to  the 
hofpital  in  the  firft  hundred  years  after  its  foundation  by  Thomas 
Becket,.  the  firft  of  them  beginning  about  the  year  1200;  I 
will  now  proceed  in  the  following  benefactions  given  to  the  hof- 
pital from  the  year  1300  to  about  the  year  1500  ; of  which  I 
find  the  following  account. 

From  the  firft  foundation  till  the  year  1342,  there  appears  no 
evidence  to  what  intent  this  hofpital  was  ereCttd  by  its  firft 
founder ; neither  can  there  be  found  any  ftatutes,  or  rules,  by 
1 Viz.  R.  Edw’  I.  A°  7%  i.  e.  A.  D.  1279. 
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which  this  hofpital  was  to  be  governed.  To  fupply  this  defect, 
John  Stratford,  archbiihop  of  Canterbury,  in  the  year  1342, 
gave  his  charter,  by  which  he  prefcribed  laws  and  a form  of 
government  to  it,  whereby  he  reftored  the  foundation,  and 
preferved  it  from  that  confulion,  in  which  the  concerns  thereof 
were  ready  to  be  involved  for  want  of  fuch  rules  and  laws  of 
government. 

This  feemed  to  be  a concern  of  fo  great  importance,  that 
the  commiflioners  upon  the  flatute  of  37  Henry  VIII.  cap.  4. 
afcribed  the  foundation  of  the  hofpital  to  this  archbifhop. 
And  we  may  truely  fay,  it  was  built  by  Thomas  Becket,  en- 
dowed and  augmented  by  archbifhops  Hubert  Walter  and 
Stephen  Langton,  and  refounded  or  reftored  by  archbifhop 
Stratford. 

I have  feen  two  MS.  copies  of  this  ordinance  of  archbifhop 
Stratford  ; one  of  them  is  in  an  ancient  regilter  belonging  to 
Chrift-Church,  Canterbury  ; and  the  other  is  among  the  writ- 
ings of  the  hofpital  : but  Mr.  Somner  having  printed  it  at  large 
in  his  Antiquities  of  Canterbury,  hath  fpared  me  the  pains 
of  tranfcribing  it. 

It  begins,  “ Joannes  permiffione  divina  Cantuar’  archiepifcopus,  totius  Angli* 
primas,  et  apofiolicas  fedis  legatns.  Diledo  in  Chrifto  filio  domino  Rogero  de 
Rondes,  prefbytero,  magiftro  hofpit’  pauperum  de  Eftbregg  in  civitate  Cantuar’ 
patronatus  noftri,  falutem,  gratiam,  et  benedidtionem.  Et  ft  votivus  noftri  inva- 
lefcat  aftedus,”  &c.  (See  Antiquities  of  Canterbury,  p.  in.  &c.)  It  is  dated,  “ in 
capitulo  didse  noftrte  Cantuar’  ecclefias,  xxiii®  die  menfis  Sept.  A.  D.  1342,  et 
noftrs  tranflationis  nono.” 

This  charter  was  confirmed  by  the  prior  and  chapter,  which, 
becaufe  Mr.  Somner  hath  omitted  it,  I have  added  : 

A.  D.  1342.  “ Et  nos  frater  Robertus  *,  permiffione  divina,  prior  ecclefiae 

Chrifli  Cantuar’  metropolic’  fupradid’,  et  ejufdem  loci  capitulum,  habito  primitus 
cum  venerabili  patre  domino  noftro  Joanne  Dei  gratia  Cant’  archiepifcopo  antedido 
iolemni  et  diligenti,  ut  prtemittitur,  tradatu,  qui  de  jure  exigitur  in  appropriatione

Salvis  nobis-et  ecclefie  noftre  predidle  juribus, 
libertatibus,  dignitatibus,  privilegiis  noftris  et  confuetudinibus  quibufeunque.  In 
eujus  rei  teftimonium,  figillum  noftrum  commune  fecimus  hiis  apponi.  Acl’  et  dad 
in  caplo  noftro,  die  et  anno  fupradi&is.”

Thefe  ordinations  continued  the  {landing  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  hofpital,  until  the  time  of  archbifhop  Parker,  who 
framed  new  ftatutes  and  ordinations  ; and  they  contain  alfo  a 
benefadtion  done  to  the  hofpital  by  annexing  the  parifh-church  (or 
redfory)  of  St.  Nicholas  Harbledown  to  the  fame.  I have  there- 
fore hereto  annexed  the  particular  parts  of  the  faid  charter  or 
ordination;  the  fum  of  which  is  comprehended  under  thefe 
heads. 

The  flatutes,  ordinations,  and  charter,  which  John  Stratford, 
Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  made  for  the  government  of  the 
hofpital  of  Eaftbridge. 

xt  i.  As  his  defire  was  to  take  a particular  care  of.  fuch  places  as  are  deputed 
and  defigned  for  the  reception  and  relief  of  poor  and  miferable  perfons,  and  for 
the  increafe  of  divine  worfhip,  efpecially  fuch  as  were  under  his  tuition  and  govern- 
ment ; above  all,  his  earnell  defire  was  to  defend,  preferve,  and  afford  neceflary 
relief  to  the  hofpital  of  Eaftbridge,  founded  of  old  time,  and  endowed  by  the 
bieffed  and  glorious  martyr  Thomas  formerly  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  our  pre- 
deceflor,  qui  fuis  veneratoribus  opem  perrigit. 

“ 2.  By  the  petition  of  Roger  de  Rondes,  then  mafter  of  the  faid  hofpital,  it 
did  appear,  that  the  hofpital  afqreiaid  was  built  for  the  reception  and  fuftentation 
of  poor  pilgrims  that  fhould  come  to  Canterbury  ; and  that  at  that  time  a far  greater 
number  of  pilgrims  than  formerly  did  refort  to  Canterbury,  fince  the  glorious 
triumph  and  canonization  of  the  faid  bieffed  Saint,  the  founder  thereof. 

“ 3.  By  the  negleft  and  fault  of  fome  of  the  mafters  of  the  faid  hofpital,  the 
woods  belonging  thereunto  were  alienated,  or  deftroyed,  with  all  their  poffeftions, 
goods  and  chattels,  moveables  and  immoveables;  that  great  debts  were  brought 
upon  the  faid  hofpital,  fuch  as  they  were  unable  to  difeharge ; that  the  edifices  of 
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the  laid  hofpital,  which  before  were  a fair  and  goodly  building,  were  differed  to 
run  to  ruin,  and  ffiamefully  to  decay  ; and  that  the  hofpital  was  by  thefe  means 
become  fo  poor,  in  fuch  a ruinous  condition,  as  neither  to  he  able  to  repair  their 
ruins,  nor  to  receive  and  fudain  poor  pilgrims  reforting  thither.  And  that,  under 
the  reproach  of  fo  great  poverty,  no  man  can  be  found  to  undertake  the  care  and 
government  of  the  fame  as  he  ought  to  do. 

“ 4.  For  thefe  reafons,  he  annexed  and  united  the  pariffi-church  of  St.  Nicholas 
TIarbledovvn  for  ever  to  the  ufe  of  the  mailers  of  the  laid  hofpital,  to  be  employed 
for  the  relief  and  fuftenance  of  the  poor  pilgrims  that  reforted  thither;  and  that 
the  right  of  the  patronage  of  the  laid  church  of  Sr.  Nicholas,  in  Harbledown, 
fhould  belong  to  the  mailer  of  the  laid  hofpital,  and  to  his  fucceffors  for  ever. 

“ 5.  He  had  lately  vifited  the  hofpital,  and  was  diffidently  informed  of  the 
forefaid  defedts  and  decays,  both  in  the  edifices  and  in  celebration  of  divine  Vorffiip, 
and  io  the  charitable  reception  of  poor  pilgrims ; all  which  .appeared  from  his  own 
view,  and  from  the  tellimonies  of  feveral  credible  perfons  upon  oath,  who  were 
examined  according  to  form  of  law.  He  had  alfo  a folemn  and  diligent  confultation 
wi'h  his  religious  Tons,  the  prior  and  chapter  of  the  church  of  Canterbury,  as  is 
required  in  granting  perpetual  alienations  of  churches  by  law;  and  with  their  con- 
fent  he  granted  and  annexed  the  church  of  St.  Nicholas  aforeiaid. 

“ 6.  The  mailer  of  the  hofpital  is  appointed  to  allow  a competent  maintenance 
for  a pried,  who  fhould  take  care  of  the  fouls,  and  perform  divine  offices  in  the 
laid  pariffi  church,  whom  alfo  the  faid  mader  might  put  in  or  turn  out  at  pleafure; 
and  the  faid  mader  is  to  bear  all  charges  and  burthens  belonging  to  the  church 
aforefaid,  out  of  the  profits  and  revenues  of  the  fame. 

“ 7.  That,  for  the  more  orderly  government  of  the  hofpital,  thefe  rules  be  ob- 
ferved  : 

“ 1.  There  (hall  be  one  mader,  who  ffiall  be  in  prieds  orders,  maintained  and 
appointed  by  the  archbilhop  for  the  time  being ; who,  within  a month  after 
his  admiffion,  ffiall  take  a full  and  perfect  inventory  of  all  the  goods  belonging 
to  the  hofpital,  and  deliver  it  to  the  prior  of  the  church  of  Canterbury;  and 
who  ffiall,  every  year  between  the  Feads  of  Sr.  Michael  and  All  Saints,  de- 
liver to  the  prior,  for  the  time  being,  a full  and  true  account  of  his  minidering 
the  goods  and  revenues  of  the  hofpital. 

“ 2.  The  mader  ffiall  keep  with  him  facellanum , a chaplain,  in  the  faid  hofpital, 
whom  he  may  put  in  and  remove  out  at  pleafure  ; and  the  mader  and  chaplain 
ffiall  condantly  celebrate  divine  fervice,  and  fuch  particular  maffes  and  offices, 
as  the  faid  ordinations  do  at  large  diredt  and  appoint. 

3.  That  all  the  profits,  rents,  and  revenues  of  the  faid  hofpital,  ffiall  be 
difpofed  of  by  the  care  and  appointment  of  the  ma'der. 

11  .4.  That  there  ffiall  be  no  1 common  feal  belonging  to  the  hofpital. 

“ 5.  That  the  poor  fick  pilgrims,  which  ffiall  happen  to  die  in  the  hofpital,  ffiall 
be  buried  in  the  church-yard  belonging  to  our  church  in  Canterbury,  in  the 
place  antiently  affigned  for  that  purpole;  and  that  poor  pilgrims  falling  fick. 
in  their  pilgrimage  (if  fo  be  they  be  not  leprous)  ffiall  be  provided  for  in  the 
hofpital. 
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ti  6.  Poor  pilgrims  in  gopd  hfealth-  fbal'l  be^ntertaified,  -oh  ly  for  orre  night;  and 
poor,  fick,  and  well  pilgrims,  fhali  have  daily  qd,  expended  for  th;  ir  fuitenan^e, 
out  of  die  revenues  and  profits  of  the  hofpital  y greater  regard  ffcould  be  had 
; ,[  to  fickr  than  no  well  pilgrims.  d 1 ‘ 

*{  7.  That  if  there  be  not  a fufficient  refort  of  pilgrims  in  any  one  day  to  require 
the  whole  qd.  for  their  fuftenance,  that  what  is  fo  (pared  in  one  day,  fhali  be 
laid  out  freely  in  another  day  when  the  number  of  pilgrims  (hall  be  larger ; 
and  for  every  day  of  the  whole  year  the  entire  fumme  of  4d.  fhali  be  catefully 
and  faithfully  expended. 

“ 8.  Thattherefhall.be  12  beds  convenient  to  lodge  the  pilgrims  in  the  faid 
hofpital  •,  and  a woman,  of  honed:  report,  aged  above  40  years,  who  fin  all 
take  care  of  the  beds,  and  provide  necefiaries  for  the  poor  pilgrims ; and  who 
ftiall  be  maintained  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  hofpital. 

-**  9.  That  every  mailer  upon  his  admiffion  fhali,  before  the  archhifhop,  promile 
upon  his  oath,  that  he  will  obferve  thefe  ordinances  as  far  as  he  is  able ; and 
that  he  will  not  alienate,  or  dettroy,  any  of  the  lands,  pofiefiions,  woods,  goods, 
or  other  things  belonging  to  the  hofpital. 

“ 10.  That  no  admifiion  of  a matter  fhali  be  firm  and  valid,  until  he  is  in  prietts 
orders,  and  hath  taken  the  forefaid  oath. 

(e  11.  He  referved  to  himfelf  and  his  fuccefifors,  the  archbilhops  of  Canterbury 
for  ever,  a full  power  to  add  to,  or  to  detract  from,  or  to  change,  or  to 
amend  thefe  ordinations,  as  they  fhali  from  time  to  time  fee  convenient  V*

Lands,  &c.  given  in  Blean. 

THE  manor  of  Blean  and  Ho ath- court,  is  the  principal  and 
chiefeft  revenue  that  belongs  to  the  hofpital.  This  was  given 
33  Edward  III. to  the  hofpital,  by  Thomas  de  Roos  de  Hamlack, 
probably  the  fame  whofe  death  Walfingham  thus  mentions 
in  the  year  1399  : 

“ Eodem  anno  dominus  Thomas  de  Roos,  dum  reverteretur  a terra  fanefia  in 
infula  de  Cypro,  civitate  Papho,  tattus  aeris  regionis  incommodo,  diem  claufit 
exremum.”

and  pourtrayed  in  a window  of  the'  Gbapter-houfe  at  Chrift- 

church  dates  a charter  of  hers  to  the  matter  of  this  hofpital ; 

and  at  her  prefentation,  as  patronefs,  in  the  year  i 349,  the  fee  of 

Canterbury  being  then  void,  one  Ofbertus  is  admitted  by  the 

prior  and  chapter,  “ ad  liber  am  capellam  beat  a MartS  -in  c&Jlro 

de  Ghilham,  there  perfonally  to  ferve  and  officiate,  as  a‘  perpetual

There  is  another  charter,  the  fame  with  this,  dated  at  Weft- 
gate,  juxta  Cant’,  anno  r.

The  fecond  charter  was  of  Thomas  de  Roos,  dated  at  Weft- 
gate,  juxta  Cantuar’,  Odloher  1,  1358. 

The  third  charter  was  of  the  faid  Thomas  de  Roos,  the  fame 
with  the  former,  dated  at  Maghefeld,  Sept.  17,  A.  D.  1359. 

* John  the  m after,  and  the  brethren  of  the  hofpital,  did  grant 
by  leafe  unto  John  ate  Hatch,  an  acre  and  a half  of  land  in 
Bleen,  in  a place  called  Alotes,  for  ever,  on  condition  to  pay 
yearly  to  the  matter  of  the  hofpital  ten  pence  at  Michaelmas- 
day,  and  ten  pence  at  Lady-day,  and  two  hens  on  Chriftmas- 
day.  And  for  default  of  payment,  the  matter  and  brethren  of 
the  hofpital  were  to  re-enter,  or  to  diftrain,  &c.  Dated  anno  r.  R. 
Edw.  filii  Edw.  17,  A.  D.  1324. 

They  alfo  let  unto  the  fame  John  ate  Hatch  another  piece  of 
land  in  Blean,  called  Ullery,  on  condition  to  pay  yearly  to.  the 
matter  and  brethren  at  Lady-day  1 5d.  and  at  Michael  mas-day 
13d.  and  at  Chriftmas-day  two  hens.  And  for  default  of  pay- 
ment* 
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meat,  dillrefs  to  be  taken,  and  re-entry,  &c.  Dated  the  fame 
year  with  the  former. 

. The  church  of  SS.  Cofmus  and  Damian,  in  Blean,  was  appro-, 
priated  to  the  hofpital ; (fee  Reg’rum  Sudbury,  fol.  6.)

cefjoribus  Juis,  in  augmentum  operum  pietatis  \ 

Herne,  Reculvre,  Walelyve,  Whitstaple,  and  Chistelet. 

<e  AD  AM  le  Heir  dedit  Tho’ Wolton,  magro  five  cuftodi  hofp’  bead  Thome 
martyiis  deEaftbrigge,  omnia  tenementa,  et  terras,  et  redditus,  marifcos,  et  pafluras, 
cuin  omnibus  pertinentiis,  que  et  quas  nuper  perquifivit  apud  Mekembroke  in  Herne, 
habend’  et  tenend’  didto  Thome  et  fuccefforibus  fuis  magiftris  five  cuftodibus  hofpit’ 
pred’  in  fubfidium  fuftemationis  eorum,  et  pro  uberioribus  elemofynis  in  prefato 
hofpit’  occalione  pofleflionum  predidtarum  largiendis.

He  gave  lands  alfo  in  Reculvre  and  Chiftelet,  but  the  charters 
by  which  he  granted  them  are  loft.  However,  the  licence  of 
mortmain  ftill  remains,  and  will  fhpply  the  defeats  of  the  loft 
charters.  And  for  that  reafon,  I have  tranfcribed  it  at  large.

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King  Edward  alio  granted  licence  of  mortmain  for  40s.  .to

The  fame  king  feized  upon  40  acres  of  land  in  Cockerings, 
belonging  to  the  hofpital,  on  pretence  that  the  faid  lands  were 
appropriated  to  the  ufe  of  the  hofpital  after  the  ftatute  of  mort- 
main ; but  it  did  appear  that  all  the  faid  lands  were  given  before 
that  ftatute,  except  five  acres  and  one  rode,  which  Walter  le 
Tanner  gave  after  the  faid  ftatute.  Letters  to  William  Truflel, 
efeheator,  were  directed,  and  dated  apud  lurry m London ’,  Mali  3, 
anno  regni  ii°,  1337.

born,  to  the  Hofpital. 

Mr.  Somner  gives  this  fhort  account  of  it ; u with  leave 
and  liking  of  archbifhop  Langham  J,  a certain  chantry  in  the 
church  of  Livingfborn,  that  is  Beaksborn,  founded  in  the  year 
1314,  by  one  James  of  Bourn  [i.  e.  Livingfborn],  with  the 
revenues  of  the  fame,  was  tranflatcd  to  this  hofpital  by  one 
Bartholomew  of  Bourn.” 

And  in  his  Appendix  to  his  Antiquities  of  Canterbury,  p.  16, 
he  hath  fet  down  at  length  the  foundation  of  the  chantry  of 
Eaftbridge,  as  follows : 

“ Santfte  Matris  ecclefie  filiis  univerfis,”  &c. 

The  inftrument  was  made  by  Simon,  “ archbifhop, ” who  fays,  that  s(  he  had 
feen  the  letters  patent  of  his  predeceffbr,  Simon  de  Blip,”  “ nuper  archiep’,”  See. 
He  then  relates  the  caffes  of  the  foundation,  “ ad  honorem  Dei,  cultufque  divini, 
et  pro  falute  animarum  quorundam  benefadlorum  ipfius  hofp’,  et  omnium  fidelium 
defunttorum.” 

“ He  appoints  the  falary  to  be  ten  marks. 

“ He  enjoins  daily  celebration  of  divine  fervice,  and  care  to  be  taken  of  ad- 
miniflering  “ facramenta  et  facramentalia”  to  the  poor  pilgrims  that  refort  thither. 

“ He  appoints  a chamber  for  the  chanter  within  the  hofpital,  to  be  kept  in  repair 
at  his  own  charge. 

“ King  Edward  (viz.  the  Third)  gave  the  mefiuage  in  the  city,  which  is  called 
*(  La  Cbaunge ,”  to  the  hofpital,  to  help  them  to  fuftain  a chaplain  to  pray  for  him> 
and  for  the  foul  of  his  deareft  mother  Ilabella,  deceafed. 

il  The  Change  being,  at  the  time  when'it  was  given,  much  out  of  repair,  it 
was  put  in  good  repair  by  the  executors  of  Simon  Blip,  and  the  rent  of  it  was 
raifed  to  7 marks  a year. 

“ That  it  was  hard  to  find  a good  and  worthy  chaplain  to  perform  daily  offices 
for  10  marks  a year;  and  that  the  gift  of  king  Edward  had  been  hitherto  frufirated; 
he,  therefore,  with  the  confent  of  Thomas  Wolton,  then  mailer,  did  increafe  the 
former  falary  of  ten  marks  a year,  by  adding  5 marks  and  a half  yearly  out  of 
the  rent  of  the  Change,  to  the  falary  of  the  chaplain. 

“ That  whereas  the  chantry  in  Bourn  was  united  to  the  chantry  of  the  hofpital, 
by  his  predeceffor ; and  whereas,  before  the  union,  the  prefentation  of  the  chantry 

1 This  foundation-inilrument  was  not  made  by  Simon  Langham,  who  was  archbifhop  1 566,  but  by 
Simon  Sudbury,  who  was  archbifhop  1375,  and,  according  to  the  date  of  the  inltrumenr,  was  that  fame 
year  mandated  fr  un  London  to  Canterbury,  fo  that  Mr.  SomDer  is  millaken  in  faying,  that  “ archbifhop 
“ Langham  gave  leave  to  remove  the  chantry  from  Bourn  to  the  hofpital.”

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of  Bourn  did  belong  to  Bartholomew  of  Bourn,  and  his  heirs  and  afligns;  he  dicP 
appoint  and  ordain,  that  the  archbifhop  for  the  time  being,  or  the  prior  and  chapter 
of  Canterbury,  fcde  vacant e,  and  Bartholomew  of  Bourne,  his  heirs  and  afligns, 
lhould  collate  and  prefent  to  the  fame  by  turns ; and  that  the  next  turn  did  belong 
to  the  archbifhop,  the  prefent  chaplain  being  nominated  and  prefented  by  Bartho- 
lomew of  Bourn. 

“ That  the  chaplain,  before  his  admiflion,  Ihould  make  oath  to  obferve  the 
rules  of  the  chantry,  &c.

“ I compared  the  above  written  charters  with  a fair  copy  of  them  in  the  Regiller  of  Canterbury  ; as 
alfo  with  Mr.  Somner’s  book,  p.402,  &c.  where  one  of  the  charters  .s  printed  ; and  they  degree, 
only  the  above  named  various  lettions  in  Mr.  Somner’s  book  arc  to  be  corrected  out  of  the  lame 
xtsgifter,  viz.  Regiftrum  R.—  Ntc.  Battely.”

King  Edward  the  Third  proved  a royal  benefactor,  by  giving, 
a meffuage,  called  la  Chaunger  as  appears  from  the  foundation 
of  the  chantry,  by  the  charter  of  the  archbifhop  Simon  Sud- 
bury,. in  which  are  thefe  words  : 

“ Dominus  nolter  excellentiffimus  dnus  Edwardus  rex  Anglie  et  Francie  illuftris 
qui  nunc  eft  quoddam  meffuagium  fuum  in  civitat’  Cant’  fitum,  la  Chaunge  vul- 
gariter  nuncupatum,  in  magna  parte  tempore  donationis  ejufdcm  collapfurn  ex  pia 
donatione  fua  domino  Thome  Newe  de  Wolton,  nunc  magro  pred’  hofpit’ ad  ter- 
minum  vite  lue  donavit,  ita  quod  poll  mortem  fuam  ipfum  mefiuagium  fuccefforibus 
ipfius,  magris  viz.  hofpit:  predict’  remaneret  in  perpetuum  in  auxilium  fuftenta- 
tionis  unius  capellani  perpetui,”  &c.  1 

Concerning  the  Change,  I refer  myfelf  to  Mr.  Somner,  and 
to  an  abftradt  he  hath  tranfcribed  out  of  the  book  belonging 
to  the  hofpital.  I have  feen  the  original  records  which  he  cites 
concerning  this  matter,  in  his  Antiquities  of  Canterbury,  p.  63^ 
and  p.  64. 

The  foundation  of  Harbledown  chantry  was  firft  by  arch- 
bifhop William  Wittlefey,  u 4m  nonas  Feb.  A.  D.  1371,  et 
tranflationis  4to,”  altered  and  amended  by  Thomas  Arundel,, 
archbifhop,  “ 18  of  May,  anno  1402,  et  tranflationis  fexto.” 
The  whole  is  fet  down  at  large  by  Mr.  Somner,  in  his  Ap- 
pendix to  his  Antiquities  of  Canterbury,  p.  10..

The  parfonage  of  Clean  being  affigned  and  confirmed  in 
proprios  ufus  to  the  hofpital,  Mr.  Sommer  fays,  “ Archbifhop 
Iflip  afterwards,  induced  by  many  reafons,  founds  a perpetual 
vicarage  there,  indowing  it  in  fuch  wife,  as  the  charter  thereof 
demonflrates.” 

Here  Mr.  Somner  is  under  a miftake ; for  it  was  not  Simon 
Iflip,  but  Simon  Sudbury,  who  founded  this  vicarage,  as  ap- 
pears from  the  date  of  the  inffrument,  which  wras  in  Auguff, 
A.  D.  1375,  u et  tranflationis  primo.”  The  fame  year  that  he 
founded  the  chantry  in  the  hofpital,  w'hich  was  not  done,  as 
Mr.  Somner  fays,  “ by  Simon  Langham,”  but  <c  by  Simon 
Sudbury.” 

The  inftrument  is  fet  dowm  at  large  by  Mr.  Somner,  in  his 
Appendix  to  his  Antiquities  of  Canterbury,  p.  10,  which  in- 
ffrument contains, 

“ 1.  The  caufe  of  the  foundation,”  viz.  “ Becaufe  the  church  of  Blean  was 
appropriated  to  the  holpital,  and  was  diftant  from  the  hofpital  above  a mile,  &c. 

“ 2.  '1  he  endowment  of  the  vicarage,”  viz.  “ A manfion-houfe,  eredled  by 
Thomas  Newe,  mailer  of  the  hofpital,  the  tithes  and  oblations  under-written,  which 
amount  to  10I.  a year  or  more  : i.  e.  decime  prediales  apud  Natvngden  *,  due  of 
old  to  the  hofpital,  to  the  clear  value  of  5 marks;  the  predial  tithes  of  Blean,  ex- 
cept the  lands  belonging  to  the  hofpital,  &c.  alfo  the  tithes  of  calves,  lambs, 
gtefe,  fax,  wool,  milk,  cheefe,  hay,  herbage,  woods,  &c.  and  all  oblations  in 
me  (aid  parifh,  except  from  Hoth-court,  &c. 

“ 3.  The  burthens  of  the  vicarage.  To  repair  the  chancel  at  his  own  colt  and 
charge,  from  time  to  time,  and  his  own  dwelling- houfe.  And  to  pray  for  the 
health  of  Simon  the  Archbifhop,  and  Thomas  Newe,  Mailer  of  the  hofpital,  while 
they  live,  and  for  their  fouls  after  they  are  decealed,  and  for  the  fouls  of  Thomas 

1 Nackington.  This  portion  of  tithes  is  Hill  paid  to  the  vicar  of  Blean. 
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•de  Roos,  a great  benefactor  to  the  hofpital,  and  Beatrix  his  wife,  and  of  Euftachius 
de  Dapfeckecourc  and  his  wife,  who  have  been  great  benefactors  to  the  hofpital: 
and  to'provide  wine  and  bread,  and  candles,  necefi'ary  to  celebrate  in  the  faid  church, 
at  his  own  coft  and  charges. 

“ 4.  Continual  rtfidence,  and  obedience  to  the  matter  in  lawful  things,  is  re- 
quired of  the  vicar.

“ Simon  Lowth,  vicar  of  this  church,  received  the  king’s  letters  patent  for  the 
deanery  of  Rochefter,  in  November,  1688.  He  took  the  degree  of  D.  I).  at  Cam- 
bridge, on  the  1 8th  day  of  January  [enfuing]  in  the  fame  year.  The  expulfion  of  king 
James  II.  from  his  kingdom,  and  the  acceffion  of  the  new  king  William  to  his 
throne,  have  prevented  his  being  inftalled,  till  the  prefent  29th  day  ol  March, 
1689,  and  perhaps  he  never  will. 

“ At  the  beginning  of  Auguft,  in  the  fame  year,  Simon  Lowth  above-men- 
tioned was  fufpended  from  his  priehly  function  for  refufing  to  fwear  faith  and 
true  allegiance  to  king  William  and  queen  Mary. 
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“ In  the  month  of  February  following,  he  was  for  the  fame  reafon  deprived  ; and 
of  his  reftoration  he  remains  doubtful  and  uncertain  to  this  prelent  day  of  April, 
1690. 

“ Though  the  above  mentioned  Dr.  Simon  Lowth,  vicar  of  this  church,  refufed 
to  (wear  allegiance  to  king  William  and  queen  Mary,  yet,  after  James  II.  had  abdi- 
cated his  kingdom,  and  gone  to  h ranee  (with  his  queen  and  -their  fon),  who 
gave  him  royal  letters  patent  for  the  deanry  of  Rochefter,  and  after  William 
afeemied  the  throne,  and  was  crowned  king  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland, 
Dr.  S<mon  Lowth,  the  above-named  vicar,  prayed  publickly,  in  his  church  of 
St.  Cofmus  and  Damian  in  rhe  Blean,  for  William  and  his  wife  Mary,  as 
king  and  queen  of  England,  Scotland,  France,  and  Ireland,  according  to  the 
form  of  prayer  preferibed  in  the  Lburgy,  or  book  of  Common  Prayer,  for  the  king  : 
he  prayed  not  only  in  general  (as  mentioned  above)  for  the  king  and  queen,  but 
exprefsly  named  king  William  and  queen  Mar  , and  ufed  all  that  form  for  them, 
from  beginning  to  end,  not  once  only,  but  on  every  Sunday,  till  king  William 
gave  his  loyal  letters  for  the  deanery  of  Rochefter  to  another  dobtor  in  divinity. 
And  when  that  other  dobtor  was  inftituted  and  indubted  dean  of  Rochefter,  at  length 
and  not  before,  he  refufed  both  to  pray  and  fwear  faith  and  allegiance  to  king  Wil- 
liam. And  when  I mvfelf  afked  him,  after  he  was  fufpended  and  deprived, 
whether  he  had  ever  publickly  prayed  for  William  as  king  of  England,  &c.and 
had  ufed  the  form  in  the  book  of  Common  Prayer  tor  the  king  and  queen,  he 
owned  that  he  had  fo  prayed  ; and  when  I again  afked  him,  why  therefore  he  re- 
fufed to  take  the  oaths  of  faith  and  allegiance  to  the  king’s  majefty  ? he  anfwered, 
in  this  very  houfe,  the  firft  time  that  I faw  him,  “ An  oath  is  a facred  thing.”  I 
replied,  “ Public  prayer  is  aifo  a facred  thing.  As  you  have  confefied  in  ynur 
“ prayer  that  William  is  king  of  England,  &c.  you  owe  him  allegiance.  As  be- 
<e  tween  the  regal  power  and  the  fubjebts  allegiance  there  is  a tranfeendent  relation, 
“ and  the  one,  namely,  the  regal  power,  being  placed  and  acknowledged  in  William, 

the  other  neceffarily  follows,  namely,  the  allegiance  due  to  him  ; and  unlefs  you 
“ would  abl  inconftftently,  you  are  bound  to  fwear  faith  to  him.  If  you  abt  other- 
“ wife,  your  hearers  will  think  you  guilty  of  hypocrify  and  the  utmoft  diffimu- 
“ lation,  as  you  had  fty led  William  king  in  your  prayers,  yet  have  refufed  to 
“ fwear  the  fubjebtion  due  to  the  king,  and  will  judge  that  you  did  not  believe 
“ William  to  be  king,  though  you  had  confefied  him  to  be  king  in  a public 
“ prayer  offered  to  the  omnifeient  God,  but  intended  king  James  the  lid,  which 
tc  is  moft  abfurd.”  I therefore  advifed  him  to  remain  in  his  houfe,  and  ro  keep 
his  church,  by  praying,  as  he  had  been  accuftomed,  for  king  William,  and  by 
taking  the  oath  of  fidelity  due  to  him,  &c.  At  that  time  I had  the  great  feal 
appending  to  a prefentation  to  this  church,  which  I exhibited  to  him  ; neverthe- 
Jefs,  I told  him,  that  I would  not  life  it,  not  doubting  that  God  would  provide 
for  me  and  my  family.  If  he  would  remain  there  and  qualify  himfelf,  I wifhed  him 
the  utmoft  happinefs  in  this  church.  Bur  he  laid,  that  he  would  never  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance  to  king  William  •,  and  if  1 fhould  refufe  to  rake  this  church, 
without  doubt  another  would  take  it ; he  therefore  advifed  me  to  accept  it,  and  to 
fkfter  him  to  remain  with  his  family  in  this  houfe  till  Eafter,  and  that  I would  fub- 
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fcribe  the  fequeftrator’s  account,  and  acquit  him  of  all  the  tithes  colle&ed  in  the 
two  preceding  years  allowed  him  ; which  I willingly  promifed  him,  and  afterwards 
did,  not  doubting  that  he  had  paid  the  curate,  who  fupplied  his  piace,  out  of  the 
tithes,  for  thole  two  years  while  he  was  fufpended  and  deprived,  and  alfo  the  tenths 
due  to  the  archbilhop,  and  all  the  procurations  due  to  the  archdeacon.  Rut  I was 
circumvented  ; for  after  I had  fublcribed  the  fequettrator’s  account,  and  was  in- 
ducted into  this  church,  on  the  24th  of  March,  1690,  the  curate,  Mr.  Thomas, 
junior,  fchool-mafter  of  Sandwich,  made  me  pay  fifteen  pounds  due  to  him,  which 
the  iequeftrator  Whyr,  or  the  vicar  South,  was  bound  to  pay  him,  if  I had  not 
lubicribed  that  account,  which  mentioned  only  four  pounds  being  paid  to  him,  and 
this  induced  me  to  believe  that  all  were  due  to  him.  I was  alfo  obliged  to  pay  the 
tenths  to  the  archbilhop,  and  the  procurations  to  the  archdeacon,  for  the  two  pre- 
ceding years,  which  were  due  before  I left  Scotland.  When  I reprefented  this  to 
Dr.  OxenJen,  vicar-general  to  archbilhop  Tillotfon,  though  the  archbilhop  pro- 
mifed and  intended  to  give  me  a recompenfe,  yet  Dr.  Oxenden  faid,  that  Dr.  Lowth 
was  the  deprived  incumbent,  and  would  not  fuller  me  to  leek  in  court  a refolution 
from  him  of  all  thofe  pounds  which  I paid  to  my  own  detriment  •,  nor  have  I ever 
received  a farthing  from  Dr.  Lowth  for  thofe  fifteen  pounds,  or  for  the  tenths,  pro- 
curations, or  dilapidations ; which  is  very  hard.  But  that  all  which  I have  written 
is  molt  true,  I attelf,  on  the  word  of  a prieff,  and  fubfcribe  with  my  hand,

1 “ Matter  of  Arts,  both  in  the  univerfity  of  St.  Andrew  in  Scotland,  and  in 
that  of  Oxford  in  England,  Vicar  of  the  church  of  St.  Cofmus  and  Damian  in  the 
Blean,  and  of  St.  Dunttan’s,  and  formerly  parfon  or  re&or  of  Kirkaldie  in  Scotland, 
for  many  years.  Though  1 prayed  for  William  and  Mary,  as  king  and  queen,  on 
the  very  day  prefcribed  to  all  minifters,  yet  their  power  could  not  protect  me  in 
tin.'  church  from  the  oppreffion  of  perfccutors  ; for  it  was  notorious  that  I was  per- 
fecuted  on  account  of  the  divine  right  and  apottolical  difcipline  of  epifcopacy ; 
and  though  1 was  twice  acquitted  of  their  calumnies  by  the  king’s  mott  honourable 
privy  council,  yet  the  provincial  lynod  of  Fife,  and  a conventicle  of  preachers, 
and  lay  elders,  for  no  other  reafon,  deprived  me,  and  gave  that  defirable  church 
of  mine  to  that  fanatic  pallor  of  a conventicle,  Robert  Rule,  who,  like  another 
Ahab,  irregularly  feized  it,  and  alio  the  flipend  of  that  whole  year,  above  eighty 
pounds  Enghfh,  due  to  me.  And  they  forced  me  to  fly  my  countrv,  to  leave  my 
church,  my  wife  and  family  and  all  my  friends,  and  to  go  to  England  (where 
I had  not  one  acquaintance)  within  fourceen  days,  on  pain  of  imprilbnment  and 
rebellion.  I departed  from  my  family,  recommending  that,  with  my  dear  parilh, 
to  God  and  the  word  of  his  grace,  on  the  15th  of  September,  1690,  and  embarked 
on  board  a (hip  bound  to  London.  Many  tears  were  fhed,  amidft  the  embraces  and 
adieus  of  all  the  principal  inhabitants  and  many  friends,  who  efcorted  me  to  the 
Ihip,  which  lay  near  the  Ihore.  I arrived  at  London  October  3,  and  trutted  in 
7 God 
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God  that  I (hould  return  whenever  he  Ihould  pleafe  ; but  now  I fear  that  the 
epifcopal  difcipline  will  never  hereafter  be  reftored,  and  that  I fhall  never  return, 
or  that  difcipline  be  reftored, 

While  life  thefe  limbs  infpires 

as  I am  now  old,  being  feventy-two  * years  of  age,  and  been  banifhed  my  country 
twenty-five.  I believe,  however,  that  Almighty  God  both  can  and  will  in  his  own 
good  time  reftore  that  difcipline  of  his  divine  church  which  I long  have  earneftly 
defired;  with  fubmiffion  to  the  divine  will,  his  will,  not  mine,  be  done.  The.  Lord, 
who  has  the  king’s  heart,  and  thofe  of  all  his  fubjedfs,  in  his  hand,  knows  the 
time,  and  can  turn  them  as  he  pleafes  ; and  when  he  pleafes,  oar  extremity  is  his 
opportunity.  When  the  tale  of  bricks  was  doubled,  came  Mofes,  fent  by  God, 
who  delivered  the  Ifraelites  from  the  houfe  of  bondage.  Who  knows  what  God 
will  do  for  the  epifcopal  church  in  Scotland  ? O that,  as  an  union  was  made  by  our 
moft  gracious  queen  Anne,  of  bleiTed  memory,  between  the  two  nations,  uniting 
the  long  diftindt  kingdoms  of  England  and  Scotland  into  one  kingdom  of  Great 
Britain,  and  under  one  civil  government,  fo  i pray  that  our  moft  gracious  king 
George  the  Firft,  king  of  Grefit  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  may,  with  his  par- 
liament, make  an  union  in  ecclefiaftical  difcipline,  by  bifhops  having  the  foie  but 
the  principal  and  fuperior  power  both  of  rank  and  jurifdi&ion  over  the  prefbyters, 
fubordinare  to  them  by  the  divine  law;  and  fo  there  will  be  one  national  church 
and  one  epifcopal  government  throughout  all  Great  Britain  •,  and  thus  a national 
civil  union  will  be  confirmed  and  continue  for  ever.  And  if  iuch  an  union  be  not 
fettled,  the  civil  union,  I fear,  cannot  well  be  lafting.  O that  all  in  Great  Britain 
would  repent,  and  fear  God,  and  their  fovereign  king  George,  and  acknowledge 
him  now  at  leaft  to  be  the  true,  lawful,  and  fupreme  governor  of  this  great  king- 
dom of  Britain,  and  would  pay  him  true  allegiance ; nor  meddle  with  thofe  who  are 
given  to  change , Prov.  xxiv.  21.  with  thofe  who  tranfgrefs  the  commands  of  God 
and  their  princes,  for  their  calamity  (h all  rife fuddenly , ver.  22.  and  they  who  oppofe 
their  fupreme  power  reff  the  ordinance  of  God , and  they  who  fo  refifi  fall  receive 
to  themfelves  damnation.  Let  every  foul , whether  it  be  of  clergy  or  laity,  he  fubfedl 
therefore  to  king  George.  And  becaufe  I have  fworn  faith  and  true  allegiance  to 
him  and  his  fucceffors,  and  have  abjured  all  papifts  who  pretend  to  have  a right  to 
reign,  and  by  God’s  affiftance  will  keep  my  oath,  and  intreat  all  his  people  to  be 
faithful  and  fubjedt  to  him,  efpecially  that  thofe  who  have  folerrmly  promifed  their 
allegiance  will  ferioufiy  perform  what  they  have  fworn,  fo  I doubc  not  that  God 
is  willing  to  blefs  us  all,  and  that  our  king,  who  is  the  defender  of  the  Faith,  will 
both  defend  our  reformed  religion,  and  that  when  it  fhall  feem  good  to  God,  the 
king,  and  his  parliament,  that  ancient  and  apoftolical  epifcopal  difcipline  will  be 
reftored  to  the  Scotch,  and  to  my  native  country,  Scotland,  where  it  is  now  abdi- 
cated. That  this  may  be  happily  accomplilhed,  I pray  the  God  of  -patience  and 
conflation , according  to  his  will,  that  all  we  Britons  may  he  like-minded  one  towards 
another , that  we  may  with  one  mind , and  one  mouth,  glorify  God,  even  the  Father  of

One  of  the  minor  canons  of  Canterbury  Cathedral,  where  he  is  buried  in  the 
cloyffers.  He  died  Sept.  13,  1770,  aged  80. 

1 Mr.  Smith  was  alio  redtor  or  Eaflbridge  in  Romney  Marfh,  and  vicar  of  Alkham. 
He  was  born  at  Lifbon  of  Englifh  parents,  was  educated  there  a Romifh  prieft,  and 
had  a narrow  efcape  in  the  earthquake  in  1755;  and  having  foon  alter  renounced 
the  errors  of  the  church  of  Rome  in  Lambeth  chapel,  in  pretence  of  Archbifhop 
Seeker,  being  patronized  by  that  prelate  and  his  fucceffor  Archbifhop  Cornwallis ; 
he,  in  1767,  publithed  by  fubfeription  (infer i bed,  by  permilfion,  to  the  latter)  ten 
dialogues,  intituled,  “ The  Errors  of  the  Church  of  Rome  dettdled  which  have 
gone  through  two  editions,  and  been  well  received  by  the  public.  He  died  fud- 
denly  at  Canterbury,  after  officiating  at  Harbledown  (of  which  he  was  curate),  beb. 
8,  1784.

1391,  whereby  it  appears,  that  the  mafter  of  the  hofpital 
ought  to  repair,  eredb,  and  fuftain  the  neighbour-bridge,  i.  e. 
King’s-bridge.  The  account  of  the  hofpital  eftate  given  up  to 
the  commiffioners  upon  the  ftatute  37  Henry  VIII.  chargeth 
the  matter  with  the  paving  alfo  of  the  great  ftreet  there  h 
Out  of  an  old  account-book  of  the  hofpital.

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whom  the  king  was  pleafed  to  grant  the  fame  ; and,  together  with  the  chantery 
lands,  fome  other  lands  were  fraudulently  alienated  from  the  hofpital,. which  never 
did  belong  to  the  chantery,  but  were  given  before  any  of  thefe  chanteries  was 
founded  ; of  which  I find  thefe  following  inftances. 

“ The  lands  in  Herne,  Reculvre,  Chiftelet,  8tc.  which  Adam  le  Heir  gave  anna 
30  Edw.  III.  being  200  acres,  and  2cs.  rent,  were  not  given  wholly  for  the 
ufe  of  the  chantery,  but  for  other  pious  and  charitable  ufes,  and  to  fullain  the 
charge  of  the  poor  in  the  hofpital.  (See  p.  334..  fupra.  “ Dedit  magiftro  et  fratribus 
“ hofpital’  in  fubfidium  eorum  fuflentationis  et  fp  uberioribus  elemofinis  in  prefato 
“ hoipitali  occafione  pofiefiionum  predidtarum  largiendis-”)  Thefe  are  the  txprcfs 
words  of  the  charter  : only  in  the  licence  of  mortmain  by  king  Edward  thefe  words 
are  added  to  the  other ; “ ad  inveniend’  cantar’,”  &c..  The  rent  of  thefe 
lands  was  3/.  6s.  8 d.  which  was  paid  out  of  Making  brooks  lying  in  Herne,  by  ore 
Henry  Oxenden ; who,  as  it  is  reported,  hath  all  the  reft  of  the  faid  lands,  and 
the  20s.  rent,  that  the  faid  Adam  le  Heir  gave  to  the  hofpital  of  Eaftbrigge. 
And  fince  the  ftatute,  anno  27  regm  Eliz.  upon  the  refervation  of  7/.  ioj. 
to  the  queen,  to  be  paid  by  the  hofpital,  the  faid  rent  of  3/.  6s.  8d.  hath  been 
alfo  kept- back  from  the  hofpital,  and  fo  continues  to  this  day.”

Francis  Gill  and  Lodowick  Gryvil  purchafed  certain  lands 
to  themfelves,  belonging  to  the  hofpital,  lying  in  Beaksborn,.

Nobells 
bill,  19  acres.  A piece  called  vj  acres.  The  yearly  rent  56s.  8d. 

Though  fome  of  thefe  did  belong  to  the  chantery  which 
James  de  Bourne  founded  and  endowed,  yet  great  part  of  them 
belonged  to  the  hofpital,  and  had  no  relation  to  the  chantery. 

It  appears  plainly  from  the  charter,  or  deed,  above  written, 
that  Richard  de  Becco,,  A.  D.  1250,  gave  10  acres,  called 
.Wapping  in  Beaksborn,  to  the  matter  and  brethren  of  the  hof- 
pital, in  pur  am,  liber  am,  et  perpetuam  elemojinam , long  before 
the  chantery  was  founded  h Alfo 

William  de  Sandlo  Edmundo,  redtor  of  Livingsborn,  gave  26 
acres  of  land,  lying  in  Beaksborn,  long  before  the  chantery 
was  founded  * : yet  all  thefe  were  alienated  from  the  hofpital!

February  10,  in  the  fame  year,  he  had  licence  under  the  privy  feal  to  take  and 
execute  the  office  of  prothonotary  to  the  pope.

Simon  lflip,  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  founded  the 
chantry,  and  united  the  chantry  of  Beaksborn  to  the  hofpital. 

1363.  Bartholomeus  de  Bourne  (de  Beakfborn)  tranflated  the 
chantry,  which  James  de  Bourn  founded  in  Livingfborn,  and 
endowed  to  the  hofpital,  together  with  the  endowment  of  the 
chantry. 

1375,  Simon  Sudbury,  archbifhop,  refounded  the  chantry,  and 
founded  the  perpetual  vicarage  of  Blean. 

William  Wittlefey,  and  Thomas  Arundel,  archbifhops,  founded 
the  chantry  of  Harbledown. 

King  Edward  III.  gave- the  chaunge  in  Canterbury  to  the  hof- 
pital ; and  is  to  be  numbered  among  the  benefactors. 

Archbifhops  Matthew  Parker  and  John  Whitgift  may  be 
efteemed  as  the  greateft  benefactors,  and  founders,  and  re- 
itorers  of  this  hofpital. 

1585.  The  dean  and  chapter  of  Chriit-church,  in  Canterbury, 
did  give  one  fmall  bell,  called  the  Wakerel,  to  the  ufe  of  the 
hofpital,  to  be  hanged  up  in  the  chapel,  for  the  calling  together 
the  brothers  and  filters  to  the  appointed  fervice  there. 

1614.  Mr.  Nevil,  brother  to  Dr.  Nevil,  gave  10s.  to  the 
poor  of  this  hofpital. 

1615.  Dr.  Nevil,  dean  of  Chrift- church,  Canterbury,  gave

1648.  Mr.  Avery  Sabin  gave  ten  marks  per  annum  to  the  ten 
poor  in-brethren  and  filters,  to  be  paid  quarterly. 

1660,  Archbifhop  William  Juxon  did  contribute  bountifully 
towards  the  repair  of  the  brothers  lodgings  next  the  bridge. 
The  particulars  of  his  benefaction  are  not  recorded.

William  Sancroft,  lord  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  gave 
the  large  Bible,  which  is  now  in  the  chapel,  and  a large  Com- 
mon Prayer  book,  for  the  life  of  the  reader  in  the  chapel. 

1694.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lovejoy  gave  five  pounds  per  annum 
to  the  ten  in-brothers  and  lifters, 

1708.  The  rev.  Dr.  John  Battely,  D.  D.  archdeacon  of  Canter- 
bury, new-built  three  of  the  lifters  lodgings,  and  did  feveral  other 
great  repairs ; and  at  his  death  left  to  the  in-brothers  and  lifters 
xool.  the  intereft  of  which  to  be  proportioned  by  Mr.  Johm. 
Bradock  and  Mr.  Somerfcales,  vicar  of  Doddington. 

1710.  Dr.  Thomas  Tenifon,  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  gave?, 
towards  the  repair  of  the  bridge  belonging  to  this  hofpital,  20I.

1721.  Mr.  Matthew  Brown,  of  St.  Peter’s,  Canterbury,  Car- 
penter, by  his  will,  dated  Dee.  1 2, 1717,  gave  1 os.  per  annum  for 
ever,  to  the  in-brothers  and  fillers  of  this  hofpital.  See  p.  281. 

1768.  Thomas  Hanfon,  efquire,  late  of  Crolby-fquare,  London, 
by  his  laft  will  and  teftament,  dated  April  30,  gave  the  intereft 
of  500I.  for  ever,  to  the  in-brcthers  and  fillers  of  this  hofpital,.. 
which  being  now  invefted  in  the  3 per  cent,  reduced  bank  an- 
nuities. produced  17I.

Ill  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  the  lanch 
-and  tenements  belonging  to  the  hofpital,  yea,  the  very  hofpita! 
itfelf,  being  converted  into  tenements,  were  feized  upon,  and 
let  out  by  private  perfons,  till  archbilhop  Parker,  in  the  aotli 
year  of  her  reign,  by  his  pious  and  prudent  care,  reftored 
it  again  to  pious  and  charitable  ufes ; and  made  new  flatutes 
and  ordinances  for  the  better  government  of  the  fame,  luch 
as  in  wifdom  he  did  contrive,  being  not  only  fuitable  to 
the  then  times,  but  alfo  agreeable  to  the  fir  ft  defign  of  the 
foundation  of  the  hofpital ; and  to  the  former  flatutes  of 
Archbifhop  Stratford,  as  far  as  could  be ; of  which  I have 
tranfcribed  this  following  copy  out  of  the  original,  now  in 
•my  hands.  .

Inftead  of  ic  poor  pilgrims,”  Archbifhop  Parker  provides  for 
u poor  and  maimed  foldiers,  that  fhould  pafs  forward  and  back- 
41  ward  through  Canterbury  after  the  fame  manner  in  which 
pilgrims  were  provided  for ; which  was  a fit  and  feafonable  al- 
teration ; becaufe  now  pilgrims  ceafed  to  refort,  hither  ; but 
the  frequent  wars  between  England  and  France  caufed  frequent 
marches  of  foldiers  to  pafs  through  the  city. 
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Some  brief  Remarks  upon  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances 
. of  Archbifhop  Parker. 

1.  Pie  had  a particular  regard  to  the  intention  of  the  founder 
of  this  hofpitai,  and  in  correfpondence  thereunto  he  appointed 
4d.  a day,  for  every  day  of  the  year,  to  be  expended  in  the 
lodging  and  entertaining  of  poor,  lick,  and  maimed  foldiers, 
inftead  of  poor  pilgrims  ; and  in  thofe  times  there  were  frequent 
marches  of  foldiers  through  Canterbury,  by  reafon  of  the  wars 
between  England  and  France.  But  becaufe  wars  fometimes 
ceafe,  and  in  times  of  peace  fuch  objedts  of  charity  feem  more 
rare,  and  thereby,  for  want  of  lick  foldiers  to  be  relieved,  the 
money  raifed  by  the  hofpital-rents  might  be  employed  poffibly 
to  private  ufes,  and  the  charity  deligned  thereby  might  be  alto- 
gether perverted  ; he  prevents  this  by  appointing  in  times  of 
peace  3od.  to  be  paid  every  week  to  30  poor  people  at  the  hof- 
pitaPdoor  on  Fridays,  at  nine  in  the  morning,  if  it  be  no 
holyday,  and  at  twelve,  if  it  be  a holyday  ; the  reafon  was,, 
that  the  poor  might  not  wait  for  alms  at  the  hofpital-door  at 
fuch  hours  as  prayers  were  celebrated  in  the  cathedral  church 

He  appoints  alfo  xii  beds,  to  be  maintained  in  the  hofpitai. 
for  the  convenience  of  fuch  poor  or  lick  foldiers  as  fhould  re- 
fort  thither  ; and  an  aged  woman,  of  honed  report,  to  look 
after  the  beds,  and  to  provide  necelfaries  for  the  poor  and  lick, 
that  fhould  lodge  in  them. 

2.  He  had  a lingular  regard  to  the  quality  of  the  mailer- 
who  fhould  prelide  in  the  hofpitai,  and  be  intrulled  with  a faith- 
ful difpenfation  of  fo  great  charities  as  this  hofpitai  did  afford  ; 
he  mull  be  one  ordained  in  the  holy  priellhood  ; he  mull  be  a 
pried  of  great  note  and  dignity,  either  the  commiffary- general, 
or  the  lord  bifhop  fuffragan  for  the  time  being  ; he  mud,  at  his 
admidion,  take  an  oath  for  a faithful  difcharge  of  his  office

appointed  a fchool  to  be  kept  in  the  faid  liofprtai,  wherein 
ac  poor  children  were  to  be  taught  to  read,  fing,  and  write, 
gratis,  and  to  be  furnifhed  with  books,  pens,  ink,  ana  paper 
accordingly,  at  the  charge  of  the  hofpital ; and  he  appoints  a 
competent  falary  for  the  teacher  of  the  laid  children.  ^ 

-.  He  enjoins  thrice  a week  prayers  to  be  faid  in  tne  chapel 
of  the  hofpital -,  and  the  children  to  be  prefent  at  the  fame,  and 

to  fine  the  prayers  with  a loud  voice. 

8.  Pie  appoints  exhibitions  for  two  fcholars  m Benet  -ollege, 
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in  Cambridge,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  hofpital  revenues  towards; 
the  maintaining  of  them  in  the  univerfity. 

9.  After  all  thefe  payments  and  charges,  as  alfo  the  charges 
of  reparations  and  other  neceflary  expences,  the  remainder  of. 
the  money,  which  fhould  arife  from  the  hofpital-rents,.  was  to 
be  diftributed  among  poor  people,  be  it  more  or  lefs. 

10.  That  he  fhould  once  a year  read  thefe  ttatutes  publicklyr 
and  with  a loud  voice,  in  prefence  of  the  poor  people  that 
meet  together  to  take  the  alms. 

it.  The  mafter  was  not  to  make  leafes  of  the  lands,  See; 
without  the  confent  of  the  Archbifhop  for  the  time  being. 

12.  He  referved  a power  to  himfelf  and  his  fucceffors,  ter 
alter,  amend,  diminifh,  or  increafe  thefe  ttatutes,  as  he  or  they, 
fhould  fee  fit. 

Dr.  Lawfe’s 1 opinion  concerning  the  burying  of  the  poor  bre* 
thren  and  fitters  that  dye  in  the  hofpital  of  Eaftbridge,  in  the 
city  of  Canterbury.. 

“ The  words  of  the  ordinance  of  Archbitttop  Stratford,  made 
anno  1 342,  and  confirmed  by  the  prior  and  convent  the  fame  day 
and  year,  are  thefe  :

“ Alfo  it  is  ordered,  that  if  any  of  the  in-brethren  or  litters, . matter  or  fchool- 
mafter  aforelaid,  fhall  fortune  to  dye  there,  then  the  perfon  fo  deceafing  (hall  and 
may  be  buried  within  the  church-yard  0f  Chrift,  in  Canterbury,  according  to  a 
former  agreement  made  between  the  Archbilhop,  his  predeceflor,  and  the 
prior  and  convent  of  the  f aid  church. ’faid 

“ The  place  is  well  known  to  divers  now  belonging  to  the 
church,  and  the  hofpital  poor  have  by  your  confent  been  buried,

altering  of  the  lfate  of  the  church  and  hofpital,  fithence  the 
prior  and  convent  there,  I take  it  that  all  interehs  and  rights  in 
this  behalfe  have  been  referved  from  time  to  time.

Queen  Elizabth  fent  her  writ  to  certain  commiffioners,  to- 
enquire  into  the  hate  of  the  hofpital  of  Eahbridge ; which, 
commiffioners  made  the  following  return  :

By  this  laft  claufe  it  appears  that  this  return  was  made  in  fa- 
vour of  the  hofpital,  and  probably  by  the  direction  of  Arch- 
bilhop.  Parker,  who  in  them  is  called  “ nunc  Arclnep'us.  f 

Archbifhop  Parker,  befides  his  care  of  preferring  and  - 
••florin e the  hofpital  and  the  revenues  thereof  to  pious  and  cha- 
ritable ufes,  did  not  only  make  wife  and  good  ftatutes  for  the 
well  government  thereof,  but  alfo  he  himfelf  for  feveral  years 
took  the  accounts  of  the  hofpital,  ordered  the  laying  out  of 
money  for  the  neceffary  reparation  of  the  edifices  and  tenements 
which  belong  to  it,  and  paid  the  receiver  of  the  rents,  June 
16,  1569  (in  which  year  he  made  the  new  ftatutes  for  the 
government  of  the  hofpital)  the  fum  of  iol.  17  s*  4<'-  wh‘c  ’ 
as  far  as  1 can  difcern  from  the  faid  accounts,  teems  to  be  a free 
vift  out  of  his  own  pocket.  The  words  are  thefe-; 

° ..  Received  of  my  fiord’s  Grace,  June  16,  .56,,  the  fum  of  iol.  17s.  4d. 

He  alfo  received  of  the  matter  of  the  hofpital,  and  paid  to 
Ben*  College  in  Cambridge,  the  yearly  penfign  for  two  fcholars, 
as  appears  from  feveral  acquittances  under  his  own  hand.  Hence 
it  appears  that  he  took  a particular  and  Angular  care  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  to  be  relieved  by  the  hofpital. 

No  fooner  was  archbilhop  Parker  dead,  than  this  liofpital,  with 
its  revenues,  was  immediately. feized  upon,  and  became  a prey

to  one  John  Farneham,  one  of  her  majefty’s  gentlemen-pen- 
lioners,  to  whom  the  queen  gave  it  in  fee-farm  upon  con- 
lideration  of  fervices  : The  method  was  this ; 

Anno  R.  R.  Eliz.  17.  ’ Notwithftanding  the  favourable  return 
of  the  former  writ,  and  good  accompt  certified  thereby  con- 
cerning the  hofpital,  that  all  popifh  and  fuperftitious  ufages 
were  abolifhed,  that  great  and  excellent  charities  were  duly  ob- 
ferved  and  performed  by  relieving  the  poor  and  needy,  by  teach- 
ing of  young  children,  and  maintaining  two  fcholars  in  the 
univerflty,  and  the  like  ; yet  a new  commiffion  was  now'  granted 
to  Sir  James  Hales,  Sir  George  Hart,  knights,  Mr.  Wotton,  and 
others,  to  enquire  and  certify  the  eftate  of  Eaftbridge  hofpital 
in  Canterbury,  who. accordingly  certified  into  her  Majefty’s  court 
of  Exchequer,  * 

<(  That  the  fame  hofpital-houfe  flood  then  ruinated,  and  neyther  mafler  ner 
“ brethren  were  regynt  or  dwelling  of  long  time:  the  houfe  let  out  into ■ 
<e  tenements  for  yearly  rent : the  beds,  that  were  there  wont  to  lodge  and 
«c  harbour  poor  people  reforting  thither,  were  gone  and  fold,  contrary  to  the 
“ old  order  and  foundation  of  the  fame  : and  the  faid  hofpital  to  be  re- 
“ linquifhed  and  concealed  from  her  majefly,  &c.” 

Whereupon,  by  her  letters  patent  under  the  great  feal,  dated 
July  20,  A.  R.  R.  Eliz.  18,  file  gave  the  laid  hofpital  to  the  faid 
John  Farneham. 

John  Farnham  did  not  long  keep  pofTeflion  of  the  hofpital  ; 
but  fold  and  conveyed  her  majefty’s  faid  gift  thereof,  in  as  large 
and  ample  manner  and  form  as  her  highnefs  had  given  and 
granted  the  fame,  unto  one  G>  Hayes,  in  confideration  of  money 
owing  to  him  the  faid  G,  Hayes  from  the  faid  J.  Farneham, 
and  more  paying  in  hand,  to  the  value  of  5 5 o 1 . ; and  for  fome 
time  it  remained  in  his  pofTeflion.. 

For 
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For  proof  of  her  majeftv’s  title  to  difpofe  of  the  hofpital  and 
the  revenues  belonging  thereunto,  this  was  pretended. 

u The  faid  hofpital  was  founded  a corporation  of  mafter  an'd 
brethren,  for  the  maintaining  of  “ pauperum  peregrinomm  illuc 
“ confluentium,”  with  lodging,  fire,  bread,  and  drink,  for  a 
night,  two  or  three,  wherein  were  maintained  in  the  faid  hof- 
pital-houfe  viij  beds,  furniffied,  in  one  chamber,  for  men,  and 
iiij  beds  in  another  chamber  for  women  ; all  which  beds,  at  the 
time  of  the  vilitation  of  the  faid  commiffioners,  were  fold  and 
gone;  and  no  hofpitality  or  relief  for  the  poor,  neither  mafter 
nor  brethren  there  recyent  or  dwelling,  &c.” 

“ To  prove  the  faid  corporation,  the  governors  of  the  faid 
hofpital  have  been,  time  out  of  mind,  incorporated  by  the 
name  of  “ Mafter  and  Brethren  and  were  fo  accepted,  re- 
puted, known  and  taken,  from  time  to  time ; and  were  fued, 
charged,  and  diftreined  by  that  name.;  and  under  and  by  that 
name  of  (e  Mafter  and  Brethren,’’  all  their  lands  were  purchafed, 
given,  and  taken.:  And  all  their  licenfes  of  mortmain  were 
fued  out  under  and  upon  that  name,  as  may  appear  by  divers 
records,  as  enfueth  ; the  copies  whereof  are  extant,  under  the 
officers  hands,  to  be  Teen.

The  faid  archbifhop  in  his  ordinances  inhibits  them  to  have 
a common  feal  1 from  thenceforth  ; which  argueth  they  were  a 
corporation,  and  had  a common  Teal. 

1 This  cotimon  feal  baling  been  loft  or  purloined,  the  prefent  mafter,  Mr.  Archdeacon 
Backhoufe,  has  lately,  at  his  own  expence,  fupplied  the  hofpital  with  another.

“ The  queftion  hence  is  this,  — Whether  is  the  faid  cor- 
poration diffolved  or  not  ? viz.  at  the  time  of  the  certificate  of 
her  faid  Majefty’s  commitlioners,  when  there  was  neither  matter 
or  brethren  there  recyent  or  dwelling  ; but  the  hofpital-houfe  let 
out  into  tenements  for  yearly  rent,  as  aforefaid  ? 

<c  If  the  corporation  be  then  ditfolved,  whether  the  queen’s 
Majefty  have  not  title  to  the  lands  given  to  the  body  incorporate, 
as  well  by  efcheat,  relinquithment,  or  otherwife,  by  the  ftatutes 
of  the  realm  ?” 

This  was  the  argument  in  law  ufed  and  urged  in  behalf  of 
Mr.  Hayes,  to  maintain  his  titles  to  the  faid  lands  by  the  grant 
of  queen  Elizabeth  ; which  argument  may  be  thus  anfwered. 

The  hofpital  was  not  founded  a corporation  of  mailer  and 
brethren,  as  is  afferted  ; but  a fpittle  under  the  government  of 
a mailer,  who  was  to  relieve  poor  pilgrims  reforting  thither, 
out  of  the  revenues  of  the  faid  hofpital,  8cc. 

“ All  the  beds,  at  the  time  of  the  vifitation  of  the  commif- 
lioners,  were  fold  and  gone.”  This  might  be  true  ; and  yet  no 
argument  of  the  dilfolution  of  the  government  thereof ; but 
only  of  the  male  adminiflration  of  the  fame  : it  does  not  prove 
that  there  was  no  mailer,  but  rather  that  there  was  a bad  mailer, 
who  fold  and  made  walte  of  the  hofpital  goods  ; and  it  feems 
Rrange,  that  no  fooner  was  archbilhop  Parker  dead,  who  took 

H h h a fpecial 
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a fpecial  care  of  the  hofpital,  but  immediately  it  is  certified, 
that  the  beds  were  fold  and  gone,  and  no  hofpitality  or  relief 
was  given  to  the  poor. 

“ Neyther  mafter  nor  brethren  there  recyent  or  dwelling.” 

The  non-refidence  of  the  mafter  doth  not  argue  that  he  did 
relinquifh  or  abdicate  his  charge  ; but  only  that  he  was  defective 
in  his  duty,  fo  far  as  concerned  refidence.  He  was  ftill  mafter, 
and  was  then  mafter. 

No  ordinance  required  the  refidence  of  brethren  ; for  refident 
brethren  were  contrary  to  the  foundation  and  ordinances  of  the 
hofpital,  which  was  built  and  endowed  for  the  entertainment 
of  ftrangers  and  travellers,  not  permanent,  but  of  tranfient 
brethren  ; and  not  of  brethren  only,  but  of  brethren  and 
lifters. 

His  proof  of  the  corporation. 

“ That  the  governors  of  the  hofpital  have  been  time  out  of 
mind  incorporated  by  the  name  of  Mafter,  and.  were  fo  accepted, 
reputed,  known,  and  taken,  from  time  to  time,  &c.  of  which 
he  brings  particular  inftances  ; as  by  and  under  that  name  of 
Mafter  and  Brethren  all  their  lands  were  purchafed,  given,  and' 
taken.” 

Anfwer  to  this : 

It  is  a great  miftake ; for  under  the  name  of  Mafter  and  ' 
Brethren,  a very  fmall  portion  of  their  lands  were  given  ; for* 
the  name  and  title  varied  according  to  the  particular  fancies  of> 
the  donors  and  benefadlors ; of  which  take  inftances. 

The  firft  charter  of  archbifhop  Hubert  is,  u Hofpitali  S’ti 
“ Thome  de  Eftbrug and  he  calls  the  inhabitants  or  governors 
“ Fratres  hofpitalis”  [S.  Thome.]  See  p.  303. 

The  bulls  of  pope  Innocent  and  Honorius  are  directed  “ Rec- 
u tori  et  fratribus  hofp’  8cc.”  See  pp.  305,  and  314. 


The 
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The  charter  of  William  Cokyn  makes  heirs  to  all  his  eftate, 
u Dominum  noftrum  Jefum  Chriftum,  et  membra  ejus,  viz. 

pauperes  et  infirmos  fratres  hofpit’  S’ti  Nicholai,  S’te  Katherine, 
‘ 6 et  S’ti  Thome  Martyris  de  Eaftbrig.”  'See  p.  306. 

Moft  of  the  charters,  or  grants,  ot  lands  before  the  union  of  this 
hofpital  with  Cokyn’s  hofpital,  were  directed  u Procuratori 
“ hofp’  S’ti  Nicolai  confefforis  et  S’te  Catherine  virginis,  et  fra- 
((  tribus  et  fororibus  hofpit’  S’ti  Thome,  &c.”  See  p.  307. 

Guildhall  land  in  Romney  was  given  “ Deo,  et  beate  Marie, 
“ et  hofpit’  beate  Thome,  et  fratribus  ib’m  Deo  fervientibus,  8cc.” 
See  p.  315. 

In  brief,  the  grants  are,  <£  Cuftodi,  redtori,  magiftro  hofp’ 
fometimes,  ei  hofpital’  domui  hofpit’,”  fometimes,  “ fratribus,” 
fometimes,  i6  fratribus  et  fororibus,”  fometimes,  “ redtori,  fra- 
“ tribus  et  fororibus,  Sec.”  After  this  manner  they  vary. 

The  licences  of  mortmain  were  fued  out  under  and  upon  that 
name,  viz.  “ Mafter  and  Brethren.” 

The  letters  of  king  Edward  I.  anno  7,  recite  Cokyng’s  gift 
as  above  mentioned  ; and  the  gift  of  Hamo  Creveceur,  u Redtori 
“ et  fratribus,”  and  the  gift  of  William  de  Becco,  “ Magiftro  et 
“ fratribus  and  the  gift  of  Ralphe  the  fon  of  Arnold  the  dyer, 
“ fratribus  et  fororibus  hofpit’.”  All  thefe  varieties  are  in  the 
fame  letters  patent. 

The  donation  of  Adam  le  Heir  was  not  “ Magiftro  et  fratribus,” 
but  “ Thome  Wolton,  magiftro  five  cuftodi  hofpit’,  &c.  et  fuccef- 
<c  foribus  fuis,  magiftris  five  cuftodibus  hofp’pred’.”  See  p.  334. 

The  donation  of  archbifhop  Stratford  was,  “ Domino  Rogero 

de  Rondes,  magiftro  hofpit’  pauperum,  &c.  fuccefforibus  fuis,” 
without  any  mention  of  the  brethren.  See  p.  328. 

King  Edward  III.  gave  La  Cbaunge , <c  Domino  Thome  Newre, 

C£  magiftro  hofpit’,  ad  terminum  vite  fue,  et  poft  mortem  fuam 
u fuccefforibus  ipfius,  magiftris  hofpit’  pred’,  See.”  See  p.  343. 

Hhh  2 Licence 
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Licence  of  mortmain  fued  out  by  William  atte  Well,  was  to? 
grant  land,  “ Magiftro  hofpit’  et  fuccefioribus  fuis.” 

Johannes  de  Le  See  gave  “ Magiftro  et  fuccefioribus  fuis 
“ magiftris  hofpit,’  See”  This  may  fuffice  to  anfwer  all  his  par- 
ticulars. 

The  feal,  which  is  objected,  was  a feal  ufed  by  the  mafter  of 

the  hofpital,  and  was  called  “ Sigillum Magiftri  hofpitalis 

u de  Eaftbridge.” 

But  archbilhop  Whitgift  put  a ftop  to  the  objections  of  the 
learned  lawyer,  and  reftored  the  hofpital  to  its  revenues  again,  < 
by  procuring  an  a<5t  of  parliament,  and  by  making  new  ftatutes* 
and  ordinances  for  the  better  government  of  the  fame,  and  by 
fixing  of  it  in  the  fame  ftate  in  which  it  remains  to  this  day, 
being  a lafting  monument  of  his  piety,  prudence,  and  exceed- 
ing great  charity. 

The  Copy  of  the  ordinance  he  made,  here  followeth : 

An  Ordinance  of  the  moft  Reverend  Father  in  God  John  Whit- 
gift, Archbilhop  of  Canterbury,  Primate  and  Metropolitan  of 
all  England,  touching  the  Hofpital  of  Eaftbridge,  in  Canter- 
bury, and  the  government  of  the  fame,  made  July  20,  1584., 

“ Whereas  <the  hofpital  of  Eaftbridge  in  Canterbury,  before  the  time  of 
memory  of  man,  was  founded  and  endowed  by  fome  of  the  predeceffors  of  the 
now  archbilhop  of  Canterbury,  patrons  of  the  fame,  for  one  mafter  and  his  fuc- 
ceftfors,  which  mafter  hath  been  alway  fince  of  the  collation  of  the  archbilhop  of 
Canterbury  for  the  time  being,  and  inftituted  and  indufted  into  the  fame,  and  for 
the  relief  of  brethren  not  permanent,  but  wandering  and  wayfaring,  by  reafon 
whereof  eyther  the  profits  of  the  lands  have  been  often  detained  in  the  mailer’s 
hands,  for  that  none  fuch  have  come  thither,  or  elfe  in  the  time  of  pilgrimage  or 
wars  the  houfe  hath  been  furcharged;  and  for  that  John  Stratford,  fometime 
archbilhop  of  Canterbury,  and  divers  others  his  fucceffors,  have,  from  time  to 
time,  by  their  ordinances  in  writing,  referved  to  themfelvts  and  their  fucceffors 
power  and  authority  to  change  the  orders  and  foundation  of  the  faid  hofpital,  and 
have  often  changed  the  fame:” 

u Now,. 
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Now,  for  the  better  government  of  the  Laid  hofpital,  and  far  rhe  greater  re* 
lief  of  the  poor  inhabiting  within  the  city  of  Canterbury,  and  the  fuburbs  of  the 
faid  city  ; and  to  the  end  that  a number  of  certain  perfons  may  be  provided  for, 
and  the  date  and  right  of  the  prefent  mafter  not  impugned,  nor  much  impaired, 
and  the  intereft  of  the  prefent  leafes  of  the  lands  of  the  faid  hofpital,  which  are  to 
have  continuance  not  above  the  term  of  21  years  from  the  date  hereof,  to  ^hem 
and  every  of  them,  faved. 

“ It  is  by  the  faid  mod  reverend  Father  in  God  John  Whitgift,  now  Archbilhop 
of  Canterbury,  primate  and  metropolitan  of  all  England,  patron  of  the  faid  hol- 
pital,  ordered  and  decreed  as  followeth  *,  that  is  to  fay, 

“ That  the  faid  archbifhop  and  his  fucceftors,  from  time  to  time,  fo  oft  as  the 
mafterlhip  of  the  faid  hofpital  (hall  be  void,  as  patron  thereof,  (ball  or  may  collate 
upon  a fufficient  man  (being  within  holy  orders)  the  mafterfhip  of  the  (aid  hof- 
pital,  who  (hall  be  inftituted  and  inducted  as  hath  been  accudomed,  and  (hall  have 
a convenient  lodging  in  the  faid  hofpital,  now  known  by  the  name  of  the  Matter's 
Lodging,  and  (hall  take  and  have  for  his  yearly  ftipend  vj  1.  xiij  s.  iiijd.  to  be 
taken  and  received  quarterly,  by  equal  and  even  portions,  and  twelve  loads  of  wood, 
to  be  taken  out  of  the  profits  of  the  lands  of  the  faid  hofpital,  and  brought  unfo- 
lds lodging,  at  tire  charges  of  the  faid  hofpital,  according  to  the  late  former  or- 
dinance. 

et  Item,  It  is  ordered,  that  the  mafter  of  the  faid  hofpital’  (hall  appoint  one 
fchool-mafter,  from  time  to  time,  who,  in  the  chapel  within  the  (aid  hofpital  there, 
by  himfelf  or  his  fufficient  deputy,  (hall  freely  inftrudt  20  poor  children  of  the  city 
of  Canterbury,  being  above  the  age  of  (even  years,  and  not  above  the  age  of  fixteen 
years,  to  write,  read,  and  cad  accompt,  which  faid  children,  and  every  of  them, 
(hall  have  books,  pens,  ink,  and  paper,  provided  for  them,  by  the  appointment  of 
the  mader,  out  of  the  profits  of  the  laid  hofpital,  provided  that  none  of  the  faid 
children  (hall  remain  in  the  faid  fchool  above  three  jears. 

“ And  the  faid  ichool-mader  fhall  read  morning  and  evening  prayers  on  Mun- 
dayes,  Weddenfdayes,  and  Frydayes,  being  not  otherwife  appointed  to  be  obferved 
as  holydays,  weekly,  at  fix  o’clock,  morning  and  evening  in  the  hammer,  and 
at  feven  in  the  morning,  and  between  four  and  five  in  the  afternoon  in  winter, 
unto  the  brothers  and  fiders  and  fcholars  there ; for  the  doing  whereof,  the  faid 
fchoolmader  (hall  have  a lodging  within  the  faid  hofpiral  at  the  mailer’s  ap- 
pointment, and  yearly  out  of  the  profits  of  the  (aid  hofpital  four  pounds,  to  be 
paid  quarterly,  by  even  proportions ; and  for  his  further  relief  he  (hall  be  from 
time  to  time  (if  the  mafter  (hall  think  it  convenient)  receiver  of  all  the  revenues, 
commodities  and  profits,  of  the  faid  hofpital,  and  (hall  likewife  have  and  receive 
forfuch  his  colle&ion  yearly  twenty-fix  (hillings  and  eight-pence,  to  be  paid  at  the 
feaft  of  the  Annunciation  of  St.  Mary  the  Virgin,  and  St.  Michael  the  Archangel, 
by  even  portions,  and  two  loads  of  wood,  yearly,  brought  and  laid  at  the  faid  hof- 
pital,  without  any  his  charge,  and  one  fummer  lyvery  coat  cloth, 

e<  Item,  It  is  ordered,  that  out  of  the  profits  of  the  faid  hofpital,  there  (hall  be 
paid  for  ever  unto  two  fcholars,  to  be  taken  out  of  the  common  fchool  in  Canter- 
bury, commonly  called  the  Mynt,  by  the  mafter  of  the  faid  hofpital,  with  the 
7 confent 
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confent  and  aflent  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  for  the  time  being,  to  be  fent 
and  placed  in  the  college  of  Corpus  Chrifti,  and  the  Virgin  Mary  in  Cambridge, 
three  pounds,  fix  (hillings  and  eight-pence,  yearly,  according  to  the  lad  former 
ordinance  in  that  behalf  made. 

“ Further,  whereas  by  former  ordinances,  the  mafter  of  the  faid  hofpital  is  only 
tied  to  pay  in  the  time  of  peace  unto  the  poor  paflengers,  or  to  fuch  other  poor 
people  as  the  mafier  (hall  think  good,  thirty-pence  a week,  and  in  the  time  of 
war,  that  payment  ceafing,  to  provide  xii  beds  for  the  lodging  of  poor  foldiers 
pafiing  through  the  fame  city,  within  the  faid  hofpital,  for  one  night’s  fpace  only, 
which  are  now  grown  wholly  out  of  ufe,  efpecially  fince  the  lofs  of  Calais ; now 
for  the  better  relief  of  the  poor  inhabiting  within  the  city  of  Canterbury,  and  the 
fuburbs  thereof  ; 

“ It  is  ordered,  that  the  former  lad  recited  order  (hall  ceafe,  and  that  infiead 
thereof  there  (hall  be  five  in-brothers  and  five  in  fillers,  from  time  to  time,  to  be 
nominated  and  admitted  as  hereafter  is  fpecified,  which  (hall  be  permanent,  and 
have  their  habitation  within  the  faid  hofpital. 

“ And  after  the  end  of  twenty  years  next  enfuing,  there  (hall  be  five  other  called 
-out- brothers,  and  five  other  called  out-fifters,  -to  be  alfo  nominated  and  admitted, 
from  time  to  time,  as  hereafter  is  mentioned. 

(l  And  every  of  the  laid  in-brothers  and  in-fifiers  (hall  have  a feveral  dwelling 
and  lodging  within  the  faid  hofpital,  and  twenty-fix  drillings  and  eight-pence  by 
rheyear,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  and  one  load  of  wood,  to  be  laid  at  the  faid  hofpital 
yearly,  between  Midfummer  and  Michaelmas,  without  any  charge  unto  the  faid 
brethren  or  fillers,  or  any  of  them. 

“ And  every  of  the  faid  out-brothers  and  out-fifters,  after  the  end  of  twenty 
years  next  enfuing,  (hall  have  twenty-fix  (hillings  and  eight-pence  bv  the  year  only, 
Lkewife  to  be  paid  quarterly. 

“ Item,  It  is  ordered,  that  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Canterbury,  for  the  tiire 
■being,  fhall  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  nominate  unto  the  mafter  of  the  faid 
hofpital,  for  every  the  faid  brothers  and  fifiers  rooms  at  fuch  time  as  they  or  any 
of  them  (hall  be  void  and  unfurnifhed,  and  not  otherwise,  two  poor  perfons,  men 
or  women,  as  the  places  (hall  require,  being  lame,  impotent,  blind,  or  aged,  and 
above  fifty  years;  and  which  fhall  have  inhabited  within  the  city  of  Canterbury,  or 
the  fuburbs  thereof,  by  the  fpace  of  feven  years  lad  before  their  nomination,  of 
the  which  two  being  fo  qualified  and  nominated,  the  mafter  of  the  faid  hofpital 
(hall  choofe  and  admit  one,  and  none  other,  to  the  place  void,  unleis  the  mayor  for 
the  time  being  (hall  refufe  or  negledt  to  nominate  (uch  perfons  as  are  in  this  ordi- 
nance appointed,  by  the  fpace  of  three  months  after  notice  to  him  given  by  the 
mafter  for  the  time  being,  of  the  vacancy  of  any  fuch  room  or  place ; in  which 
cafe  only,  the  mafier  (hall  have  full  power  of  his  own  choice  to  admit  any  that 
fhall  be  qualified  as  is  abovefaid. 

“ Provided  always,  That  for  the  rocm  or  rooms  of  every  out-brother  and  fifter, 
the  faid  mayor  of  Canterbury  for  the  time  being  fhall  nominate  and  appoint  two 
fuch  perfons  as  are  before  fpecifyed,  whereof  one  at  the  lead  (hall  be  fuch  as  hath 
■dwelt  within  the  faid  city  or  fuburbs  thereof  asaforefaid,  but  not  within  the  county

nation, to  the  end  that  poor  people  dwelling  within  the  city  and  fuburbs,  and  not 
within  the  county  of  the  faid  city,  might  [may"  receive  fome  benefit  by  this  ordinance, 
according  to  the  true  meaning  thereof.  , 

“ Alfo  it  is  further  decreed,  1'hat  if  any  of  the  faid  brothers  or  fillers  after  their 
admittance  fhall  ufually  go  abroad  a begging,  either  within  the  city  or  elfewherc, 
without  licence  under  the  hands  and  feais  of  the  mayor  of  Canterbury,  and  the 
mailer  of  the  faid  hofpital,  for  the  time  being,  which  licences  fhall  not  be  granted 
but  upon  fome  manifeil  and  extreme  neceflity,  or  fhall  be  ctherwife  ofFenfive  in 
life,  the  faid  mailer  fhall  call  him  or  her  before  him,  and  admonilli  them  to  defift 
from  fuch  demeanour ; and  if  after  admonition  they  fhall  not  amend,  then  fhall 
the  party  lb  eftloons  offending  forfeit  and  lofe  one  quarter’s  wages,  which  fhall  be 
divided  and  bellowed  upon  the  in  brothers  and  in  fillers  that  fhall  live  orderly.  And 
the  faid  mailer  for  the  time  being  fhall  admonifh  the  fecund  rime  the  party  fo' 
offending;  but  if  after  the  fecond  admonition  it  fhall  be  juftly  proved  to  the  mailer,, 
that  he  or  fhe  hath  again  offended  in  the  like,  then  fhall  the  laid  party  be  by  the 
mayor  and  mailer  displaced  without  further  delay,  and  another  fhall  be  chofen  inter 
the  room  *.  But  if  the  offence  be  notorious  or  enormous,  as  incelf,  adultery,  for- 
nication, and  fuch  like,  the  mailer  (hail  remove  the  party  fo  notorioufly  offending, 
without  any  admonition.  And  thefc  admonitions  andfentences  of  displacing,  with 
the  caufes  thereof,  fhall  be  regiflred  by  the  fchoolmafler  in  a book  for  that  purpofe,- 
wherein  the  names  of  every  brother  and  filter,  and  the  time  of  their  admittance, 
(hall  be  alfo  entered,  immediately  after  they  fhall  be  admitted. 

“ And  it  is  alfo  ordered,  I hat  the  mafler  of  the  faid  hofpital  for  the  time  being 
(hall,  of  the  profits  of  the  faid  hofpital,  repair  and  fuftain  the  faid  hofpital,  and  all 
the  houfes  and  edifices  belonging  to  the  fame,  and  within  the  circuit  thereof ; and  alfo  • 
fufficicntly  fufrain  and  maintain  the  bridge,  called  the  King’s-bridge,  alias  Eaflbridge, 
within  the  city  of  Canterbury,  and  pay  to  the  queen’s  majefty,  her  heirs- and  luc— 
ceffors,  vij  1.  and  xs.  yearly,  due  to  her  highr.efs  for  a penfion  of  a chantery,  I'ome-

the  faid  hofpital,.  nor  make  any  wood-fales  of  the  woods  thereunto  belonging,  with- 
out the  exprels  confent  and  affent  in  writing  of  the  archbifhop  of  Canterbury  forr 
the  time  being,  and  fhall  yearly,  between  the  feafts  of  St.  Michael  'and  St.  Andrew, 
make  a true  account  of  all  the  iffues  and  profits  received  of  the  faid  hofpital  for  the 
year  part,  if  it  fhall  be  demanded,  to  the  laid  archbifhop  •,  fo  that  of  the  furplufage 
(all  the  charges  defalked)  the  portions  of  the  faid  brethren  and  fillers  may  be  in-- 
creafed,  at  the  will  of  the  archbifhop,  as  heretofore  hath  been  ufed.

Thefe  ordinances  are  confirmed  by  a£t  of  parliament,  which 
aft  was  obtained  by  the  foie  care  and  induftry  of  archbifhop 
Whitgift ; and  he  not  only  procured  the  a£t  to  be  palled,  but 
had  the  chief  hand  in  framing  and  contriving  of  the  fame  : 
for  he  gave  directions  to  fome  eminent  lawyer  to  draw  up  the 
bill  to  be  prefented  to  the  parliament ; and  when  he  had  done 
this,  he  reviewed  and  ftriCtly  confidered  the  feveral  claufes  of 
the  faid  bill,  and  with  his  own  hand  made  feveral  confiderable 
amendments ; the  particulars  whereof  are  thefe,  which  I have 
taken  out  of  the  original  itfelf.

Thomas,  founded  and  endowed,  as  it  is  alledged,  by  certain  archbifhops  of  Can- 
terbury, of  one  matter  and  his  fucceftors,  which  matter  hath  been  always  fince  of 
the  collation  of  the  archbifhop  of  Canterbury  for  the  time  being,  and  inttituted 
and  ir.dudted  into  the  fame ; and  by  the  firft  ordinance  hath  and  might  take  all  the 
profits  of  the  faid  hofpital  to  his  own  ufe,  bellowing  only  for  the  relief  of  wander- 
ing and  wayfaring  brethren  and  poor,  in  bread  and  drink,  after  the  rate  of  4d.  the 
day,  and  one  night’s  lodging  for  12  perfons  (if  fo  many  come  thither  at  one  time), 
in  the  whole  not  above  fix  pounds,  two  (hillings  and  fix-pefree  peT  annum,  until  the

college  of  Corpus  Chrifti  and  the  bleffed  Virgin  Mary,  in  Cambridge,  and  the

the  laid  mailer  or  keeper,  fellows  or  fcholars,  and  their  fucceffors,  convenient 
chamber,  cominons,  barber,  launder,  reading,  and  other  neceffaries  as  other  fcholars 
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in  the  faid  college  have  had  and  enjoyed,  and  {hall  have  and  enjoy  in  the  (aid 
college,  according  to  common  cuftom,  or  otherwife,  for  and  during  the  term  of  two 
hundred  years  next  enfuing  the  date  hereof.  And  further  do  covenant  and  grant, 
that  when  and  fo  often  as  it  fhall  happen,  any  of  the  faid  fcholars  fo  named  and 
admitted  in  form  aforefaid,  to  be  expulfed,  or  otherwife  removed  from  the  faid 
college,  or  benefits  aforefaid,  by  any  manner  of  means,  that  then  they  the  faid 
mailer  or  keeper,  fellows  or  fcholars,  and  their  fuccelfors,  will  and  (hall  receive  and 
admit,  from  time  to  time,  into  the  faid  college,  other  fuch  fcholar  or  fcholars,  to 
enjoy  the  rooms,  fcholarlhips,  and  benefits  aforefaid,  as  fhall  be  from  time  to  time 
chofen,  examined,  and  approved  by  the  mafter  of  the  faid  hofpital  and  his 
fuccefTors,  for  the  time  being,  with  the  confent  of  the  faid  dean  of  Chrift  Church,, 
in  Canterbury,  and  his  fuccefTors,  for  the  time  being  (if  any  dean  fhall  be  then),  or 
elfe  by  the  mailer  only,  out  of  the  faid  fchool  of  Canterbury  as  aforefaid,  to  the 
faid  college,  which  fcholar  or  fcholars  fhall  have  and  enjoy  all  fuch  profits  and 
commodities  as  the  other  did  and  fhould  have  had  and  enjoyed,  by  the  cuftcms, 
orders,  and  flatures  of  the  faid  college,  during  all  the  faid  term  of  two  hundred 
years.  And  that  if  default  at  any  time  fhall  be  had  or  made  by  the  Lid  mafter 
or  keeper,  fellows  or  fcholars,  and  their  fuccefTors,  in  refufiug  to  admit  or  receive 
the  faid  fcholars,  or  any  of  them  fo  chofen,  examined,  and  approved  of  in  form 
aforefaid,  and  fent  to  the  faid  college  by  the  letter  fubferibed  by  the  hand  of  the 
faid  mafter,  and  dean  of  the  faid  church,  or  their  fuccefTors,  if  any  dean  be,  or  elfe 
by  the  hand  of  the  faid  mafter  only ; or  in  allowance  of  neceflaries  in  form  above- 
mentioned,  that  then  for  every  refufal  of  fuch  fcholars,  or  any  default  by  them 
contrary  to  the  covenant  in  thefe  indentures  exprefled,  they  fhall  pay  to  the  mafter 
of  the  hofpital,  and  his  fuccefTors,  the  fom  of  twenty  fhillings  of  lawful  money  of 
England,  with  the  reafonable  cofts  of  fuit  and  travail  in  and  about  the  fame  : And 
further  do  covena  t with  the  mafter  of  the  faid  hofpital,  and  his  fuccefTors,  that 
within  fix  weeks  after  every  expulfion,  or  removing  of  any  fcholar  admitted  or  re- 
ceived from  the  faid  college,  the  faid  mafter  or  keeper,  fellows  or  fcholars,  and 
their  fuccefTors  or  aftigns,  fhall  make  notice  to  the  mafter  of  the  faid  hofpital,  or 
his  fuccefTors,  of  the  faid  expullion  or  removing.  In  witnefs  whereof,  as  well  the 
mafter  of  the  faid  hofpital,  for  him  and  his  fuccefTors,  as  alfo  the  fa  id  mafter  or- 
keeper,  and  fellows  or  fcholars,  for  them  and  their  fuccefTors,  to  thefe  indentures 
have  interchangeably  Tet  their  Teals.  Dated  the  day  and  year  firft  above  written.”

The  Priory  of  St.  Gregory,  in  Canterbury. 

In  the  Northgate-Street,  over-againft  the  Hofpital  of  St.  John, 
Archbilhop  Lanfranc  founded  [a  church,  in  honour  of  St.  Gre- 
gory, the  Pope],  for  fecular  priefts,  A.  D.  1084;  but  Archbilhop 
William  {temp.  Hen.  I.]  made  it  a priory  of  [Black  Canons,  or] 
Regulars.  Leland. 

Eadmerus  fays,  thefe  canons  were  to  u adminifter  to  the  infirm 
<£  people  of  St.  John’s  hofpital  whatfoever  was  necefiary  for  the 
“ good  of  their  fouls,  and  to  take  care  alfo  of  their  burial.”  And 
Somner  fuppofes  it  to  have  been  <£  the  firft  houfe  of  Regular 
“ Canons  in  the  kingdom.”  Oh  July  2,  1145,  the  church,  we 
are  informed  by  Gervafe,  was  burnt. 

Archbilhop  Hubert  confirmed  this  priory  and  its  revenues. 
See  Dugdale’s  Monafticon,  vol.  II.  p.  373,  where  thefe  Charters 
are  printed.

At  cardinal  Bonrchier’s  vifitation  there  were  only  five  canons, 
befkfes  the  prior;  but  [about  the  time  of  theDiftolution,  here  were 
thirteen  religious,  who  were  endowed  with  the  yearly  revenue  of 
121I.  15s.  id.perann.  Dugdale . 166I.  4s.  5 {d.  Speed.  Lambard. 
reckons  it  only  30I.  The  fite  was  granted,  28  Henry  VIII.  to  the 
archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  in  exchange  for  Wimbledon.  ’Tanner . 

It  is  now  held,  on  a leafe  from  his  grace,  by  George  Gipps,  efq. 
one  of  the  prefent  members  for  Canterbury.  The  precindt,  or 
vill,  maintains  its  own  poor,  and  is  extra- parochial. 

Mr.  Goflling’s  account  of  its  prefent  Rate  is  as  follows  : 

u Part  of  this  priory  is  now  Handing,  but  not  a great  deal,, 
only  one  large  room,  unlefs  the  buildings  of  the  ftreet  may  be 
looked  on  as  the  lodgings  of  the  poor  and  lick,  who  were  pro- 
vided for  there.  The  ground  belonging  to  its  precindt  is  almoft 
entirely  laid  out  in  gardens  for  our  market.  The  chapel  of  St. 
Thomas  (whofe  ruins  are  there)  had  over  the  door,  at  the  weft 
end  of  it,  a handfome  old  arch,  which  the  archbifhop’s  leffee 
took  down-  fome  years  ago,  to  make  a portal  to  his  own  dwelling- 
houfe,  at  St.  Thomas’s-hill;  but  that  being  fold  and  rebuilt,  a 
curious  gentleman  2 in  the  country,  by  adapting  the  front  of  one 
of  his  out-buildings  to  it,  has  preferved  this  piece  of  antiquity, 
and  added  to  the  beauties  of  his  feat.” 

The  little  that  remains  of  this  ancient  ftrudlure  may  be  feen 
in  the  view  of  it  given  in  plate  IX.  fig.  1.5  and  the  ruins  of  St.. 
Thomas’s  chapel  in  fig.  2.],

(as  I find  by  the  will  of  one  William  Harry,  of  St.  Martin,  A.  D. 
1461,  who  gave  a legacy  to  it,)  The  Chapel  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
St.  'Thomas  the  Martyr , fituate  in  the  garden  of  St.  Gregory's So

In  the  fouth-eaft  part  of  Canterbury  was  a Benedictine  nunnery, 
founded  by  archbifhop  Anfelm  about  A.  D.  1 100.  It  was  called  St. 
Sepulchre’s,  and  had  [a  priorefs,  and]  five  or  feven  nuns.  Speed . 

Its  principal  benefactors  to  it  were  William  Calvel,  citizen  of 
Canterbury,  King  Richard  I.  l,  and  the  prior  and  convent  of 
Chrift  Church. 

A.  D.  1184.  The  parfonage  of  St.  Edmund  of  Ridingate  was 
granted  to  it  by  the  abbot  and  convent  of  St.  Auguftine’s,  which 
church  was  afterwards  united,  with  the  confent  of  the  nuns,  to  St. 
Mary  Bredin,  A.  D.  1349.  To  the  vicar  of  thisparifh  they  paid  a 
yearly  penfion  of  60s. 

This  nunnery  was  diffolved  28  Henry  VIII.  and  valued  then 
at  38I.  10s.  7{d.  Speed . 29I.  12s.  5jd.  Dugd. 

The  fite  was  granted,  30  Henry  VIII.  in  lieu  of  fome  other 
lands,  to  the  archbilhop  of  Canterbury,  but  afterwards,  30,  Henry 
VIII.  to  James  Hales.  'Tanner. 

After  this  prince  had  given  the  wood,  or  foreft,  of  Blean  to  Chrift  Church, 
W.  the  prior  and  convent  of  the  fame  granted  to  this  nunnery,  and  the  priorefs  and 
convent  thereof,  as  much  wood  as  one  horfe  going  twice  a day  could  fetch  thence, 
where  the  church  wood-reeves  lhould  appoint;  which  uncertainty,  in  the  year  1270, 
the  nuns  relealing,  had  in  lieu,  and  by  way  of  exchange  for  it,  a certain  part  or 
portion  of  the  faid  Blean-wood  ^90  acres]]  aftigned  and  made  over  to  them,  as  appears 
from  the  words  of  the  deed;  the  which  wood  retains  to  this  day  the  name  of  Min - 
then-wood,  taking  its  name  from  the  nuns,  which  our  anceftors,  from  the  Saxon 
^Uynecena,  called  Minchens • Sowner.

In  1365,  Cecilia  Thornford,  priorefs  of  St.  Sepulchre’s,  refigned 
her  place  into  the  hands  of  Simon  [Langham]  archbilhop  of  Can- 
terbury, who  Tent  his  letters,  dated  at  Maghfeld,  Feb.  19* 
A.  D.  1365,  to  Robert  [Hathbrandj  Prior  of  Canterbury,  com- 
miffioning  him  to  eledf  a new  priorefs.  Accordingly,  on  March 
3,  he  went  to  the  priory  or  church  of  St.  Sepulchre’s,  and  cal- 
ling all  the  nuns  together,  he  elected,  confirmed,  and  inftalled 
Joan  de  Cheriton,  one  of  the  lifters  of  that  houfe,  and  in  all 
refpedts  rightly  qualified  to  be  the  priorefs. 

Archbilhop  Morton,  by  his  laft  will,  gave  lands  near  Maidffone, 
in  the  Mote  park,  and  a mill  near  the  fame  park,  to  the  church 
of  Canterbury,  the  archbifhop  and  his  fucceffors,  to  the  end  that 
he  and  his  fucceffors  for  ever  fhould  pay  yearly  to  the  priorefs 
and  nuns  of  St.  Sepulchre’s  eight  marks  to  find  a prieft  to  celebrate 
mafs  within  the  faid  nunnery,  in  a chantery  founded  in  the  fame 
by  John  de  Bourn,  formerly  redtor  of  Frackenham,  in  the  time  of 
archbilhop  Wittlefey. 

In  the  taxation  in  the  archdeacon’s  black  book,  A.  D.  1292, 
the  temporalities  of  thefe  nuns  were  thus  rated:  “ In  Canterbury 
and  the  fuburb,  Bifhopesbourn,  Taynton,  [Thanington]  Hackyn- 
ton,  and  Little  Hardres,  xiil.  xs.  vd.  tenths  xxvs.  Ad.” 

“ At  this  place,”  fays  Somner,  “ fometime  one  Elizabeth 
“ Barton,  more  vulgarly  known  by  the  name  of  the  Holy  Maid 
u of  Kent,  that  great  impoftor  of  her  time,  was  a vailed  nun 
*l  and  votarefs.  Whofe  pranks  and  pradtices,  or  rather  the 

monks  and  other  papaliis,  by  her  agency,  are  obvious  both  in 
<£  our  ftatutes  and  ftories.  ...  “ It 
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“ It  feems  the  parifh  church  of  St.  Sepulchre  was  born  clown 
“ in  the  fame  fall  with  the  nunnery.  For  however  frequent 
u mention  may  be  found,  both  of  parifli,  church,  and  church- 
“ yard  alfo  before,  yet  fince  the  fnppreffion,  the  place  of  the  two 
44  latter  is  unknown,  the  limits  of  the  other  uncertain,  and  the 
“ memory  of  all  three  almoft  extindh  Only  that  flone-gate  by 
“ the  turning  on  your  left  hand  to  Dover-ward,  feems  to  have 
“ been  the  weftern  door  of  the  church  *,  as  I colledt  by  this 
u boundary” : “ Of  the  land  which  lieth  over  againft  the  church 
<s  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre,  nigh  a ftreet  by  which  they  go  toward 
“ Dudendale  [now  Morton-farm],  on  the  fouth-fide  of  the  faid 
“ church.”  u The  boundary  of  the  piece  of  ground  diredlly  over- 
“ againft  it.  The  laft  lady  priorefs  of  this  houfe,  by  name  Dame 
“ Philip  John  [Philippa  Joan"1,  lies  buried  in  the  north-ile  of 
16  St.  George’s  church,  which  in  her  will  fhe  calls  The  Chappel  of 
“the  Blefled  Mary.” 

Juliana,  priorefs,  and  the  convent  of  St.  Sepulchre’s,  granted  a 
fourth  part  of  an  acre  of  land  to  the  hofpital  of  E.aftbridge.  See 
the  Grant,  p.  313.  This  was  before  the  year  1227.

ANTIQUITIES  IN  KENT. 

[Tradition  fays,  that  thefe  fillers  were  fo  indigent,  that  they 
were  ll y led  the  poor  nuns  of  St.  Sepulchre’s.] 

Hofpital  of  St.  James,  or  St.  Jacob,  near  Canterbury. 

This  was  an  ancient  hofpital,  dedicated  to  St.  James,  for  xxv 
leprous  lifters,  a priorefs,  three  priefts,  and  one  clerk,  founded* 
before  1188,  in  the  fuburbs  of  Canterbury,  at  the  end  of  Win- 
cheap,  near  Thanington,  and  thence  fometimes  called  “ Hofpitalir 
“ de  Win  cheap”  Lambarde  and  Weever  have  faid  by  miftake,  that 
it  was  founded  by  queen  Eleanor,  wife  to  king  Henry  III.  But 
long  before  that,  viz.  in  king  John’s  time,  “ the  prior  and  con- 
vent of  Chrift  Church,  Canterbury,  took  it  into  their  cuftody  and 
protection.”  See  the  charter  cited  by  Somner,  ex  archiv . eccl'is 
Chrijliy  Cant9* 

“ Afterwards  Henry  III.  gave  the  parfonage  of  Bradegate  * 
towards  the  augmentation  of  its  endowment. 

u Its  revenues  were  Firmin’s  Barton,  fo  called  from  Firmin, 
once  governor  of  it  ; the  reft  lay  at  Egerton,  Charing,  Merfham, 
Blean,  Hakynton,  Natindon  [Nackington],  Thanington,  Sha- 
doxherft,  Kingfnoth,  Roking,  and  in  and  about  Canterbury* 
valued  de  claro , at  46 1.

A.  D.  1414.  John  [Woodnesburgh  Prior  of  Canterbury, 
vifited  the  hofpital  of  St.  James,  and  gave  feveral  ftatutes  and 
ordinances  to  regulate  the  fervices  of  the  chapel,  and  the  well 
government  of  the  hofpital.  And  he  calls  himfelf  Ho/pit  a P S'ti 
Jacobi  juxfa  Cant\  ab  ejufdem  fundatione , cufios  atque  vijitator. 
Thefe  Statutes  are  omitted  by  Somner  ; but  fee  them,  p.  431. 

I have  examined  the  charter  cited  by  Somner,  p.  77,  the  two 
laft  lines,  and  p.  78  s;  and  it  is  true,  except  p.  78,  line  16.  4 read, 
appofitione  ilia  roboravimus.

Mr.  Somner,  p.  77.  in  his  own  book,  [ill  edit.]  hath  added  in 
writing.  “ In  archbifhop  Baldwin’s  time  I find  exprefs  mention 
of  this  hofpitai,  and  of  the  then  mafter  and  founder  (as  an  old 
book  calls  him),  Magifter  Feramin  [or  Firmin]  by  name;  to 
whom,  with  the  prior  of  Feverfham,  letters  were  directed  from 
pope  Clement  III.  about  the  then  differences  between  the  fame 
archbifhop  and  his  monks,  touching  the  college  at  Hakinton,  as 
may  be  leen  in  Gervas  Dorobern  V’ 

p.  79.  Mr.  Sornner  adds,  That  “ archbifhop  Baldwin  was  dif- 
pleafed  with  this  hofpitai,  becaufe  Mr.  Feramin,  the  then 
mailer,  was  one  of  thofe  that  were  commanded  to  execute 
the  pope's  decree  in  favour  of  the  monks  againft  the  archbifhop. 
Gervas  Dorobern  V’ 

Thus  there  were  three  hofpitals  near  the  city  for  lepers,  Her- 
baldown,  St.  James,  and  St.  Laurence,  all  without  the  walls,  of 
which  fee  Jolephi  Antiq.  Judaic.  1.  ix.  c.  4,  5.  The  Samaritans 
had  a law  that  leprous  perfons  fhould  go  out  of  the  city  ; and 
Choppine  de  Sacra  Politia,  1.  3.  tit.  5.  fays,  that  the  phyficians 
excluded  leprous  perfons  from  the  city.  Of  fuch  lazar-houfes, 
fee  alfo  Coke  upon  Littleton,  fol.  135,  136. 

In  the  council  at  London,  under  Hubert  Walter,  archbifhop 
of  Canterbury,  A.  D.*i  200,  there  was  a particular  canon  made, 

“ Uc  leproli  coemiterium  et  propriam  habeant  capellam  V* 

“ Affedu  pietatis  indudi,  concilii  Lateranenfis  eciam  inftitutione  fuffulti,  decer- 
nimus  ut  ubicunque  tot  leprofi  fimul  fuerint  congregati  qui  ecclefiam  cum  coemi- 
terio  fibi  conftruere,  et  proprio  valeant  gaudere  preibytcro;  fine  contradidione  aliquu 
habere  permittantur,  &c.” 

This  fliews  the  number  of  lazars  in  thofe  days  to  have  been 
very  many.

Sept.  6,  Joan,  priorefs,  and 
the  lifters  of  the  convent  of  St.  James,  demifed  by  leafe  to 
William  [Selling],  prior  and  the  convent  of  Chrift  Church,  Can- 
terbury, for  ihe  term  of  40  years,  their  lands,  tenements,  and 
appurtenances,  lying  near  Filernhil  [Tyler-hill],  in  the  parifhes 
of  St.  Stephen  de  Hakynton,  near  Canterbury,  and  of  St.  Cofmus 
and  Damian  in  La  Blean,  containing  93  acres  of  land,  3 roods, 
and  33  perches,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  33  s.  4d.  (all  timber  ex- 
cepted.) Regiftrum  Cant’  R.

And  there  being  no 
fund  for  repairs,  Mr.  William  Rigden,  brewer,  who  died  m 1776, 
fettled  in  truft  and  conveyed  for  that  purpofe,  in  1,77 1,  a melfuage 
and  fmith’s  forge  in  Hawk’s-lane,  which  let  for  61.  per  ann.

It -Bands  in  a lane  in  St.  Mildred’s  parifh,  leading  from  Caflle- 
flreet  to  Stour-ftreet,  and  confifts  of  ten  tenements,  with  a chapel 
near  the  centre,  as  reprefen  ted  in  the  plan,  plate  IX.  fig.  2. 
where  prayers  are  read  twice  a week  by  the  prior.  On  the 
chapel  is  this  infcription  : 

“ This  houfe  and  chapel  was  founded  by  John  Maynard,  for  3 brothers  and  4 
cc  fifters,  Anno  Domini , 1317,  in  the  izth  year  of  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the 
“ fecond.

The  Hofpital  of  Poor  Priests. 

An  hofpital,  for  the  relief  of  poor,,  infirm,  and  aged  prieds?, 
in  St.  Margaret’s  paridi,  was-  founded,  Tanner  fays,,  by  arch- 
deacon Simon  Langton,  before.  1243.  Thorn  fays,  “ lie  founded 
it  with  the  alms  and  charity  of  feveral. benefactors 

Soon  after  its  foundation,  the  abbot  and  convent  of  St.  Au- 
gudine’s  [at  the  indance  of  the  founder  ! granted  to  it  the  par- 
fonage  of  Stodmardi.  The  grant  of  it  is  in  Thorn,  col.  1 892. 

A.  D.  1249,  before  St.  Margaret’s  church  was  united  to  the 
hofpital,  a compolition  was  made,  with  the  recdor  for  tithes,  Sec. , 
preferved  in  Thorn,  col.  1897. 

A.  D.  1271,  that  church  vras  given  to  it  by  Hugh  Mortimer, 
archdeacon,  with  confent  of  the  patrons,  the  abbot  and  convent 
aforefaid.  See  the  grant  in  Somner.  See  alfo  Thorn,  col.  1920. 

A mill  belonged  to  it,  out  of  which  4 budiels  of  wheat  were 
yearly  paid  to  the  hofpital  of  Eaftbridge,  See  more  of  this,  in 
Somner,  „p.  138.

This  hofpital  .w as  fpared  at  the  general  diflolution;  and  in  s 
queen  Mary’s  reign,  Hugh  Barret  was  prefented  to  it  by  arch- 
deacon Harpsfield,  patron  of  it.

The  hofpital  of  St.  Laurence  in  the  S.  E.  fuburb,  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  road  from  Canterbury  to  Dover,  was  founded 
(fays  the  private  Leiger  “),  in  ii37>  ky  abbot  Hugh  II.  of  that 
name,  and  the  convent  of  St.  Auguftine,  for  the  reception  and 
relief’  of  lazar  or  leprous  monks,  and  of  the  parents  and  relations 
of  fuch  as  were  reduced  to  beggary  3.  The  names  of  grants  at 
the  beginning  were  Fratribus  S.  Laurentii ; Fratribus  et  Sororibus 
S Laurentii\ and  afterwards,  from  the  47  Edward  HI.  they  granted 
and  received  by  the  names  of  priorefs  and  fitters,  and  there  weje 
no  brothers.  Nine  acres  of  land  within  the  lordihip  of  St.  Au- 
guftine were  given  by  the  founder  (as  appears  by  the  charier  an- 
nexed) on  the  right  fide  of  the  road  to  Dover,  with  all  the  tithes 
of  the  manor  of  Longport,  and  all  the  tithes  of  wheat  and  peas 
adjoining  on  the  left  fide.  The  tithes  of  the  whole  manor  of 
Dodingdale  [now  Morton]  were  afterwards  added  by  Richard  de 
Marci,  the  lord  of  it  (fee  his  charter),  with  many  other  benefactions

In  May,  1574,  i6Elizab.  it- was  found  by  inqniiition,  vntute 

officii,  before  the  efcheator  of  Kent,  that  this  hofpital  was  con- 
cealed, and  worth  yearly  41.  which  being  returned  into  the 
exchequer, , one  Honywood  took  a leale  of  it  lor  * 
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yielding  4I.  yearly,  after  he  lhould  have  pofTefhon  of  the 
premifes  by  virtue  of  the  faid  leafe  ; and  in  default  of  payment 
for  a certain  fpace,  the  leafe  was  to  be  void. 

This  eftate  and  manlion-houfe,  built  on  or  near  the  fite  of 
the  old  monaftery,  being  veiled  in  Sir  George  Rooke,  and  after- 
wards in  his  fon,  were  bequeathed  by  the  latter  to  his  relief!, 
lifter  to  the  late  vifeount  Dudley  and  Ward.  And  Mrs.  Rooke, 
at  her  death,  deviled  them  to  her  nephew,  the  prefent  vifeount. 
On  one  of  the  flinty  piers  of  the  old  gateway,  a figure  of  St. 
Laurence  on  the  gridiron  may  be  difeovered,  with  a man  Handing 
at  his  head,  and  another  at  his  feet  V’  Tanner,  however,  queries 
“ whether  it  was  not  rather  .built  in  memory,  of  St.  Laurence 
[as  he  ftyles  him]  the  archhilhop,  fucceffor  to  St.  Auguftine, 
than  of  the  broiled  martyr,  as  Somner,  terms  him  Y*  But  where 
does  it  appear  that  archbilhop  Laurence  was  ever  canonifed  ?

45  Item,  l give,  devife,  and  bequeath  unto  the  feveral  hofpitals  of  Eaflbridge,  alias 
St.  Thomas,  Maynard  Spittle,  St.  John,  and  St.  Nicholas  Harbledovvn,  in  and  near 
the  city  of  Canterbury,  and  to  every  of  them  refpectively,  the  fum  or  ten  fhillings 
apiece,  of  lawful  mcney  of  Great  Britain,  yearly,  and  every  year,  for  ever,  out  of 
the  rents,  iflues,  and  profits  of  my  two  mefiunges,  or  tenements,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, fituate  and  being  in  the  borough  of  Staplegate,  and  now  in  the  feveral 
occupations  of  Paul  Whitehurft  and  Matthew  Darby,  or  their  afiignr. 

“ Which  laid  feveral  and  reipedive  fums  of  ten  fhillings,  I will,  order,  and  appoint, 
fhall  be  refpectively  paid  to  the  prior,  brothers  and  filters  of  the  laid  refpedtive  hof- 
pitals, upon  the  twelfth  day  of  March  yearly  for  ever.  And  my  will  and  mind  is, 
that  if  default  fhall  happen  to  be  made  in  payment  of  the ' laid  feveral  fums  of  ten 
fhillings,  or  any  of  them,  to  the  Paid  feveral  hoipitals,  or  any  of  them',  at  the  day 
and  time  herein  before  appointed  for  the  payment  thereof,  that  then,  and  at  all 
times  afterwards,  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  priors,  brothers  and 
fillers  of  the  Paid  rcfpe&ive  hoipitals,  to  whom  the  faid  fum  of  ten  fhillings  fliall 
be  fo  unpaid,  to  enter  into  and  upon  the  Paid  two  meffuages  or  tenements,  or  either 
of  them,  to  diltrain,  and  the  diftrefs  and  diftr.effes  there  found  to  have,  take,  carry 
away,  keep,  retain,  poffefs,  and  enjoy,  until  the  faid  feveral  refpedtive  fums  of  ten 
fhillings,  and  all  arrears  thereof,  and  all  charges  in  and  about  taking  fuch  diftrefs,, 
fliall  be  fully  fatisfied  and  paid.”

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2.  A priory  of  Dominican,  or  Black,  Fryars,  in  St.  Alphage’s 
parilh,  founded  probably  not  long  after  1221,  by  king  Henry  II? . 
who,  it  is  faid,  built  them  a monaftery  on  the  banks  of  the  Stour, 
on  land  given  them  by  archbifhop  Langdon,  of  which  fome 
venerable  ruins  remain,  particularly  the  Gothic  arches  of  a 
bridge,  drawn  by  Mr.  Grofe  and  others,  and  the  fouth  gate- 
way, faced  with  fquare  flints,  in  St.  Peter’s- ft reet,  built  not  long 
before  the  30th  Edward  III.  This  is  engraved  in  Mr.  Thorpe’s 
Kentifh  Antiquities,  the  Vllth  number  of  this  work,  pi.  X. 
fig.  4.  It  had  two  other  gates,  or  paflages,  one  in  the  ftreet  near 
St.  Alphage’s  church,  and  the  other  in  Beft’s-lane  near  the 
Water-lock,  oppofite  Prince  of  Orange-lane,  then  the  Rufti- mar- 
ket, which  led  diredlly  to  their  church,  as  appears  by  a very 
exatft  ftained  drawing  of  that  and  the  monaftery,  with  its  pre- 
cincft,  and  a meafurement,  by  Thomas  Langdon,  1 505?  in  the 
pofleflion  of  the  rev.  Mr.  Byrch,  the  prefent  proprietor  of  the 
manor  and  principal  manfion,  which,  we  are  informed,  will  be 
engraved  in  the  llld  volume  of  Mr.  Hafted’s  Hiftory  of  Kent. 
Part  of  the  hall  is  now  the  Baptifts  meeting-houfe,  and  the  other 
is  the  houfe  of  Mr.  John  Haward ; there  are  no  veftiges  of  the 
church  but  part  of  the  north  wall,  and  part  of  the  church- 
yard is  the  Baptifts  burying-ground. 

An  indenture  is  ftill  in  being,  made  by  thefe  fryars  only  fiv^

“ This  indenture,  made  the  vith  day  of  the  month  of  February,  yn  the  xxvth 
yere  of  the  reigne  of  kyng  Henry  the  vuith  [A.  D.  1534]  witneffeth,  that  John 
Wenar,  por  of  the  houfe  of  Frers  prcheurs,  yn  the  citie  of  Canturbery,  and  the 
covent  of  the  fame  houfe,  of  their  hole  mynde,  affente,  and  confente,  have  dy- 
myfed,  graunted,  and  letten  to  ferme  unto  Richard  Burchard,  of  the  prfhe  of 
Sayndte  Elphe  yn  the  fayde  citie  of  Cantbery,  drap,  all  that  their  gardyne  with 
the  apptenns,  lyeing  and  beyng  within  the  fite  of  the  faid  place,  which e gardyne 
John  Edward,  vyntenar,  late  had  and  occupied  yn  ferme  of  the  por  and  covent  of

twenty  yeres  of  the  faid  terme,  xms.  mi  d.  of  lawful  money  of  England,  and 

yerely  by  the  fpace  of  the  other  xx  yeres  of  the  faid  terme,  xvs.  of  lawful  money 

of  England,  at  the  fefts  of  the  nativity  of  Sayn6te  John  Baptift,  Sayncte  Myghell. 

the  Archangell,  the  byrthe  of  our  Lord  God,  and  the  Annunciation  of  oure  Ladye 

the  Virgyne,  by  evyn  porcyons,  duryng  the  faid  terme  to  be  payd.  And  if  it  happen- 

the  faide  yerely  ferine  of  xms.  mid.  by  yere  duryng  the  faid  fyrft  xx  yeres,  or  of 

xvs.  by  yere  duryng  the  other  xx  yeres,  to  be  behynd  yn  parte,  or  yn  all  not 

payde,  the  fpace  of  xm  dayes  next  after  any  fefte  yn  the  whiche  it  owyght  to  be- 

paide,  as  it  is  above  lymyted,  fo  that  it  be  duely  alked  and  requyred  at  any  daye 

within  the  faid  xm  dayes,  then  it  (hall  be  lefull  to  the  prior  and  covent  aforefaid, 

and  theyr  fucceffors,  after  the  xm  dayes  expyred,  into  the  forefaid  gardyne,  with 

the  apprtences,  holy  to  re-entre,  and  the  fame  to  repoffiede,  and  have  agayne  and 

enjoye,  as  yn  theyre  former  poffeffion,  and  the  faid  Richard  Burchard  and  his 

affignes  from  the  fame  uttrely  to  expell,  put  outt,  and  amove,  this  indenture  yn 

any  wyfe  notwithftanding.  And  the  faid  Richard  Burchard  convenanteth  and 

graunteth  by  thefe  prefents  to  make  and  maynteyne,  by  all  the  faid  terme,  at  his 

^pre  codes  and  charges,  with  pale  or  otherwise  Efficiently,  fuche  claufures  as 

lhall  belong  to  hym  for  his  parte  about  the  faid  gardyne.  In  witneffe  whereof,  as* 

well  the  convent  feale  as  of  the  faid  por  and  convent,  as  the  feale  of  the  aforefaid.  # 

Rychard  Burchard,  to  thefe  indentures  enterchangeably  do  fett.  Geven  the  day 

and  yer  above  wrytten.  It  is  further  agreed  and  covenanted  between  the  faid  pties, 

that  the  faid  Richard  Burchard,  by  all  the  faid  time,  ffiall  Efficiently  repair,  the 

houfe  nowe  beyng  within  the  faid  gardyne,  at  his  coft  and  charge,  and  leve  the  fame 

gardyne  and  hous,  at  the  end  of  the  faid  time,  in  as  good  condition  as  it  now  is;  and- 

that  he  and  his  affigns,  by  all  the  faid  time,  ihal  have  free  coming  into  the  faid 

gardyne,  and  going  out  of  the  fame,  at  all  tymes  lawful  and  convenient.’5 

It  is  fairly  written  on  parchment,  indented.. 

Both  the  feals  are  loft : That  of  the  friars  was  Az.  on  a crofs 
Arg.  between  four  mitres  labelled  Or,  a.  text  furmounted 
with  the  letter  S.  fable

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After  the  diflolution,  this  fryary  was  granted  [30  Henry  VIII.] 
to  Thomas  Wifeman,  and  then  to  John  Harrington,  2 Eliz.  Tanner . 
The  next  proprietor  was  Hoveden,  who  was  fucceeded  by  Mr. 
Peter  Peters,  great-grand-father  of  Mrs.  Barrett,  3d  wife  of  the  late 
Thomas  Barrett,  efq;  of  Lee,  mother  of  Mrs.  Byrch,  who  brought 
it  in  marriage  to  the  rev.  Mr.  Byrch,  now  poffefTor  of  the  manor 
and  principal  manfion;  the  other  tenements  having  been  alienated..

3.  The  Francifcan,  Minor,  or  Grey  Fryars,  nine  of  whom 
came  into  England  in  1224,  of  whom  live,  by  the  direction  of 
Henry  III.  Rayed  and  fettled  in  Canterbury.  Alderman  Digges^ 
in  1273,  removed  them  to  an  ifland  in  the  weft  part  of  the  city,, 
then  called  Binnewith,  or  Binney  ifland,  now7  Bingley,  where  they 
continued  to  the  diflolution,  when  this  priory  was  granted, 
31  Henry  VIII.  to  Thomas  Spil'man.  Mr.  Hartcup  is  the  prefent 
proprietor-  A quit-rent  of  4s.  per  aim.  is  payable  out  of  it  to 
the  crown.  Of  this  building,  nothing  but  ruined  walls  and  fome 
arches  remain.  It  had  two  gates,  one,  the  eaft,  in  Stour-Street, 
the  other,  the  north,  in  St.  Peter’s-Street.  Lord  Badlefmere,. 
hanged  for  treafon,  1321,  Sir  Giles  his  fon,  and  i 7 other  knights 
and  ladies,  were  interred  there, 

4.  The  White  Fryars,  or  Heremites,  of  the  order  of  St.  Au- 
guftine,  who  obtained  a fettlement  and  houfe  by  the  gift  of 
Richard  French,  baker,  in  St.  George’s  parifli,  about  the  year 
1335.  King  Edward  III.  and  others  added  their  benefactions. 
Their  north  lfone  gate-way,  ftill  remaining  in  that  ftreet,  is  alio 
engraved  in  Mr..  Thorpe’s  Antiquities,  pi.  X.  fig.  3.  It  was 
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granted,  33  Henry  VIII.  to  G.  Harper,  banner.  The  manhon 
and  fite  are  now  in  the  poffeffion  of  David  Papillon,  efquire. 

5.  A houfe  of  the  Knights  Templars,  in  the  parilh  of  St.  Mary, 
Northgate,  fays  Somner,  but  more  probably  St.  Alphage,  as  all 
that  remains  of  it,  viz.  an  ancient  lfone  door-cafe,  is  in  that 
parifh,  near  Brown’s  (formerly  the  Abbot’s)  Mill,  fuppofed  by 
Mr.  Gohling  to  have  been  a back  door  to  it  r.  In  an  adjoining 
hore-houfe,  belonging  to  Mr.  Tremaine,  a woolcomber,  is  a 
very  fubhantial  rafter  of  chelhut,  a foot  and  a half  thick,  and 
feventeen  feet  long,  which  probably  belonged  to  the  building. 

6.  A houfe  in  the  fame  parifh,  belonging  to  the  priefts  of 
a chantry  ehablifhed  by  the  Black  Prince  in  1363,  in  the  under- 
croft of  the  cathedral,  whofe  crefc,  or  feather,  may  hill  be  feen 
on  a hone,  inferted  in  the  wall,  at  the  turning  oppofite  to  Behs- 
lane.  The  “ ancient  lfone-porch,”  mentioned  by  Somner  2,  or 
“ ancient  door-way  of  hone,”  as  Mr.  .Gohling  terms  it  3,  over 
which  thefe  arms  in  Somner’s  time  were  placed,  has  been  long 
removed,  the  prefent  being  a modern  wooden  door-cale.  But 
the  old  wall,  of  flint  and  hone,  into  which  it  opens,  and  which 
extends  wehward  towards  the  river,  was  probably  part  of  this 
chantry -houfe*  It  was  of  the  yearly  value  of  20s.  and  was 
kept  in  repair  by  the  prior  and  convent  of  Chrih-church. 

To  thefe  may  be  added,  as  foundations  now  exihing, 

8.  Jesus,  more  commonly  called  Boys’s,  Hofpital,  from  Sir  John 
Boys,  recorder  of  Canterbury,  Sec.  the  founder  of  it,  who  died 
in  1612,  of  which  Mr.  Gohling  gives  the  following  account: 

“ Sir  John  endowed  this  for  eight  poor  men,  and  four  women, 
viz.  a warden,  who  has  a houfe  to  himfelf,  leven  brothers,  of 
whom  one  is  claviger,  or  porter,  with  40s.  addition  to  his  falary, 
and  four  fibers their  apartments  form  three  fides  of  a little

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fquare,  on  a bank  clofe  by  the  much  frequented  road  from  Can- 
terbury to  Thanet,  and  the  coart  from  thence  to  Herne.  The 
entrance  is  by  a gate,  four  heps  above  the  road,  in  the  middle  of 
a dwarf  wall,  which  completes  the  fquare,  and  gives  the  fra- 
ternity a near  view  of  all  that  paffes.  The  warden  and  brothers 
ufually  attend'  the  cathedral  in  gowns  every  Sunday  morning.. 
Sir  John,  in  his  book  of  ordinances  of  this  hofpital,  dire&s  that 
the  warden  (hall  be  appointed  by  fuch  of  the  furname  of  the 
founder  as  111  all  be  owner  of  Bettefhanger  (if  not  under  age)  ;; 
or,  in  default  of  them,  by  fuch  of  the  fame  name  as  fhall  be 
owner  of  Fredville  [thefe  wrere  two  of  the  numerous  feats  of 
that  ancient  family  in  our  neighbourhood]  ; in  default  of  thefe, 4 
by  the  dean  of  Canterbury  for  the  time  being ; if  no  dean,  by 
the  mayor  of  the  city;  if  thefe  fail  to  nominate  in  two  months,, 
then,  after  proper  notifications,  by  the  archdeacon. 

“ The  feats  being  now  in  other  names  and  families,  our  deans^ 
have  for  many  fucceffions  been  mailers  here,  and  as  fuch,  on  any 
vacancy  of  brethren  or  lifters  places,  nominate  two  perfons 
ftatutably  qualified  to  the  mayor,  who  chufes  one  of  them.” 

9.  Cogan’sHouse,  in  St.  Peters- ftreet,  which  was  given  by  will, 
July  27,  1657,  by  a citizen  of  that  name,  in  truft  to  the  mayor 
and  corporation,  for  the  habitation  of  fix  poor  widows  of  clergy- 
men of  the  diocefe  of  Canterbury,  and  endowed  with  the  lands 
of  the  late  archbifhop  in  Littlebourn ; but  thefe  being  refumed 
at  the  Reftoration,  the  houfe  alone  remained,  unendowed.  This 
was,  however,  in  1696,  in  fome  meafure  compenfated  by  the 
benefaction  of  Ur.  Aucher,  a prebendary  of  the  cathedral ; who 
veiled  an  eftate  in  truftees  for  the  payment  of  ten  pounds  a year 
to  fix  clergymens  widows,  and  gave  a preference  to  thofe  in 
Cogan’s  houfe.  Five  guineas  a year  are  alfo  given  to  each  widow 
by  the  Society  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of.

Befides  Brotherhood  Wood,  of  nine  acres,  and 
Brotherhood  Clofe,  of  one  acre  and  a half  adjoining, 
in  the  parifh  of  Fordwich. 

The  income  of  thefe  eftates  in  1600  was  20  4 o 

March  21,.  1604.  Leonard  Cotton,  gent,  (mayor  of  the  city 
in  1580),  by  his  will,  of  this  date,  recites,  that  " he  meant  to 
increafe  the  number  of  poor  in  Maynard’s  Spital,  and  had  eredted 
three  rooms,  or  lodgings,  in  the  faid  Spital,  for  three  poor  perfons, 
viz.  one  poor  man,  and  two  poor  women,  to  be  placed  therein 
by  the  mayor  for  the  time  being,  out  of  the  parifh  of  St.  Mar- 
garet, if  any  there  capable  ; and  if  none  fuch  there,  then  out 
of  the  parifh  of  St.  Mildred  ; and  if  none  capable  there,  then 
out  of  the  county  of  the  faid  city  capable  thereof.  And  fuch 
poor  to  be  a widower  and  widows  of  good  and  honeft  conver- 
fation  ; merely  poor,  and  of  the  age  of  50  years  at  leaft.”  And 
for  the  perpetual  maintenance  of  fuch  poor,  the  teftator  gave 
to  truftees  “ a tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  St.  Mar- 
garet’s in  the  faid  city,  and  another  tenement,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, in  St.  Margaret’s  aforefaid,  and  another  tenement  and 
orchard,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Winecheap,  in  the  parifh 
of  St.  Mildred,  in  the  faid  city;  in  truft  to  continue  the  fame 
for  the  ufe  and  maintenance  of  fuch  three  poor  perfons  in  the 
faid  hofpital  for  ever,”  as  by  the  faid  will  fully  appears. 
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This  trull  has  been  faithfully  difcharged  and  perpetuated. 

The  eftates  given  by  the  teftator  are  leafed  out,  and  produce 
a clear  income  of  4I.  17s.  6d.  per  quarter  (or  19I.  10s.  per  ann.)* 
for  which  the  mayor  gives  his  receipt,  and  the  money  is  col- 
lected by  the  prior  of  Maynard’s  Spital,  and  paid  to  the  three 
poor  in  Cotton’s  foundation  quarterly. 

N.  B.  The  three  houfes  founded  by  Cotton  are  the  upper- 
moll  next  Caille-ftreet. 

November  3,  1703;  The  houfes, of  this  hofpital  were  blown 
down  by  the  great  ftorm.  And  foon  after,  the  mayor,  alder- 
* men,  and  common-council  drew  up  a petition  in  behalf  of  the 
poor  brothers  and  lifters,  for  a fubfcription  to  rebuild  the  fame. 
To  this  the  mayor  and  commonalty,.  collectively  and  individually* 
were  large  contributors;  as  were  the  archbifhop,  dean  and 
chapter,  members  for  the  city,  the  principal  inhabitants,  and 
many  of  the  neighbouring  gentry ; and  alderman  Oughton, 
then  chamberlain,  received  the  fubfcriptions,  amounting  to  301!. 
6s.  6-;d. 

Sept.  23,  1707.  At  a court  of  Burghmote,  the  mayor  and 
four  aldermen  were  appointed  to  forward  and  overfee  the  work. 

The  prefent  houfes  and  chapel,  were  erected  in  1708,  and 
coll  299I.  4s.  2d.  as  appears  by  the  faid. chamberlain’s  accounts.. 

April  30,  1768.  Thomas  Hanfon,.  of  Crofby-fquare,  London, 
efquire,  by  his  will  of  that  date  (proved  March  10,  1770),  be- 
queathed to  this,  Eaftbridge  and  St.John’s  hofpitals  in  Canterbury, 
the  intereft  of  50CI.  each  to  be  invefted  in  the  funds*  which 
amounts  to  1 7 1 . 10s.  each  a year,  and  is  half-yearly  divided 
among  the  refident  brothers  and  lifters,  by  the  mayor,  and  aider- 
men  who  have  been  mayors,  purfuant  to  the  faid  will. 

April  23,  1771.  William  Rigden,  of  the  city  of  Canterbury, 
brewer,  by  bargain  and  fale  (enrolled  in  chancery,  29th  of  the 
fame  month)  veiled  in  truftees  arneffuage  and  fmith’s  forge  in 
* 7 c the 
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the  faid  city,  in  Hawk’s-lane,  in  truft,  to  apply  the  rents  in  the 
reparations  of  Maynard’s  and  Cotton’s  hofpitals : And  if  any 
furplus  fhould  remain,,  the  fame  to  be  yearly  paid  and  divided 
among  the  brothers  and  lifters  of  Maynard’s  7 houfes,  who 
ihould  be  conftantly  refident,  as  the  faid  truftees  fhould  think  fit 
to  divide  the  fame  among  them. 

The  faid  William  Rigden  died  November  29,  1776,  aged  82* 

The  annual  rents  of  thefe  two  hofpitals  (including  the  abovew 
mentioned  7I.  paid  by  the  city),  in  the  year  1712  amounted  to 
36L  1 as.  per  ann.  and  continued  nearly  the  fame  to  1770  ; 
when  it  appearing  that  feveral  abufes  had  been  committed  in  the 
management  of  the  revenues,  the  mayor  and  commonalty,  in. 
their  court  of  Burghmote,  appointed  a committee  to  examine 
into  them,  which  committee  made  many  regulations  and  alter- 
ations for  the  benefit  of  the  hofpitals  ; and  a like  committee  is 
ftill  continued.  The  annual  rents  (including  the  7I.  paid  by  the 
city)  amount  to  46I.  4s.  on  the  old  foundation.  The  fines,  on 
renewal  of  leafes,  have  been*  from  the  year  1770,  very  con- 
fiderably  increafed.  And  there  is  no-  doubt  but  that,,  if  the 
mayor  and  commonalty  continue  to  patronife  and  protedl  the 
poor  of  thefe  hofpitals  with  the  fame  attention,  its  falutary  effe&s 
will  be  farther  extended. 

All  leafes  granted  by  the  prior,  brothers  and  lifters  are  [a^ 
in  the  archiepifcopal  hofpitals]  with  the  advice  and  confentof  the. 
matter,  who  figns  them,  and  affixes  the  common  feal. 

A complete  account  of  all  the  revenues  of  both  thefe  hof- 
pitals will  foon  be  made  our,  and  hung  up  in  the  chapel.

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The  feal  of  St.  Gregory’s  priory  (fee  p.  420.)  is  exhibited  in 
plate  X.  fig.  1.  The  fecond  feal  in  the  fame  plate  is  that  of 
Maynard’s  hofpital  (fee  p.  435.);  the  third  is  that  of  archbifhop 
Iflip,  defcribed  in  p.  267  ; the  fourth  is  a feal  found  fome  years 
ago  in  the  garden  of  Mr.  Lacy,  town  clerk,  in  Hawk’s-lane, 
Canteibury. 

The  few  ruinous  remains  of  St.  Thomas’s  Chapel  in  St. 
Gregory’s,  mentioned  p.  421.  and  drawn  by  Mr.  Perry  in  plate 
VIII.  fig.  2.  have  within  thefe  two  or  three  years  been  removed  to 
make  way  for  the  plough.
